The acts of the Philippine Commission numbered from 1 to 263, 
inclusive, enacted between S(*ptember 12, 1900, and October 11, 1901, 
were publishe<l in the Annual Reports of the War Department for

AN ACT requiring persons whom the collector of cnstoms has reasonable grotmds 
for believing gnilty of aiding insurrection seeking to land in the Philippines to 
take an oath of allegiance and prescribing punishment for the violation thereof. 

By autJiorify of the President of the United States, he it enacted by the 
United States Philippine Connnisslony that: 

Section 1 . Any person whom the Collector of Customs of any port 
of the Philippine Islands has reasonable ground to believe gnilty of 
having aided, abetted, or incited insurrection in these Islands against 
the authority and sovereignty of the United States herein, or against 
the government constitute by the United States herein, or of coming 
to the8<^ Islands for that purpose, and who, coming from a foreign 
countr}' seeks to land at such port, shall not be permitted to land 
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until after he shall take and subscribe before the Collector or his 
authorized deputy, the following oath: 

**I hereby solemnly swear that I acknowledge the sovereignty and 
authority of the United States in the Philippine Islands and of the 
Government constituted by the Ignited States herein and that while 
in the Islands I will support and maintain the same, and that I will 
not at any time hereafter or at any place aid, abet or incite resistance 
to the authority of the United States or of the government established 
by the United States in these Islands, and that I take this oath volun- 
tarily without any mental reservation whatsoever. So help me Go<l." 

In ease the person shall refuse to take and subscribe such oath, he 
shall be detained in custody until the departure of the next steamer 
leaving for the port from which he last came, and then shall be 
deported at the expense of the Insular Government. The Collector 
of Customs may, while awaiting the sailing of the proper steamer, 
turn the perscm over to the police authorities of the port where the 
landing is sought to be made for safe custody. 

Sec. 2. Any person who having taken and subscribed the oath pre- 
scribed in the foregoing section, shall thereafter aid or abet resistance 
to the authority of the United States in these Islands or of the gov- 
ernment established herein by the United States, or who shall incite 
in any manner whatsoever others to take up or continue in ai-ms 
against the authority and sovereignty of the United States in these 
Islands or of the government established herein by the United States, 
shall be deemed guilty of perjury and shall be punished by imprison- 
ment at hard labor for not less than two and not more than ton years. 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section 2 of "An Act Prescribing the Order of Procedure by the Com- 
mission in the Enactment of Laws," passed September 26, 1900. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT creating the Bnrean of Coast Guard and Transportation. 

By auilioriiy of the President of the United States^ Ite it enacted hy 
the United Staies Philippine Commits iwij that: 

Srction 1. There is hereby created a bureau for the purpose of 
organizing, directing and controlling, island and inter-island water 
transportation for governmental purposes and for the establishment 
and maintenance of an efficient coast guard service which shall l)e 
calle<l the Bureau of Coast Guard and Transportation and which shall 
be under the general control and supervision of the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Police. 

Sec. 2. The Bureau of Coast Guard and Transportation shall be 
under the immediate control and management of a suitiible person, 
to be selecte<l by the Civil Governor, by and with the consent of the 
Commission, who shall be known as the Chief of Coast Guard and 
Transportation and who shall l>e paid an annual salary of three thou- 
sand, five hundred dollars ($3,500), money of the United States, 
payable monthly. 

Sec. 3. The Bureau shall be organizeil into three divisions, the first 
of which shall have in charge the construction, maintenance and 
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operation of the vessels l)eloiigiug to or under the eharge of the 
Bureau. The second of such divisions shall have in charge the illu- 
mination, inspection and superintendence of light houses, buoys, 
beacons, light vessels, sea marks and their appendages. The third of 
these divisions shall liave in charge the construction of light houses, 
buoys, beacons, light vessels, sea marks and their appendages. Each of 
the divisions shall be in charge of a superintendent, appointed by the 
Civil Governor, by and with the consent of the Commission. They 
shall each be paid an annual salary of two thousand, five hundred 
dollars (12,500), money of the United Stat<?s, payable monthly. 

Sec. 4. The Chief of Bureau shall co-operate with the Collector of 
Customs, for the Philippine Archipelago in performing such service 
as may, in the opinion of the latter, be necessary to enforce the col- 
lection of revenues and prevent smuggling and unlawful importations. 
The Collector of Customs shall have the power, when the public 
interests require it, to assign to any of the vessels used in the Trans- 
portation Division a revenue agent to be carried on board such vessel, 
who shall be assigned suitable quarters thereon. 

Sec. 5. It shall also be the duty of the Chief of Bureau to provide for 
the transportation, on official business, of all Insular and Provincial 
officials, their subordinates, agents and employes and of all witnesses, 
prisoners and guards, when transportation is required in the admin- 
istration of justice, and of all goods and freights of the Insular or 
Provincial Governments, or of tlie various departments or bureaus 
thereof, and also for the transportation of the Presidentes, Council- 
lors and other officers of municipalities, when traveling to and from 
the Provincial Capitals, in pursuance of law. 

Sec. 0. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Bureau to co-operate 
with the Director General of Posts in carrying the mails between the 
varicms points in the Islands, under such regulations and schedules 
as to time as will make the postal service most effective. It shall also 
be the duty of the Chief of Hureau to see that the agents of the Pos- 
tal Department have adequate accomincMlations on board such vessels, 
when designated by the Director General of Posts for such duty. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Bureau to co-operate 
with the Cliief of Philii)pines Constabulary in the transportation of 
provincial insi>ectoi*s and constabulary and of insular and provincial 
stores and supplies as the public service? may, in the oi)iniou of the 
Chief of Constabulary, require. 

Sec. 8. The Chief of Bureau, with the approval of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Police, shall prescribe, and from time to time may 
alter or amend, and cause to 1x5 enforced such regulations as he may 
deem proper for securing efficient, uniform and economical adminis- 
tration of the Coast Guard, Transportation and Light House Services. 
He is hereby empowei^ed, after proper appropiations are made for that 
purposes to make all necessary' cont racts for the repair and equipment, 
subject to the approval of the Se(?ret4iry of Commerce and Police, of 
vessels, light houses, light vessels, beacons, buoys and accessories, 
and to superviw^ all work of construction and repair, and to authorize 
all travel require<l by the subordinate officei-s and employes of his 
Bureau; he is also em ik> we red to prescrilw the uniform to be worn; 
also to prescribes the salaries of the resiH»ctive kin^persof light houses, 
apprentices and l>oatmen, in such manner as he deems just and proper, 
but the whole sum allowed for such salaries shall not excee<l an aver- 
age of three hundre<l and sixty dolIai*s ($300) ]H'r annum for keepers, 
one hundred and forty-four dollars (*144) por annum for apprenticeB 
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and one hundred and eight doUarn ($108) per annum for boatmen. 
He may also supply the isolated light house stations with provisions 
in addition to their salaries. 

Sec. 9^ The Chief of Bureau shall, at as early a date as practicable, 
submit to the Secretary of Commerce and Police a report upon the 
number of vessels which in his opinion are required for the Coast 
Guard, Transportation and Light House Services, the type and prob- 
able cost of such vessels, the salaries of their officers and crews and 
an estimate of the cost of their running expenses and necessary repairs 
and also repair shops and docks. 

Sec. 10. The following clerical force is hereby authorized to be 
employed in this Bureau: One chief clerk, class 5; one disbursing 
clerk, class 6; one stenographer and typewriter, class 8; three prop- 
erty clerks, class 8; two clerks, class 9; two copyists, class A; two 
store-keepers, class A; and two assistant store-keepers, class F. That 
portion of this force which will be especially assigned for work con- 
nected with the Coast (4uard and Transiwrtation Service will not be 
appointed until occasion for such appointment arises. The Civil 
Governor is emjiowered to appoint as the Chief of Bureau the Captain 
of the Port of Manila, and the present clerical force employed in the 
office of the Captain of the Port of Manila shall be utilized, as far as 
possible, for carrying on the work for the Light House Service and 
also for the Coast Guard and Transjwrtation Service, until additional 
appointments are made as provided for herein. 

Sec. 11. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in acconlance with 
section 2 of **An Act Prescribing the Onler of Procedure by the 
Commission in the Enactment of I^ws," passe<l September 20, 1900. 

Sec. 12. This act thall take effect on its passage.

AK ACT amending in seyeral i)articular8 act No. 188. entitled, **An act to incor- 
porate the City of Manila. 

By auihorily of the President of the United Stately be it enacted by 
the Untied States Philippine Cttminission, that: 

Section 1. Section 12, of Act No. 18:j, ontitle<l **An Act to Incorpo- 
rate the City of Manila," is hereby amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following words: 

"Provided nevertheless that the City Attorney and his assistant, 
and the Prosecuting Attorney and his assistants, and their suci*essors, 
shall be appointed by the Civil Governor subject to the advice and 
approval of the Commission.'' 

Sec. 2. Section 17 of said act is heivby amended so that i>aragraph 
*'dd** thereof shall read as follows: 

"To enforce the regulations of the Boanl of Health for the Phil- 
ippine Islands, and by ordinance to prescrilM^ fines and penalties for 
violations of such regulations." 

Sec. 3. Section 20 of said act is licrfl>y amendiMl l)y adding at the 
end thereof the following wonls: 

** But contracts for completed work of any kind for the use of the 
city, or any of the departments or offices thennif, involving both labor 
and materials, where the materials are furnished by the contractori 
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not by the city, shall not be deemed to be within the provisions of 
this section, but such contract shall be made in accordance with the 
subsequent provisions of this act." 

Sec. 4. Section 2^ of said act is hereby amended by adding at the 
end thereof the following words: 

'^The clerical force and assistants and laborers in the office of the 
City Superintendent of Schools shall be paid by the city of Manila, 
as well PS the office exx)enses for supplies and material incident t<o 
carrying on said office."

*'The limitations upon the criminal jurisdiction of the Municii)al 
Courts hereinbefore stated are subject, nevertheless, to the proviso 
that said courts shall also have concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Courts of First Instance over all criminal cases arising under the laws 
relating to gambling and management of lotteries, and to assaults 
where the intent to kill is not charged or evident upon the trial, to 
larceny and embezzlement where the amount of money or property 
stolen or embezzled does not exceed the sum or value of one hundred 
dollars ($100), to the sale of intoxicating liquors, to falsely imperson- 
ating an officer, to malicious mischief, to trespass on Government or 
private property, and threatening to take human life; but in all such 
cases an appeal to the Courts of First Instance upon proper applica- 
tion shall be allowed as in other cases.''

It shall l)e lawful for all religious associations of what- 
ever sect or denomination, whether incori>orated in the Philippine 
Islands or in some other country or not incoriK)rate<l at all, to hold 
land in the Philippine Islamls upon which to build churches, i>ars<ni- 
ages, or educational or charitable instituticms. 

Such religious institutions, if not iiicorix>rattHl, shall hohl 
the land in the name of three trustees for the use of such associations;

AN ACT prohibiting the tmauthorized destmction of timber on pnblic lands. 

By autlioriUj of the President of the United States^ be it enacted by 
the United States Philippine Commission y that: 

Section 1. The making of so-called "caingins," or clearings, on 
public lands, by felling or burning trees, is hereby prohibited. 

8ec. 2. Any person violating the foregoing provision of this act 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred doUars (I^IOO) in money of the United States, or by impris- 
onment for not more than thii'ty days (30), or both, in the discretion 
of the court, for each olfense, and shall pay charges on timber unlaw- 
fully cut or burned in accoixlance with the rat^s fixed in General 
Order No. 02, Office of the United States Military Governor in the 
Philippine Islands, issued June 27, 1900, or in lieu of such payment, 
shall siiflfer one day's imprisonment for each dollar of unpaid charges. 

Sec. 3. It shall he the duty of the Civil Governors of Provinces, of 
the Philippines Constabulary and of Municipal Presidents to arrest 
and turn over to tlie proper authorities for trial all X)ersons within 
the territory under their respective jurisdictions who violate the pro- 
visions of this act, and Municipal Presidents are hereby empower^ 
to use the municipal police in making such arrests. 

Sec. 4. Where the person or persons found making *'caingins" are 
members of a non-Christian tribe, or are ignorant of the law, they 
shall be dismissed with a warning, in the case of a first offense, but, 
upon conviction for a second offense, shall be punished as hereinbe- 
fore provided.

AN ACT defining the law of lihel and threats to publish a lihel. making lihel and 
threats to pnhlish a libel misdemeanors, giving a right of civil action therefor, 
and making ohscene or indecent puhlications misdemeanors. 

Bu auilwrity of the President of the United /SVa/^.v, he it enacted by 
the United States Philippine Cotnmission, that: 

Section 1. A lil>el is a malicious defamation, expressed either in 
writing, printing, or by signs or pictures, or the like, or public theat- 
rical exhibitiq^s, tending to blacken the memory of one who is dead, 
or to impeach the honesty, virtue or reputation, or publish the alleged 
or natural defects of one who is alive, and thereby expose him to puldic 
hatred, contempt or ridicule. 

Sec. 2. Every person who wilfully and with a malicious intent to 
injure another, publishes or procures to be published, any lil)el, shall 
be punished by a fine of not exceeding two thousand dollars, or impris- 
onment for not exceeding one year, or both. 

Sec. 3. An injurious publication is presumed to have been malicious 
if no justifiable motive for making it is shown. 

Sec. 4. In all criminal prosecutions for libel, the truth may be given 
in evidence to the court, and if it appears to the court that the matter 
charged as libelous, is true, and was published with good motives and 
for justifiable ends, the party shall be acquitte<l ; otherwise he shall 
be canvicted; but io establish this defense, not only must the truth of 
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the matter so charged be proven, but also that it was published with 
good motives and for justifiable ends. 

Sec. 5. To sustain a charge of publishing a libel, it is not needful 
that the words or things complained of should have been read or seen 
by another. It is enough that the accused knowingly parted with the 
immediate custody of the libel, under circumstances which exposed it 
to be read or seen by any other person than himself. 

Sec. G. Every author, editor, or proprietor of any book, newBpax)er 
or serial publication, is chargeable with the publication of any words 
contained in any part of such book or number of each newspaper or 
serial, as fully as if he were the author of the same. 

Sec. 7. No reporter, editor, or proprietor of any newspaper is liable 
to any prosecution for a fair and true report of any judicial, legisla- 
tive, or other public official proceedings, or of any statement, speech, 
argument or debate in the course of the same, except upon proof of 
malice in making such report, which shall not be implied from the 
mere fact of publication. 

Sec. 8. Libelous remarks or comments connected with matter priv- 
ileged by the last section, receive no privilege by reason of being so 
connected. 

Sec. 9. A private communication made by any person to another, 
in good faith, in the performance of any duty, whether legal, moral 
or social, solely with the fair and reasonable purpose of protecting 
the interests of the person making the communication or the interests 
of the person to whom the communication is made, is a privileged 
communication, and the person making the same shall not be guilty 
of libel nor be within the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 10. Every person who threatens another to publish a libtd 
concerning him, or any parent, husband, wife or child of such person, 
or any member of his family, and every person who offers to prevent 
the publication of any libel upon another person, with intent to extort 
any money or other valuable consideration from any person, shall be 
punished by a fine of not exceeding one thousand dollara, or by impris- 
onment for not exceeding six months, or both. 

Sec. 11. In addition to the criminal action hereby prescribed, a right 
of civil action is also hereby given to any pi^rson libeled as herein- 
before set forth against the i)ei-son lilxiling him, for damages sus- 
tained by such libel, and the person so libeled shall be entitled to 
recover in such civil action, not only the actual pecuniarj' damages 
sustained by him but also damages for injury to his feelings and rep- 
utation, and in addition such punitive damages as th(» court may 
think will be a just punishment to the libeler and an exauiple to others. 
Suit may be brought in any Court of First Instance having jurisdic- 
tion of the parties. The presumptions, rul(»s of evidence and special 
defenses herein provided for criminal prosecutions shall be equally 
applicable in civil actions under this section. 

Sec. 12. Any person who writes, compos(\s, stereotypes, prints, pub- 
lishes, sells, or keeps for sale, distributes or exhibits, any obscene or 
indecent writing, paix^r, book, or other matter, or who designs, copies, 
draws, engraves, paints, or otherwise* pn^paies any obscene picture or 
print or who moulds, cuts, casts or otherwise makes any obscene or 
indecent figure, or who writes, compos<»s or prints any notice or adver- 
tisement of any such writing, paper, book, print or figure, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished by a fine of not exceeding one 
thousand dollars or by imprisonnu^nt not exceeding one year, or both. 

Sec. 13. All laws and parts of hiws now in force, so far as the same 
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may be in conflict herewith, are hereby repealed ; provided : that noth- 
ing herein contained shall operate as a repeal of existing laws in so 
far as they are applicable to pending actions or existing causes of 
action, but as to such causes of action or pending actions existing 
laws shall remain in full force and effect. 

Sec. 14. All criminal actions under the provisions of this act shall 
be beg^n and prosecuted under the sole direction and control of the 
ordinary prosecuting oflicers, anything in the existing laws to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.

Sec. G. The s(»veral captains, lieutenants and sergeants hereby pro- 
vided for shall, under the direction of the Chief of Police, have 
charge of the roundsmen placed under their command by the Chief 
of Police, and shall see to the efficient policing of their respective 
lM»ats and the maintenance of discipline over the men respectively 
placed in their charge, and shall perform such other duties as may be 
assigned to tlunn by the C'hief of Police or by law or oi-dinance.

The special duties of th(» River and Harbor Police herebj' 
provided for shall be to see that all laws and ordinances and lawful 
orders emanating from the Chief of Police, the Collector of Customs 
of the Philii)pine Archipelago, the Captain of the Port and the Board 
of Health tliat relate to the policing of the Pasig River and Manila 
Bay, are complied with and to arrest all violators of the same and to 
perform such other duties as may be assigned to them by the Chief of 
Police or by law or ordinance. 
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Sec. 9. The sergeants, roundsmen and patrolmen provided for by 
this act are hereby divided into three classes. Those of the first class 
shall have a thorough knowledge of the English language and Ix) 
familiar with the duties of a policeman; those of the second class 
shall have acquired a sufficient knowledge of the English language 
to transact ordinary business; those of the third class shall consist of 
those who do not speak the English language but speak, read and 
write the Spanish language. A second class sergeant, roundsman or 
patrolman shall be paid twenty-five per cent, more than those of the 
third class, and whenever any sergeant, roundsman or patrolman of 
the latter class shall have acquired a fair knowledge of the English 
language and is otherwise competent, he may be promoted by the Chief 
of F^olice to a position in the second class.

theCmleof Proccdun* in (Mvil Actions and Special Proceedings in the 
Philippine Islands shall have Iwcn lia<l, the Treasurer of the Philip- 
pine ArchipelaiTo is authorized, and it is hereby nmtle his duty, to take 
|>ossc»ssion of th(» (\state of such <leceii8ed person and to make a com- 
plete inventory thereof, and to file the same with the Auditor of the 
Philippine Archipelago. Tpon taking i>ossession of such estate, the 
Treasurt»r shall ascertain by the best means within his power, the names 
and residences of the jK»rsons who are lawfully entitled to the same 
and shall transmit the s^ime to the |)ersons whom he shall adjudge to 
Ik* lawfully entitled thereto, upon n'cciving proper vouchers for the 
same.

where, is guilty of treason, and, upon conviction, shall suffer death or, 
at the discretion of the court-, shall l)e imprisoned at hard labor for 
not less than five years and fined not less than ten thousand dollars.

(Tovemment of the Philippine Islands, and having knowledge of any 
treason against them or either of them, who conceals, and does not,

By authority of the Pre^sident of the United Sfdtes, he it enacted by 
the united Staters Philippine Commission^ that: 

Section 1. There is hereby created, under the Department of Pub- 
lic Instruction, a Bureau of Public Printing, which shall have charge 
of and execute the printing required by the Insular Government, and 
such other printing as it may by law or by the order of the Civil Gov- 
ernor be authorized to undertake, anything in prior acts of the Com- 
mission to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 2. There shall Ih) a Chief of the Hureau of Public Printing, who 
must be a practical printer and versed in the art of bookbinding, who 
shall receive an annual salary of three thousand, five hundred dollars 
($3,500) and who shall be known as the Public Printer. 

The duties of the Public Printer shall be: 

1. To take charge of all matter whi(fh is to be printed, engraved, 
lithographed or l)oun<l; to ke(»p an account thereof in the order in 
which it is received; to cause the work to be promptly executed; and 
to assign any employe of any de{)artnient of t li<* Public Printing Office, 
temporarily, to anollier department ther<»of, providing the interests 
of the public service will then^by be advanc(»d. 

2. To superintend all printing, engraving, lithographing and bind- 
ing done at the Philippine Public Printing Office; to see that the sheets 
or volumes are promptly delivered to tlie person who is authorizeil 
to receive them, and the* rectMpt of the pc^rson authorized to receive 
them shall be a sufficient voucher for their deliverv. 

3. To make an annual report toihe C-ivil Governor, through the 
Secretary of Public Instruction, and in it. to specify the titles, and 
the number of copies of each form, sheet, document, pamphlet or vol- 
ume printed, indicating in each case t lie authority under which the 
printing was d(me, and also to sp<»cify in said report the exact num- 
ber of copies of books boun<l, giving the titles of the books and indi- 
cating in each case the authority und(»r which tin* binding was done, 
and showing in detail at th(» same time the cost of the printing done 
under the onlei^s of each of the s(»v(^ral officers having authority to 
approve orders or requisitions for printing, and giving account of stock 
and supplies used and the amount on hand, and to make such other 
reports from time to time as the Secretary of Public Instructi<m shall 
require. 

4. To employ workmen who an* thoroughly skilled in their respec- 
tive branches of industry as shown by trial of their skill under his 
direction, in accordance with the provisions of the Civil Service Act. 

0. To deposit in the library of the Commission two copies of each 
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docnment, pamphlet or •volume printed, which shall be properly 
bound, indexed and preserved in this library' ; also to preserve in the 
office of the Public Printer one copy of each form, sheet, document, 
pamphlet or volume printed, numbered according to the numbers of 
the orders under which they are printed; also to forward to the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C, one copy of each 
pul)lication of a public nature. 

Sec. 3. The Public Printer shall give a bond in the amount of 
twenty-five thousand dollars (125,000) conditioned faithfully to dis- 
charge all the duties of his office, and to account for all moneys and 
other property coming into his hands as such Public Printer. 

Sec. 4. There shall be a Chief Clerk of class 4, iu the Bureau of 
Public Printing, appointed by the Public Printer subject to the con- 
firmation of the Civil Governor, who shall be a practical printer and 
versed in the art of bookbinding; one foreman of composing room, 
one foreman of bookbindery, one foreman of press-room, and one 
chief electrician-machinist, of class 5, all of whom must l)e practically

title to the same, tolls from ferries oi)erated by the municiimlity, f(H»s 
from municipal stables, municiiml (K)unds, municipal markets, munic- 
ipal slaughter houses, municipal bath houses, and municipal ceme- 
teries; license fees for theatrical performances, horse nvces, circuses, 
cock pits and cock fighting, and the training of fighting cocks; which 
shall be collected by the Municipal Treasurer in the manner prescri]>ed 
by ordinance of the Municipal Couneil.

AN ACT providing for the establislimentof provincial boards of health and fixing 
• their powers ana duties. 

By authority of the President of the United StcUeSy Im it enacted by the 
United States Pnilippine Commission^ that: 

Sbction 1. There shall be a Provincial Board of Health in each of 
the several provinces of the Philippine Islands, which Board shall be 
organized at such time as tho Board of Health for the Philip^iue 
Islands may directi with the approval of the Secn^l^t^ ol \>CL^\\\\A^x\»t 
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Sec. 2. Each Provincial Board of Health shall consist of a President, 
who shall bo a duly qualified physician; the President of the Munici- 
pal Board of Health of the capital of the province, and the Provincial 
Supervisor. The Provincial Secretary shall act as the Secretary of the 
Board. With the authority of the proper military or naval com- 
mander, the senior medical officer of the armj'^ or navy on duty at the 
capital of the province shall be an honorary and consulting member 
of the Provincial Board of Health, but shall not be entitled to a vote. 
The Provincial Fiscal shall be the legal adviser of the Board. 

Sec. 3. The President of each Provincial Board of Health shall be 
appointed by the Civil Governor of the Philippine Islands^ with the 
advice and consent of the Commission. 

Sec. 4. The salaries of presidents of provincial boards of health 
shall be fixed by the Commissioner of Public Health, subject to the 
approval of the Secretary of the Interior, and shall be jmyable monthly 
in money of the United States: Provided y that they shall not exceed: 

(a) In the provinces of Marinduque, Romblon, Masbate, Abra.and 
Bataan, nine hundred dollars ($9(X)) per year; 

(6) III the provinces of Isalx^a, Zambales, Eastern Negros, Surigao, 
Tayabas, Union, Cagayan, Sorsogon, Rizal, Antique, C&piz, Cavite, 
Tarlac, Bohol, Misamis, Nueva Ecija and Laguna, one thousand two 
hundred dollars ($1,200) })er year; 

(c) In the provinces of North Ilocos, South Ilocos, Bulacan, Pam- 
panga, Paiigasinan, Albay, Batangas, Camarines, Western Negros 
and I^yte, one thousand three hundred and fiftj" dollars ($1,350) per 
year; 

(rf) In the provinces of C^bii and Iloilo, one thousand five hundred 
dollars (151,500) per year; 

(e) In provinces or districts not included under paragraphs (a), (?>), 
(c) or {d) of this section, the salaries of presidents shall be fixed by 
the Commission wlien the organization of tlie Provincial Board of 
Health for such province or district is directed. 

(/) I^roviiicial supervisors, provincial secretaries, presidents of 
municipal boards of health of capitals of provinces and honorar}' 
members of provin<'ial boaitls of health shall receive no compensa- 
tion for the performance of the duties prescribed for them in connec- 
tion with provincial boards of health. 

(g) Mcmbi^rs of Provincial Boards of Health shall be allowe<l their 
actual and necessary traveling expenses when absent from the capi- 
tals of their several provinces upon official business, subject to the 
conditions imposed by law upon the i)rovincial officials of their respec- 
tive provinces when travelihg on ofii(*ial business. 

Sec. 5. Subject tot lie sup(»rvision and control of the Board of Health 
for the Philippine Islands, each Provincial Boaitl of Health shall have 
gen(»ral supervision ov(^r the health and sanitary condition of its prov- 
ince, including the health of domestic animals; shall exercise general 
control over all muni<*ipal boanlsof health within the province; shall 
caus(» to be pros<»euted all violations of sanitary laws and shall enforce 
the regulations of the Board of Health for the Philippine) Islands 
within the province. During epidemics of contagious or infectious 
disea.se atTecting the inhabitants or domestic animals of the province, 
and at other times when it sliall de^'tm necessary, it shall api>oint such 
sanitary insixictoi-s as the Provincial Boaiil may authorize; and it 
shall jwrform such other duties with reference to the health and sani- 
tation of the province as the Boanl of Health for the Philippine 
Islands may diivct. It shall hold regular meetings on the second and 
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fourth Tuesdays of each month, and special meetings at the call of 
the President or of a majority of the voting members of the Board. 
It shall make no contracts and incur no liabilities in excess of the 
amounts duly appropriated for its use by the Provincial Board or by 
the central legislatui*e of the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 6. The I*resident of each Provincial Board of Health shall be 
its chief executive officer and shall exercise general supervision and 
control over the various branches of its work. In a case of emer- 
^ncy, and when a quorum of the board cannot be obtained, he may 
exercise the power conferred upon the Provincial Board of Health by 
this act, but he shall report his action to the board for ratification at 
the earliest practicable time. On or before the tenth days of March, 
June, September and December of each year, he shall prepare and 
submit to the Provincial Board quarterly estimates, showing the prob- 
able expense of properly conducting the work of the Board for the 
coming three months. He shall make such reports as the Board of 
Health for the Philippine Islands may direct. 

Sec. 7. The Provincial Fiscal, in investigating the causes of sudden 
deaths which have not been satisfactorily explained, and when there 
is suspicion that the causes arose through the unlawful acts or omis- 
sions of other persons, or from foul play, and in causing autopsies to 
be made in case he deems them to be necessary, shall be entitled to 
demand and receive, for purposes of such investigations or autopsies, 
the aid of the President of the Provincial Board of Health. 

All laws and orders establishing a *' Medical-Legal Department" in 
the Philippine Islands are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 8. In case of the absence of the President from the province, 
or of illness incapacitating him for the discharge of his dutii^, the 
President of the Municipal Board of Health of the capital of the 
province shall temporarily discharge them. 

Sec. 9. The Provincial Supervisor shall act as sanitary inspe<?tor 
and as sanitary engineer for the Board. 

Sec. 10. The Secretary' of the Provincial Board of Health shall keep 
its records, compile its statistics, and shall render such other clerical 
assistance in connection with the legitimate work of the Board as it 
may direct. 

Sec. 11. This act shall take efTc^ct on its passage.

AN ACT providing for the establishment of Municipal BoanlM of Health, and 

fixing their powers and duties. 

Bu authority of the President of the Uniied I^UtfeSy Im it emwied by 
the Uniied States Philippine Commisaioiiy that: 

Section 1. There may Iw a Municipal l^oanl of Health in each of 
the several municipalities of the Philippine' Islands, which Ikmnl shall 
be organized at such time as tho Provincial Hoanl of Health for the 

{province in which the municipality is situated may direct, and the 
^vineial Board approve. 
Sec. 2. Each Municipal Boanl of Health shall consist of: 

(a) A President, who shall hi> a duly ciualificHl physician, or an 
nndergimdaate of medicine; 

(b) A member who shall be diosen by a majority vote of the Munic- 
ipiil Connoil; 
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(c) A male school-teacher of the manicipality, who shall be appointed 
by the Division Sujyerintendent of Public Instruction for the division 
in which the municipality is situated; 

{(l) The Municipal Secretary, ex officio; 

(e) A pharmacist, if there be one resident within the municipality, 
who shall 1)0 appointed an honorary meml^er by the Munioix)al 
President; 

(/) The senior medical officer of the army or navy, if there be any 
such on duty in the municipality, who, with the authority of the 
proper military or naval commander, shall act as an honorary and 
consulting member of the Board. The Municipal Secretary, the phar- 
macist member and the military or naval member of the Board shall 
not be entitled to vote. 

Sec. 3. The President of the Municipal Board of Health shall be 
appointcMl by the Commissioner of Public Health, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Provincial Board of Health of the province in which 
the municipality is situated. His salary shall be fixed by the Munic- 
ipal Council, and shall not be less than the salary of the Municipal 
Seer<»tary nor greater than the salary of the Municipal President. 
The other members of the Board shall serve without compensation. 

Sec. 4. The Municipal Secretary shall be the Secretary of the 
Board. He shall keep its records, compile its statistics, and shall 
render such other clerical assistance in connection with the legitimate 
work of the Boai'd im it may direct. 

Sec. 5. The Municipal Board of Health shall hold regular meet- 
ings on the second and fourth Wednesdays of each month, and special 
meetings at the call of the President, or of a majority of the members. 
Subject to the sui)ervision and control of the Provincial Board of 
Health, it shall have general supervision over the health and sanitary 
condition of tlie munici])ality and of its several barrios. It shall cause 
to be prosecute<l all violators of sanitary laws, and shall enforce the 
regulations of the Board of Health for the Philipi^ine Islands and of 
the I^rovincial Board of Health for the province in which the munic- 
ipality is situated. It shall have power and authority to abate nui- 
sances endang(»ring the pul)lic Iieallh, to remove the cause of any 
special disease or mortality, and to make and enforce such quaran- 
tine regulations with reference to its municipality as it shall deem 
necessavy. It shall draft and recommend to the Municipal Council 
suitabli* ordinances for carrying into elfect the provisions of sub- 
s(ictions, (/), (///), (//), {()), {])), (7), (/•) and (.s) of section 30 of the 
Municipal Co<le. During epidemics of contagious or infectious dis- 
eases alTecting tlie inhabitants or the domestic animals of the munici- 
pality, or of any of its barrios, and at such other times as it may be 
deem(»(l necessiiry by the Municipal Council, it shall appoint such 
sanitary inspectoi-s as tlic* Municipal Council may authorize. It shall 
perform such otlier duti(\s with reference to the health and sanitation 
of the municii)ality as the Provincial Board of Health for the province 
in which the municipality is situated shall direct. 

Sec. n. Th<» President of tlie ^lunicipal I>oard of Health shall be 
its cliicf executive ofli(*(»r, and shall ex(»rcise general supervision and 
control over the various branches of its work. Subject to the provi- 
sions of law with reference to i)uhlic vaccinations, he shall conduct 
such vaccinal icms for the p(»ople of his municii)ality. In a case of 
emergency, when a quorum of the Boai'd cannot be obtained, he may 
exercise the powers conf(»rred upon a Municipal Board of Health by 
this act, but he shall report his action to the Municipal Board of 
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Health for ratification at the earliest practicable time. On or before 
the tenth days of March, June, September and December, he shall 
prepare and submit to the Municipal Council quarterly estimates, 
showing the probable exi)en8e of properly conducting the work of the 
Board for the coming three months. He shall make such reports and 
discharge such other duties with reference to the health and sanita- 
tion of the municipality as the Provincial Board of Health for the 
province in which the municipality is situated, or the Board of Health 
for the Philippine Islands, may direct. 
Sec. 7. This act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT providing for the coinpnlsor}' vaccination of the inhabitants of the 

Philippine Islands. 

By authority of the President of the United States^ he it emicted by 
the United States Philippine Comviission, that: 

Section 1. In municipalities where municipal Ixmnls of health 
have not been established, or where said boards have been estab- 
lished but their presidents are unable, without assistance, to 
thoroughly protect by vaccination the inhabitants of their respective 
municipalities against small-pox, the Commissioner of Public Health 
shall appoint, subject to the approval of the Secretary of the Interior, 
for the purpose of carrying on public vaccinations, such public vac- 
cinators or other employes as the Commission shall authorize. 

Sec. 2. Every x>er8on living in the Philippine Islands who cannot 
furnish satisfactory evidence, either by a certificate of recent date 
from a president of a municipal board of health, public vaccinator, 
duly qualified physician, or such other person as the Ik)ard of He^th 
for the Philippine Islands may designate, or otherwise, to the effect 
that he is immune against small-pox, shall submit to vaccination as 
oft«n as maybe required by a municipal or provincial board of health 
or by the Board of Health for the Philippine Islands; and such vac- 
cination shall be performed gratis. 

Sec. 3. Every parent, guardian, or person having charge of one or 
more children over three months of age shall see that they are pre- 
sented for examination and vaccination at such place and time as 
may be specified by a president of a municipal board of health or a 
public vaccinator, and that they are returne<l on the eighth day after 
such presentation to said place so that the result of the vaccination 
may be verified r Provided, that any person may call upon a president 
of a municipal board of health or a public vaccinator to perform 
vaccinations at the residence of such person, in which cases the vac- 
cinations shall be performed as requested, and the person i)erforming 
them shall collect the sum of one peso for ea<*h person so vaccinated. 
The funds accruing from such charges for vaccination shall be paid 
weekly by the persons collecting them into the treasury of the munici- 
pality where the vaccination is performed. 

Sec. 4. On the presentation for vaccination of any child which is 
foundy by reason of its health, to be unfit for the operation, presidents 
of munioipal boards of health or public vaccinators shall postpone 
8Qeh vaocuiationi but shall give due notice to parents, guanlians or 
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other persons having charge of such child to return it at some fixed 
time, which instruction shall l^ obeyed by its parent, guardian or 
other pei*son in charge. 

Sec. 5. Ever3' parent, guardian or other person in charge of one or 
more children who shall be found guilty of neglecting or refusing to 
comply with the provisions of sections 2 and 3 of this act shall be 
fined five dollars ($5.00), in money of the United States, for each 
ofl*ense. One half of the fine shall be paid to the person or persons 
giving the information leading to conviction, and the other hiQf shall 
be paid into the Municipal Treasury. 

Sec. G. The presidents, principals, boards of directors, managers, 
or any person or persons having charge of universities, coUeges, acad- 
emies, siMninaries, public or parochial schools, orphanages or asylums, 
or other places where children are educated, reared or cared for, shall 
l)resent such children for vaccination within said institution at such 
times as may be specified by presidents of municipal boards of health 
or public vaccinators. Any such person or persons refusing to comply 
with the provisions of this section shall, upon conviction, be punished 
by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars (8100) for each offense. 

Sec. 7. Any person reported as unprotected against small-pox who 
is unable to submit satisfactory evidence of vaccination as provided 
in section 2, and who resists vaccination when directed to submit to it 
by the proper authorities shall, upon conviction, be punished by a 
fine of not more than fifty dollars ($50), in money of the United States, 
for cAch offense. 

Sec. 8. Presidents of municipal boards of health, public vaccinators, 
and all other persons authorized to vaccinate against small-pox under 
the provisions of this act, shall furnish each person successfully vacci- 
nated by t hem a certificate to the efi'eet that he has l>een so v^vccinated, 
setting forth the date of the vaccination, tlie number of marks made 
and their location, and shall also record this information in a book to 
be kept by him for tiiat purpose, for each municipality, which book 
in case of his death or removal from oflic(% shall be deposited with the 
Secretary of the Municipality. 

Sec. 9. i*rosi(lents of municipal boards of health and public vacci- 
nators shall lM»gin the work of public vaccination immediately after 
their appointment and on tin* first day of January of each year there- 
after, and shall continue it until ev(»ry person liable to vaccination 
in the territory assigned to th(Mu has become thoroughly protected 
against small pox, or until such time as may be designatcii by pro- 
vincial boards of health, or the Board of Health for the Philippine 
Islands. 

Skc. in. Each munici{)al council shall furnish a suitable room or 
r(H>ms in its municipality for the* ])urposc of carrying on the work of 
public vaccination. 

Skc. 11. In municipalities where municipal l>oards of health exist, 
public vaccinatoi*s, if employed, shall be sulM)rdinate to them and 
shall compl}' with all directions from such boards which are not in 
conflict with the sanitary laws of the Philippine Islands or with the 
regulations of their n»sp(»ctive provincial boards of health or of the 
Doard of Health for the Philippine Islands. In municipalities where 
municipal lK)ards of lu^alth have not been established, public vacci- 
nators shall be sulnirdiiiate to tluMr respective provincial boards of 
lu^alth, and, where there are no provincial boaMs of health, to the 
Board of Health for the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 12. Presidentji of municii)al boards of health and publiovaoci- 
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nators shall report to municipal boards of health all births that may 
come to their notice, giving in each case the sex of the child, the name 
of its parents, and the date of its birth. 

Sec. 13. The Comniissio^r of Public Health is hereby authorized 
to sell any vaccine virus not needed for public vaccinations to the 
Arm J', the Navy, or the Marine Hospital Service of the United States, 
to private hospitals or institutions, and to pharmacists, ph^-sicians or 
other persons requiring it, at such prices as may be fixed ]>y the Board 
of Health for the Philippine Islands, accounting for the proceeds of 
Huch sales in accordance with law. 

Sec. 14. All expenses incurred in the operation of vaccine institutes, 
and in carrying on public vaccinations in the Philippine Islands, 
except the salaries of presidents of provincial or municipal boartls of 
health, shall be paid from the funds of the Insular Treasury, and 
shall be disbursed by the Disbursing Officer of the Board of Health 
for the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 15. This act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT regulating the practice of medicine and Rnrgery in the Philippine Islands. 

By atUhority of the President of the United StaieSy he it enacted by 
the United States Philijypine Co^imission^ that: 

Section 1. The Commissioner of Public Health for the Philippine 
Islands shall appoint a Board of Medical Examiners for the Philippine 
Islands, with the advice and consent of the Boan) of Health for the 
Philippine Islands, consisting of three physicians, who shall 1k' grad- 
uates of a legally-chartered and reputable medical college and shall 
hold the degree of doctor of medicine. They shall hol<l office for three 
years after their appointment, and until their successors are api)ointed 
ami qualified: Provided^ that the first appointees shall be api>ointed 
for a period of one, two and three years, respectively, as sjwcified in 
their respective certificates of appointment from the Commissioner of 
Public Health; and jyrovided further^ thait no member of the faculty 
of any school, college or university where medicine or surgi»ry is taught 
shall l)e eligible for appointment on said Board. Each person 
appointed to the Board shall qualify by taking an<l sul)s<*ribing the 
following oath of office: 

**I, , having l)een api>ointed a memlK»r of the Ik)anl of 

Me^lical Examiners for the Philippine Islands, do lH»reby solemnly 
swear that I am a graduate in goinl standing of the legally-chartered 

medical collie or university at , in the city of , that I 

will well and truly {K^rform all the duties of said office, that I will 
faithfully account for all moneys coming into my hands as such officer, 
that I will bear true faith and allegiance to the (government of the 
lTnite<l States, and that I take this oath without any mental i*es<Tva- 
tion whatsoever; so help me Go<l." 

The oath shall be recorded and filed in the office of the Secn»tary of 
the Board of Health for the Philippine Islands. Tlie Ctmiinissioner 
of Public Health shall fill any vacancy which may <K»ciir on the Boanl 
within one month after the vacancy oi*curs, and may nMuove any mem- 
ber of said Board for continued neglect of duty, inconi|H»tency, or for 
anprofeflsioiml or dishonorable conduct with the advice and consent 
of the Board of Health for the Philippine Islands. 
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Sec. 2. The BoardofMedicalExaminersshall appertain to theDeiMirt- 
ment of the Interior, so far as executive action may be required in 
connection with it. It shall organize immediately after the appoint- 
ment of its members, and annually thereafter on the anniversary of 
its first organization, by electing from itS' members a president, who 
shall be its chief executive officer, and a Secretary-Treasurer. It shall 
procure and keep a seal with which to attest its official acts. Tlie 
members of the Board, except the Secretary-Treasurer, shall receive 
as compensation the sum of two and one-half dollars (#2:50) each for 
each candidate examined for registration as doctor or licentiate of 
medicine, and one dollar (4>1.0()) each for each candidate examined for 
registration as undergraduate of medicine or midwife. The Secretar}-- 
Treasurer shall receive compensation at the rate of two hundred dol- 
lars (S20()) per year, one-half of which amount shall be paid on the 
30th of June and one-half on the 31st of December of each year. The 
amounts due the members of the Board of Examiners for compensa- 
tion shall be paid from insular funds and disbursed by the disbursing 
officer of the Board of Health for the Phi 1 ii)pine Islands. The Secretarj^- 
Trea.su I'cr shall execute a bond for five hundred dollars, (IsSOO) with 
good and sufficient sureties, which shall be approved by the Tr*»asurer 
of the Philippine Archipelago, conditioned that he will paj^ to the 
Ti-easurer of the Philippine Archipelago all moneys received b}' him 
as treasurer, and that lie will faithfully discharge all the duties of his 
ofiice. lie shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board and 
a register of all pereons to whom certificates of registration as doctors 
of medicine, licentiates of medicine, undergraduates of medicine, or 
midwives, have been granted under the provisions of this act, setting 
forth the name, age, sex and place of business of each, his postoffiee 
address, the name of the medical college or university tvoni which he 
graduated or in which he has studied, if any, and the date of such 
graduation or tormof stud}', together with the time spent in the study 
of inedi(^in(^ elsewhere, if any, and the names and locations of all insti- 
tuticms whieh have granted to him degrees or certiiicatt^s of clinics or 
l(»ctures in medicine and surgery, and all other degrees gi*ant4'd to 
him from institutions of learning. 

Sec. 3. The Hoard of Medical Examiners shall meet in the city of 
Manila for the purjiose of .examining candidates desiring to practice 
medicine in the Philippine Islands on the se<*ond Tuesdays of Janu- 
ary, April, July and October of ea(*h year after giving thirty da^'S* 
written or i)rinted notice of such meeting to each candidate who has 
filed his nani(» and address with the S(»c notary-Treasurer of the Board. 
T1h» Board of Medical Examiners shall issue a c(»rtificat<^ of n*gistra- 
tion to any person who furnishes satisfactory pr(K>f of having i-eceiveil 
a diploma as doctor of medicine from a chartered medical school or 
colh'ge in good standing or a degree as licentiate of medicine and sur- 
gery from th(» Saint. Thomas Tniversity in the city of Manila, or who 
has r(»ceive<l permission to appear tefore a medical board for exami- 
nation with a vi(»w to obtaining a license to j)ractice nuKlicine, in 
acconlanc(» with tlu» provisions of Circular Order of the Milit^iry Gov- 
(Miior No. 5, issued February 2o, 11)00, and Circular Oitler No. IJ, same 
authority, issued April 1, MM K), and who shall pass a successful exami- 
nation lM»fore the Board as hereinafter descrilKKl. The Board shall 
issue four forms of <*(M'tificat<»s of registraticni to perstms who have 
b(M»n examined and favorably ])assed upon by the Boanl: One, for 
])ei'sons holding the (hjgn»(» of doctor of medicine; another, for p^'trsons 
holding the degree of lict^'ntiat^i of nu*dicine; a third, for undergradn- 
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ates in medicine, or "cimjanos ministrantes;" and a fourth, for mid- 
wives. Each certificate shall be signed by a majority of the members 
of the Board. The Secretary-Treasurer of the Board shall collect a 
f(M3 of fifteen dollars ($15.00) for each certificate of registration as 
doctor or licentiate of medicine, and a fee of five dollars ($5.00) for 
each certificate of registration as '* cirujano ministrante," or as mid- 
wife, issued by the Board. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall, on or before the 30th of June of each year, 
make a report to the Secretary of the Interior of its proceedings dur- 
ing the past year, and of all moneys received and disbursed by it 
within that period. 

Sec. 5. After March 1, 1902, it shall be unlawful for any person to 
practice medicine, surgery or midwifery in any of its branches in the 
Philippine Islands, unless he holds a certificate of registration from 
the Board or has otherwise complied with the provisions of this act. 
Any person in continuous practice of medicine, surgery and midwiferj' 
in any of their branches in the Philippine Islands prior to the passage 
of this act may become a registered practitioner by submitting to the 
]k)ard of Medical Examiners for the Philippine Islands a diploma of 
doctor or licentiate of medicine from a reputable medical school or col- 
lege; J^ovifledy that any person now a member of the highest class in 
the Saint Thomas University in the city of Manila who shall have pur- 
sued his studies in medicine and surgery in the said university for not 
less than five years, and shall receive a degree of licentiate in medi- 
cine and surgery from said university in the month of March, 1002, 
may likewise b<»come a registered practitioner by submitting to the 
Bimrd of Medical Examiners such degree on or before the first da}' of 
April, 1 902. For the purposes of this section a physician who has l)een 
in the regular practice of his profession in these Islands, but whose 
practice has been interrupted by trips abroml for study or pleasure 
only, shall be dei»med to have l)een in continuous jiractice. Provided 
further^ that any person who has passed the requisite examination 
before a board of examiners convened pursuant to Special Orders 
No. 5, Office of the United States Military' Government in the Philippine 
Islands, dated February 25, 1900, and Circular No. (J, same authority, 
dated April 1, 1900, shall not l)e required to undergo another examina- 
tion, but shall be entitled to be registeretl and to re(jeive a certificate 
of registration as a licentiate of medicine. The fee for such c(»rtifi- 
cate shall be ten dollars ($10.00); ^yrovided furilier^ that any jH'^rson 
who has studied medicine in the Saint Thomas University of tlie city 
of Manila for a i)eriod of not less than two years, and has rei*eiv*»<l the 
title of "cirujano ministrante" from said university maybe regis- 
tered to practice metlicine in remote towns of a ])rovince where no 
civilian doctor of medicine or licentiate of medicine is available, upon 
pHHsing a satisfactory examination l>efore the Provincial lioanl of 
Health for the province in which he desires to practice and paying to 
it« Provincial Treasurer a fee of five dollars ($5.00) for a certificate of 
registration, which shall thereupon be issued to him by the Pn»sident 
of the Provincial Board of Health. 

Sec. G. Every person hereafter desiring to l)egin the practice of 
medicine or surgery in the Philippine Islands shall apply to the Board 
of Medical Examiners for a certificate of registration as d<K*t<)r of 
medicine, and such applicant shall submit to an examination in the 
following branches, to-wit: Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, Materia 
Medica and Therapeutics, Pathology and Bacteriology, Hygiene, 
Surger>% P)*actice of Medicine, Obstetrics, Diseases of Women and 
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Children, DiseaseB of the Nervous System, Diseases of the Eye and 
Ear, Medical Jurisprudence; and shall present a diploma of doctor of 
medicine from a medical school or college recognized as reputable by 
the Board of Health for the Philippine Islands. Examinations may 
be written or oral, or both. In case any applicant shall fail to pass 
a satisfactory examination, he shall not be permitted again to present 
himself for examination until a period of six months has elapsied. 

Sec. 7. Kvery person holding a certificate of registration from the 
Boaixl of Medical Examiners shall have it reoorded in the office of the 
Registrar of Deeds in the province or provinces within which he may 
desire to practice, or in the city of Manila, as the case may be, before 
engaging in the practice of medicine, surgery or midwifery, and until 
such certificate is so recorded, the holder thereof shall not exercise 
any of tlie privileges to practic^j medicine conferred therein. The 
holder of the certificate shall pay the Registrar the usual fees for 
recording such certificate. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Medical Examiners may refuse to issue any 
of the certificates pi'ovided for in this act to an individual convicte<l 
by a court of competent jurisdiction of any off'ense involving immoral 
or dishonorable conduct. In case of such refusal, the reason therefor 
shall l)e Htated to the applicant in writing. The Board may also 
revoke any such certificate for like cause, or for unprofessional con- 
duct, after due notice to the peraon holding the certificate, and a 
hearing, subject to an appealto the Board of Health for the Philippine 
Islands, the decision of which shall be final. 

Sec. 0. Any perscm shall be regarded as pnicticing medicine within 
the meaning of this act who shall treat, operate ui)on, pre8crn>e or 
advise for any physical ailment of another for a fee, or who shall 
repros(»nt himself by means of signs, cards, advertisements or other- 
wise* as a physician or surgeon; but nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to prohibit th(» rendering of services in cases of emergency or 
the administration of family remedies, or to apply to medical officers 
of the United States Army, the United States Nav>' or the United 
Staters Marine Hospital Service, or to physicians and surgeons from 
oth(*r countries, i)rovinces or cities called in consultation, or to actual 
medical students practicing medicine under the direct supervision of 
a ])receptor who is a registered doctor of medicine. 

Sec. 10. Any person practicing medicine or surgery within the 
IMiilippine Islands without first having obtained the certificate of 
registration h<»r(»in provided for, or otherwise contrary to the provi- 
sions of this act, shall, upon <M)nviction, be punished by a fine of not 
mon» than one hundnKl and fifty dollars ($150.00), or by imprison- 
ment for not more than ninetv davs, or both, in the discretion of the 
C'ourt. 

Skc. 1 1 . Any ]>erson desiring to i)racti(»e obstetrics in the Philippine 
Islands shall be entith»d to a certificate of registration as midwife 
from the Board of Medical Examiners, upon passing a satisfactory 
examination and pacing to the S(»cretary-Treasurer of the Board a 
fee of five dollars (*5.(K)). The examination shall be of such a char- 
acter as to determine the qualifications of tlie applicant for the prac- 
t ice of mid wiferj'. Any person pract icin;r midwifeiy in the Fhilippine 
Islands without lirst having obtained the certificate of registration 
iHM-ein provided for, or otherwise contrary to the provisions of this 
act, shall, upon conviction, be punish(»d by a fine of not more than 
fifty <lollai*s (850.(K)) for each offense: rrorided, that this section shall 
not be construed to prevent a doctor of medicine or Iioentiate of 
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medicine who holds a certificate of registration as sneh from practicing 
obstetrics, or to prohibit the gratuitous, rendering of obstetrical serv- 
ices by a friend or member of the family of the patient, or to prohibit 
the rendering of obstetrical services by any person in a case of emer- 
gency, nor shall it apply to persons practicing midwifery in munici- 
palities where there are no licensed practitioners. 

Sec. 12. No person shall in any way advertise as a doctor of medi- 
cine, physician or surgeon, or prefix or api)end the letters "Dr.,'* 
**M. D.," or **M. B." to his name, who has not had duly conferred 
upon him by diploma or degree from some college, school or board of 
examiners legally empowered to confer the same, the right to assume 
said title; nor shall any person assume any title, or prefix or append 
any letters to his name with the intent to represent falsely that he 
has received a medical degn*e or license or certificate of registration. 
Any person violating this provision shall, upon conviction, be sub- 
ject to a fine of not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00), or to 
imprisonment for not more than ninety days. 

Sec. 13. Where the word '* dollars" is used in this act, it shall be 
understood to mean dollars in money of the United States. 

Sec. 14. This act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT appropriating the nam of five hundred and eighty-four thoasand, four 
hmiHdred and five dollars and forty cents ($584,405.40) in money of the Ignited 
States, or so much thereof as may 1)e necessary, in part compensation for the 
service of the fiscal year ending June i)0, 1902, and for other purposes.

Section 1. Whenever any municipal official shall be suspende<l by 
the Governor of the Province in acconlance with the pn>visionsof the 
Provincial Government Act, it shall be the duty of the Provincial 
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Governor at once to file written charges with the Provincial Board 
setting forth the nature of the complaints made against the suspended 
officdai, and thereupon the Board shall immediat-ely furnish a copy of 
said charges to the accused official, with a notification of the time and 
place of hearing upon said charges, and at the time and place 
appointed, the board shall proceed to hear and inve8tigat<e the truth or 
falsity of said charges, giving the suspended official full opportunity 
to 1)e heard. The hearing shall occur as soon as may be practicable 
afti^r tlie charges are filed. Upon the completion of the hearing the 
Hoard shall immediately forward in writing its findings as to the truth 
or falsity of the charges, together with the charges and evidence 
t^iken by the Board, and its recommendation as to whether the official 
ought or ought not to be dismissed, to the Civil Grovernor, and the 
Civil Governor shall thereupon, upon the receipt of said findings, 
charg(»s and evidence, order the susi)ended official to l)e reinstated or 
dismissed as the facts shall warrant. In cjise the Civil Governor sludl 
order the official to be dismissed, the vacancy shall be filled in the 
manner rec^uired by the Municix>al (-ode and its amendments.

The plant shall be under the immediate control of a super- 
intendent, who shall he appointed by the Civil Governor, with the 
a<lvioeand approval of the United States Philippine Commission, and 
who, if a civilian, shall receive a salary at the rate of three thousand, 
six hundred dollars ($3,600) per year; or, if he be an officer of the army 
detailed for that purpose, shall receive in addition to his pay as an 
officer of the army, an allowance of five dollars (*5) per day in lieu of 
all expenses, except cost of official transi)ortation, and to compensate 
him for all commutations and allowances from which he may be 
exclude<l as an officer of the regular army, by reason of his detail for 
civil duties. 

The Superintendent shall give bond to the Insular Government in

He shall make an annual report to the Civil Governor, thn)ugh 
the Secretary of Finance and Justice, on or before the 20th day of 
July, showing in detail the financial operations of the plant during 
the previous fiscal year, and submitting any recommendations whi(*h 
he may deem advisable in relation to the management thereof. He 
shall have power to regulate and apportion the duties of all em]>loyes 
of the bureau, with a view to securing the greatest economy and effi- 
ciency. He shall render all such reports and accounts as existing law 
requires, and shall likewise furnish to the Secretary of Finance and 
Justice, at the expiration of each month, a brief statement of the 
financial operations of the plant for the month. On or l>efore the first 
of January of each year, he shall submit an estimate for all material 
and supplies needed in the operation of the plant for the six months 
commencing with the first day of the next succt^eding July, and on or 
before the first day of July of each year he shall submit estimates for 
all the material and supplies neceasary for the oi)eration of the plant 
for the six months succeeding the first day of January following; but 
estimates for salaries shall be submitted at such time and for such 
periods as are fixed by law for estimates in other departments of the 
government. He shall have control of all the transportation facilities, 
by land and water, necessary for the receipt of meat and other cold 
storage supplies from the army, and for delivering the same to the 
army, in accordance with contracts made by competent authority for 
that purpose, and for the receipt of sup])lies and material necessary 
for the operation of the plant and the delivery of it« products. 

Sec 3. There may also be employed in the conduct and manage- 
ment of the business of the plant, the following namini employes at 
the compensations hereinafter named, who shall be appointed by the 
Su[>erintendent, in accordance with the provisions of the Civil Service

aforesaid parties as may be hereafter made.

Section 1. Section 4 of Act No. 83, being the Provincial Govern- 
ment Act, and sub-section {b) of section 1 of Act No. 320, amenda- 
tory thereof, are hereby amended by striking out all of said section 4 
of Act No. 83 and all of sub-section (6) of section 1 of Act No. 320, 
and substituting in lieu thereof as a part of said Act No. 83, the 
following: 

"Sec. 4. The Provincial Governor shall be selected in the following 
manner: On the first Monday in February of the year 1902 and of 
each second year thereafter, at 8 a. m. of said day, the Vice-President 
and Councillors of every duly organized municipality in the province 
shall meet in joint convention at the capital of the province. The 
convention shall be called to order by the Secretary of the Province, 
and thereupon such convention shall proceed by secret ballot to the 
selection of four tellers, whose duty it shall be at all stages of the 
subsequent proceedings to receive and count the ballots as cast. The 
Presiding Officer of the convention shall announce the result of such 
ballots as stated to him by said tellers. After the selection of said 
tellers, the next order of business shall be the selection by the conven- 
tion by secret ballot, of a presiding officer and secretary. The next 
order of business shall be the selection of a provincial governor, who 
shall also be chosen by the convention by secret ballot. A majority 
of the members of the convention present and entitled to vote shall 
be necessary to elect. The action of the Convention shall be for- 
warded to the Civil Governor by the Secretary of the Convention, 
after being duly certified by the Presiding Officer of the Convention 
and by the Secretary. The Civil Governor shall then confirm the 
selection of the person named unless it shall be found that he was 
unfairly elected, that he is ineligible, or that there is reasonable 
ground to susi)ect his loyalty to the con.stituted authorities. If the 
Civil Gk>vemor shall decline to confirm the person named the conven- 
tion shall be reconvened at a time fixed by him and a second election 
had. If the person selected at the second election as Grovernor is 
not confirmed^ then the Civil Governor shall appoint a provincial 
governor, by and with the consent of the Commission. The term of 
the Governor thus elected or appointed shall begin on the first Mon- 
day in March, and continue for two years thereafter, or until his suc- 
cessor shall have been duly selected and qualified. The actual and 
necessary expenses of transportation of the vice-presidents and eoun- 
ciUors in going to the capital and returning therefrom, for the pur- 
pose of seleetiLog a provincial governor as above provided «\i^\\ \^ 
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paid by the respective municipalities of such vice-presidents and 
councillors out of municipal funds. The accounts of such expenses 
of transportiition, however, shall be audited by the Provincial Treas- 
urer anil approved l)y him before the same are paid. The Provincial 
Hoard is authorized in c^use of necessity to charter a vessel or make 
other arrangements for the transportation of the vice-presidents and 
councilloi*H, and apportion the expense thereof among the several 
municipalities."

(f) No person shall he eligible for any of these offices who is not 
eitlHM- a citizen of the Tnilcd States, a native of the Philippine Islands, 
or a iM»rson who, not being a subjc^ct or citizen of any other power or 
government, may have uiuler or by virtue of the treaty of Paris 
acquired tin* political riglits of a native of the Islands, or who, having 
taken tlie oath of allegiance to the United States, shall violate the 
same. Xon-residence in the province shall not render the person 
elcK'ted or appoinlc^d to the office ineligible. 

Sec. .3. TlK?se officers shall be appointed by the Civil Gtovemor, with 
the a<lvic(? and consent of the United States Philippine Commission, 
and shall hold otfiee during his pleasure. They shall reside and have 
their offices in the municipality of Hayombong, which shall be the 
capital of the province.

Sec. 4. After March 1, 1903, the provincial secretary-treasurer and 
the provincial supervisor shall be selected under the provisions and 
restrictions of the Civil Service Act. The provincial secretary-treas- 
urer shall be able to speak and write the Spanish language, and, after 
January 1, 1906, the English language also. The provincial super- 
visor shall be a competent civil engineer and surveyor. Before the 
secretary-treasurer shall qualify he shall give a bond to the Insular 
Government for the benefit of whom it may concern, with sufficient 
surety, in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) ; the surety, or 
sureties, shall be approved by the Treasurer for the Philippine Archi- 
pelago. The bond shall be conditioned to secure the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of the office as now or hereafter prescribed by 
law, and for the accounting for all funds coming into his hands as 
secretary-treasurer, or into those of his authorized deputies, during 
his incumbency, and, in case of death or removal, until the statement 
of his accounts by the Treasurer for the Philippine Archipelago. His 
bond shall, after its approval, be filed \iith the Treasurer for the 
Philippine Archipelago, who shall record the same in a lxK)k to be 
kept for the purpose and shall safely keep the same. The Treasurer 
for the Philippine Archipelago shall exercise the same supervision 
over his office that he exercises over the offices of provincial treasurers 
in the provinces organized under the Provincial Government Act. 

Sec. 5. Before assuming office each provincial officer shall take and 
subscribe to the following oath or affirmation : 

" I, , having been (appointed or elected, as the 

case may be,) to the office of of the province of , do 

hereby solemnly swear (or affirm) that I wiU well and truly perform 
all the duties of said office; that I will faithfully account for all 
moneys coming into my hands as such officer; that I will bear true 
faith and allegiance to the Grovemment of the United States; that I 
take this oath without any mental reservation whatsoever. So help 
me God.'' (In case of affirmation the last four words shall be omitted. ) 
The oaths of office may be administered to provincial officers by a 
member of the Commission, the Secretary to the same, the Governor 
of the province, or any United States army officer stationed in the 
province, by the Judge of First Instance within whose judicial dis- 
trict the said province lies, or by any other judicial officer having 
jurisdiction therein. The oaths shall be filed in the office of the sec- 
retar>^-trea8urer of the province. 

Sbc. 6. The provincial governor shall be the chief executive officer 
of the province. He shall report to the Civil Governor; he shall see 
that the laws are faithfully executed by all the officers in the province; 
he shall receive the Judge of First Instance when he enters the prov- 
ince to hold the terms of court therein, and shall provide for his pro- 
tection and entertainment, charging the reasonable expenses thereof 
to the provincial treasury, which shall not exceed three dollars ((3.00) 
per day. The ^vemor shall attend the Court of First Instance when 
in session, by himself or a deputy, as the chief executive officer of the 
court and province, and shall execute such processes as he shall be 
required to execute by law, subject to other provisions of law. He 
shall have control of the local constabulary or police of the various 
townships or settlements of the province; and may, when the public 
interests require, temporarily withdraw from the township or settle- 
ment in which such police or constabulary are organized, a part 
thereof for use in other townships or settlements of the province. 
Upon the filing of charges, or u^xin receiving authentic vglIotic^^nIv^'ql 
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of iiialadministration by any officer of a township or settlement of the 
province, he may suspend such officer, and shall immediately forward 
to the Civil Governor a statement of the grounds for such suspension, 
together with the evidence upon which he has acted, giving notice of 
his action to the suspended official; the Civil Governor shall, after 
hearing and investigation, either remove the suspended officer or 
reinstate him. The provincial governor shall preside at all meetings 
of the provincial board hereinafter constituted. He shall at least 
once in every six months visit every township or settlement in the 
province: While in the township or settlement he shall hear all com- 
plaints made against the conduct of any of its executive officers, and 
take suitable action thereon, either by dismissing the complaints, or 
by suspending the official and transmitting the charges to the Civil 
Governor, or by directing the provincial fiscal to bring a criminal or 
civil suit in the public interest against the person complained of, if 
the charge made involves either civil or criminal liability. 

Whenever any township or settlement official shall be snspended 
by the governor of the province in accordance with the provisions of 
this act, it shall be the duty of the provincial governor at once to file 
written charges with the provincial board setting forth the nature of 
the complaints made against the suspended official, and thereupon the 
board shall immediately furnish a copy of said charges to the accused 
official, with a notification of the time and place of hearing upon said 
charges, and at the time and place appointed the board shall proceed 
to hear and investigate the truth or falsity of said charges, giving the 
suspended official full opportunity to be heard. The hearing shall 
occur as soon as may be practicable after the charges are filed. Upon 
the completion of the hearing the board shall immediately forward in 
writing its findings as to the truth or falsity of tlie charges, together 
with the chargos and ev 'once taken by the board, and its recom- 
mendation as to whetlier the official ought or ought not to be dismissed, 
to the Civil Governor and the Civil Governor shall thereupon, upon 
the receiptor said findings, charges and evidence, order the susi^ended 
official to be reinstated or dismissed as the facts shall warrant. In 
case the (Uvil Governor shall order the official to he dismisseil, the 
vacancy shall be filled in the manner required by an Act Providing 
for the Establishment of Local Civil Governments in the Townships 
and Settlements of Nueva Vizcaya. 

l>etwe(»n the first and fifteenth of January of each year he shall 
make a report of the condition of the province for the year ending on 
the i)revious 31st of I)ecenil>er to the Civil Governor, recommending 
therein such measures, executive or legislative, as to him may seem 
iK^st for the l>etternient of the conditions in the province. Whenever 
lawless violence or seditious conspiracy and disturbance of the public 
peace shall occur of so formidable a character as to l>e l>eyond the 
lH)wer of the local police of the province to suppress, it shall be the 
duty of the governor to call upon the Civil Governor or the military 
officer commanding the* district in which the province lies to sc*nd 
troops to suppress the disturbance. The governor shall, through a 
jailer and guards to be appointed by him, have custody of all prison- 
ers held awaiting trial or duly sentenced to the provincial jail. lie 
shall employ such deputies and assistants in discharging his duties as 
he may deem n(»cessary, subject to the approval of tlie provincial 
board ; their salaries shall Iw fixed by the governor with like approval. 
Th<» number and duties of such employ^^s shall be reported by the 
governor to the Treasurer for the Philippine Archiix^lago at the close 
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of each month, who shall have power to abolish saeh sabordinate offi- 
ces or reduce salaries so as to secure economy and uniformity of 
expenditure in provinces of substantially the same population and 
resources, and no increase shall be made in the number of employes 
or the amount of the salaries after having been once reduced by the 
Treasui-er for the Philippine Archipelago before his approval of the 
proposed increase shall have been obtained: Provided, that after 
March 1, 1903, such employes shall be selected in accordance with the 
rules and restrictions of the Civil Service Act. The salaries shall be 
paid out of the provincial treasury. He shall make known to the 
I)eople of his province, by proclamation or communications delivered 
to the presidents of the several townships or settlements, all general 
laws or governmental orders which concern them. He shall pass ui)on 
every ordinance or act of the several toMmship councils of the prov- 
ince, approving it should he deem it satisfactory; should he deem it 
un.Hatisfactory, he shall return it to the council, suggesting suitable 
amendments; the council shall inform him of its action, and he shall 
then approve the ordinance or act as amended, or modify it, as he may 
deem necessary. Should the council of any township fail to fix the 
limits of the barrios of the township ; to fix the salaries of duly author- 
ized officers and employes; to make appropriations for lawful and 
necessary township expenditures; to regulate the sanitation of the 
township, and order the removal of nuisances and causes of disease; 
to regulate the running at large of domestic animals ; to adopt suitable 
measures to prevent the spread of disease ; to prohibit gambling, cock- 
fighting, opium smoking or the sale of opium for smoking; to provide 
and enforce regulations for the taxation of the retail sale, in quanti- 
ties of less than five gallons, of any intoxicating, fermented, malt or 
vinous liquors, except the native beverage made from rice and known 
as *'tapuy;" to impose such other license fees as may be required by 
general law; to provide for the care of the poor, the sick or of orphans; 
to provide for the establishment and maintenance of schools for pri- 
mary instruction; to provide for the construction and maintenance of 
necessary water-works for sui)plying the inhabitants of the township 
with water, and for ensuring the equitable distribution and use of 
water for the purpose of irrigation in the township; or, in general, to 
provide for carrying into effect and discharging the powers and duties 
conferred on them by an Act Pro>iding for the Establishment of Local 
Civil (Governments in the Townships and Settlements of the Province 
of Nueva Vizcaya; or should it fail to enact such measures as are 
necessary and proper to provide for the health and safety, promote 
the prosperity, improve the morals, good order, peace, comfort and 
convenience of the township and the inhabitants thereof and for the 
protection of the property therein : 

Then the governor shall issue to the president of such township 
suitable written orders for securing these ends, and these orders shall 
have the effect of law. But the constant aim of the governor shall l>e 
to aid the people of the several townships of the province to acquire 
the knowledge and experience necessary for successful local popular 
government, and his super\ision and control shall be confined within 
the narrowest limits consistent with the requirement that ihe powers 
of government in the township shall be honestly and effectively 
exercised, and that law and order and individual freedom shall be 
maintained. 

The governor shall fix the dates for the first township or settlemeut 
elections in the several townships and settlem^utj^^ aw^ V\\%^ ^^^ vy& 
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(lays during each month from Janaary 15 to June 30 of each year on 
which the p(H)ple of the several townships or settlements may appear 
before the presidents to pay their taxes, provided that the last day ko 
fixed shall be the 30th of June of each year. He shall be authorized 
to carry, as a badge of his office, a walking stick of white indian cane, 
with gold head and gold cord. 

Sec. 7. The provincial secretary-treasurer shall attest all the official 
acts of the provincial governor under the seal of the province, and 
shall record all of such acts as are required by law to be recorded. 
He shall be the custodian of the provincial seal. He shall receive 
from the provincial governor and file in his office all reports to the 
provincial governor required b> law, and shall index the same, and 
he shall generally act as custodian of all provincial records and docu- 
ments. He shall, on demand, furnish certified copies of all public 
recoixls and documents, for which he may charge as personal com- 
pensatiou, in addition to his regular salary, the amount of ten cents 
(Mexican) x>er one hundred words, including the certificate. In case 
of a vacancy in the office of governor, or the absence of the govemor 
from the province, the secretary-treasurer shall discharge the duties 
of the governor during such vacancy or absence or until the vacancy 
shall be filled as heitunafter provided. 

The secretary-treasurer shall be the chief financial officer of the 
province. He sliall, in peraon or by authorized deputy, supervise the 
appraisement and assessment of real property in all the townships or 
settlements of the i)rovince in the manner provided in an Act Pro- 
viding for the Establishment of Local Civil Governments in the Town- 
ships and Settlements of the Province of Nueva Vizcaya, except 
whore otherwise sp(»cially provided. He shall, by himself or deputy, 
(»ollo<'t all taxes iniposcnl upon property or peraons in the province 
either by the townships or settlements of the province, the provincial 
gov(»rument, or the central government of the Islands. It shall be his 
duty to procure a certified copy of the tax assessment list from each 
townsliip or s<4tlement of tlu* province, and file the same in his office, 
and to makoaii alphabetical index thereof, which list and alphal>etical 
index shall 1m^ a public record. lie shall have jKiwer to employ such 
deputies and assistants in discharging his duties as he may deem 
necessary, subject to the approval of the provincial board; their sala- 
ri(»s shall b(» fixed by th<» provincial secrt^tary-treasurer, with like 
ai)pr()val. Tin* number and salary of such employes shall be reporteil 
by the secretary-treasurer to the Treasurer for the Philippine Archi- 
IM*lago at th(^ clos(» of each month, who shall have iK)wer to »lM>1i.sh 
such offices or reduce salaries so as to secure economy of exiHMidiliire 
in provinces of substantially th<* sam<» population and resources; and 
no increase shall ho made in the numl>er of emi)loyes or the anumnt 
of the salaries after having been (mce reduced by the Treasurer lor 
the Philippin<* Archipc^lago before his approval of the proposeil 
incivase shall have been obtained: Provided, that after March 1, 1I»03, 
such deputies and clerks shall be s(»lected in acconlance with the rules 
and ^^strictions of tin* Civil Service* Act. The pi^ovincial secretary- 
treasurer shall have authority to re^piire a bond from each of his 
<leputies in a ])enal sum e([ual to the largest amount of public funds 
of every kind tlmt such deputy is lik<'ly to Imve in Jus custody at any 
(me time. 

He shall 1h» th(* custo<lian of thi^ funds of the province, and shall 
pay no money out of th<» provincial treasury t^xcept uinhi warrants 
drawn in accordance with law, which, duly endoi*sed by the |»ayee 
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Darned therein, shall be his voucher for their payment. He shall ren- 
der an account before the fifth of each month to the provincial board 
of the transactions of his office for the preceding month, and shall 
include, among other things, the amount of the cash on hand at the 
beginning of the month and the receipts during the month from every 
source, the payments during the month and on what accounts paid, 
and the balance on hand at the close of the last day of the month. 
The provincial board shall examine such accounts, and, if found cor- 
rect, shall so certify on the face of the accounts. He shall forward a 
copy of his monthly accounts, so approved, to the Treasurer for the 
Philippine Archipelago, and another to the Auditor for the Philippine 
Archipelago. The reports or accounts-current submitted to the 
Auditor shall be accompanied by all of their supporting vouchers to 
enable the Auditor to settle and adjust the same and certify the bal- 
ance thereon. Such accounts-current, vouchers and paid warrants 
shall be as prescribed by the rules prepared under section 16 of the 
Provincial Government Act, as hereinafter amended. The provincial 
secretary-treasurer shall retain a copy of his accounts-current and of 
their supporting vouchers. 

He shall also perform the duties of registrar of property pending 
the appointment of such registrar for the province under a new system 
of land registration. It shall be his duty to take possession of all the 
books and papers relating to the office of registrar of property, and to 
make an orderly arrangement thereof, and to make diligent search 
for such books and papers belonging to the office as are not found 
therein. 

Sec. 8. The provincial supervisor shall have supervision of the con- 
struction, repair and maintenance of the roads, bridges and ferries of 
the province. He shall also have charge of the construction and 
repair of public buildingH and the offices of the provincial govern- 
ment, and shall be the custodian thereof under direction of the pro- 
vincial board. All contracts for the construction, repair and main- 
tenance of buildings, roads, bridges, or ferries shall be let by the 
provincial supervisor, with the approval of the provincial board, and 
no payment, partial or final, upon any contract made for such work 
rtiall be made except upon the certificate of the supervisor that the 
same is due. Before a contract is let for work it shall be the duty of 
the supervisor to prepare proper plans and specifications and to make 
an estimate of the cost thereof, and to submit the same to the pro- 
vincial board. Copies of all contracts made by the supervisor, with 
the approval of the provincial- board, shall be forwarded by the super- 
visor to the Auditor for the Philippine Archipelago. He shall make 
monthly reports to the provincial ]K)ard as to the condition of the 
roads, bridges and public buildings of the province, and nhall re<*om- 
mend to the board the repairs and new construction which are ne -es- 
sary. 

The supervisor shall have power to appoint such permanent assist- 
ants, clerks and employes in his office as ma}' be Hppn>ve<l by the 
Erovincial board. The number and salaries of such employes shall 
e reported by the supervisor to the Treasurer for the Philippine 
Archipelago, who shall have the power to al)olish any such offices and 
reduce salaries of the same as in the case of the employes of the pro- 
vincial governor. After March 1, 1903, such assistants, clerks and 
employ^ shall be selected in m'cordance with the rules and restric- 
tions of the Civil Service Act. It shall Ih^ the duty of the proviu<*\A\ 
aoperviiior to see that the roads, bridges and \>uVA\u \>u\\(W\\^ ^V N>iv^ 
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province aiv kept in proper repair. All stationery and office supplies 
of every eliaraeter shall be purchased by him, upon the order of the 
provincial board, for the use of the provincial officers. He shall keep 
a property a(»connt, in which lie shall charge the provincial offieerB 
with the furniture or other i>ersonal property delivered to them and 
held or used by them for public purposes, and shall take receipts for 
all supplies thus delivered by him. 

lie shall give bond to the Insular Government of the Philippine 
Islands, for whom it may conccirn, to secure the proper accounting for 
all money, property and supplies entrusted to his custody. It shall 
be the duty of th<» C'ivil Governor to fix the amount of the bond, and 
of the Treasurer for the Philippine Archipelago to approve the same 
and record and retain it in his custody. In case of a vacancy in the 
oflic*(^ of pn>vincial supervisor, or when, for any reason, such officer 
cannot perform his duties, the provincial secretary-treasurer shall be 
vc^sted with the power to purchase stationery and office supplies, and 
ill making such purchases and delivering the same to the provincial 
of!icers, he shall kei'p a property account and take the receipts 
nniuii-ed of the provincial sui)ervisor by section 10 of the Provincial 
(Tovernment Act. 

8kc. 0. The provincial fiscal shall be the attorney and legal adviser 
of the proviii(*ial government and of each of its officers when called 
u])on, and they may re([uire from him written opinions. He shall 
represent the provincial government in all suits brought on its behalf 
or against it in the courts of the province or in the courts of any other 
I>rovince. He shall be the legal ^idviser of the council and president 
of each township or settlement of the province, and shall upon the 
re(iuest of any i)rcsident or council submit in writing his views upon 
any question ])roiM»rly arising in the discharge of their public duties. 
II(* shall in the courts of tlie province represent the public in all crim- 
inal cas(»s, and perform such duti(»s with reference to the institution 
of all criminal prosecuti<m as the Code of Criminal Procedure shall 
HMiuin*. In cases where tin* interests of any township or settlement 
and of the provincial government are oi)iX)sed he shall act on behalf 
of the ])r()vineial government, and the township or settlement shall be 
obligiMl to employ special counsel. The Attorney General shall repre- 
sent the provin<*ial government, except as hereinafter provided, in all 
suits for or against il which shall come into the supreme court: but if 
h(» (liM'ins it nec<'ssary lu* may authorize the ])rovincial liscal to assist 
him in the liearing of tii<» caust^ iM^fon* the Supreme Court. In suits 
by the government of Xueva Vizcaya against the government of any 
oilirr province, th(» Attorn(\v General shall take no part, an<l the 
provinces rngaged in the litigation siiall 1h» reju'esi^nUHl in the Supreme 
Conri by their respective ])rovincial tiscals. When any criminal ciise 
is appealed to the Supreme Court the provincial fiscal shall forthwith 
inakr a report to the Att<»rney (ieneralex])laining the questions of law 
and fact appearing therein, an<l the (M)nclusi(ms of the court, and, if 
thr Attorney (ien<*ral directs, tin* provincial fiscal shall app<'ar in such 
<*a>e in the SupnMue Court on appeal. The Attorney General shall 
hav<* g«*neral supervision of tli(» provincial liscal of Nueva Vizcaya, 
.Nliali prepare rules for his guidance, and may n'(iuire n»iK)rt8 frt»ni 
hini as to the condition of the public business in the court of his prov- 
ince. Whenever the provincial liscal is absent from the province, or 
fails or n»f uses to discharge his duty by ivason of illness or other 
cause, or by reasiui of personal interest in a prosecution or other mat- 
ter is distiualilied to act then'in as ]M*ovincial fis(*al, the Judge of the 
Court of First Instance for the province is authorized and requireil to 
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appoint a temporary provincial fiscal, who shall be paid out of the 
provincial treasury the same compensation per day as that provided 
by law for the regular provincial fiscal for the days actually employed. 
The fiscal thus temporarily appointed shall discharge all the duties of 
the provincial fiscal as provided by law which the regular provincial 
fiscal fails or is unable to perform. He may, by authority of the 
provincial board, have a deputy fiscal, and a clerk or clerks, to Ix* 
appointed by the provincial Ascal, at such salaries, out of the provin- 
cial treasary, as may be allowed, with the concurrence of the Treas- 
urer for the Philippine Archipelago: Provided, that after the Ist of 
March, 1903, such clerk or clerks shall be selected in accordance with 
the rules and restrictions of the Civil Service Act. 

Sec. 10. The salaries of the provincial officers shall be payable 
monthly, so that one-twelfth (^) of the annual salary shall be paid 
on the last day of each calendar month. Each provincial officer shall 
be allowed his necessary and actual traveling expenses, not excee<liug 
three dollars ($3.00) per day, while absent from the capital of the 
province on official business; the allowance shall be made by the 
provincial board upon a certificate of the officer that the travel was 
neoessary for the public business, and shall not be paid until the 
aooount, accompanied by a resolution of the board approving the 
same, shall be forwarded to the Treasurer for the Philippine Archi- 
pelago and by him approved. 

Sec. 11. The provincial governor, provincial secretary-treasurer 
and provincial supervisor of Nneva Vizca3'a shall constitute the pi-o- 
vincial board. The governor shall be the presiding officer of t he lioanl, 
and the secretary-treasurer shall be its secretary and shall keep its 
minutes. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of the provincial board: 

(a) To provide by construction or purchase, or renting suitable 
offices for the provincial officers, and a court-house containing a room 
or rooms suitable for the holding of court and for offices for the court 
officers, and a provincial jail in the municipality fixed by law as the 
capital of the province. The provincial building shall first b<^ used 
for the purpose of affording sufficient office room to all the provincial 
officers. If, after supplying this necessar^^ office room, the building 
affords sufficient accommodation for the residence of the governor of 
the province, he may occupy the building for this puriK)s<'. The 
assignment of rooms for offices and the residence of the governor in 
the provincial building shall be made by the provincial l>oanl. 

(o) To furnish a suitable vault or safe to the provincial secretary- 
treasurer, in which he shall keep the provincial or other public fumls 
as long as they are in his custody, except as hereinafter pnividiHl. 

(r) To order, in its dis<*retion, the construction, repair or mainte- 
nance of roads, bridges or ferries within the province on the re(*om- 
mendation of the provincial supt^rvisor, and to approve or rejec*t con- 
tracts for such construction or repair, and the construction or i^epair 
of provincial buildings let by the pn>vincial supervisor. No rontract 
for construction of a roa<l, bridge, or of a public building shall l)e 
entered into until the provincial secretar^Mreasun^r shall certify that 
there is in the provincial treasury a sum sufficient to ni<'ct the esti- 
mated cost of the construction of the improvement which may 1m.' law- 
fully devoted to such purpose ; and after such certifi(*ate shall Im* ma<le 
and filed and the contract entered inte, the provincial scH*reUiry-tn*as- 
urer shall treat the sum thus certifiiKl as not subject to warrant excei>l 
to meet the obligations of th<* (*ontm(*t.

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All work of repair, construction or equipment of roads or buildings 
involving a greater cost than live hundred dollars in money of the 
United Slates sliall l)e let to tihe lowest responsible bidder, after ten 
days public notice of tlic letting by advertisement in a i>aper of gen- 
eral circulation in the province, or, if there is no such paper, by a 
notice i)08ted for ton days at the main entrance to the super\'isor'8 
ofTice in the capital of the province. If the provincial board shall 
regard the contract to be let and the work to be done of sufficient 
magnitude, it may authoiize the supervisor, in addition to giving the 
l>ul)lic notices above required, to advertise for bids in a newspaper 
published in the city of Manila. The supervisor is authorized to reject- 
any or all bids, and if the bids are too high, he may recommend to 
the boai*d that he be allowed to purchase the material and hire the 
labor and himself supervise the work and the board may then authoriie 
such a course. 

(d) To Jigree, upon the recommendation of the provincial supervisor, 
with the provincial board of any adjoining province, on the terms, 
within the limitations of law, upon which roads forming tlie boundary 
between the two provinces, and bridges or streams forming such 
boundary, shall be constructed, repaired or maintained under the 
joint control of the two provincial governments. 

(e) To direct, in its discretion, the bringing or defense of suits on 
behalf of the i)rovincial government of Nueva Vizcaya, and to com- 
promise the same on the recommendation of the provincial fiscal and 
the approval of the Judge of First Instance for the district. 

(/) To order tlie monthly i)ayment of all salaries provided by law, 
and the payment of all lawfully contracted indebtedness, by directing 
the issue of warrants upon the provincial treasury.

{(/) To authorize* the provincial s<M»retary-treasui'er to deposit so 
mucliof the provisional funds asnmynot be needed in the near future 
for public use in a bank of deposit of api>roveil standing in the Islands. 
All interest paid on such deposit shall inure to the benefit of the pro- 
vincial treasury, and no funds shall 1m» deposited in the bank ]>y the 
seeretary-tr(»asurer until there shall l>e spread upon the niinut4^ of 
the boaid a resolution reciting and approving the exact terms of the 
contract or deposit in the bank. The bank shall certify the wo4*kly 
balances of provincial funds hehl by it to the provincial governor auil 
to the Treasurer of the Philippine Archiiwlago.

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Sec. 13. (a) No provincial official shall leave the province without 
obtaining permission so to do from the Civil Governor. 

(6) Should the Civil Governor have reason to believe that any pro- 
vincial officer is guilty of disloyalty, dishonesty, oppression or mis- 
conduct in office, he may suspend him from the discharge of the 
duties of his office, and, after due notice to the suspend^ officer, 
shall investigate the cause of suspension and either remove him, with 
the advice and consent of the Commission, from office, or reinstate 
him, an the circumstances may require; pending the suspension of 
the provincial officer the Civil Governor shall have the power tempo- 
rarily to appoint a person who shall in the interim discharge the duties 
of the suspended officer, and in case the suspended officer is the 
secretarj'-treasurer, to make such provision with respect to the bond 
of the temporary appointee as may to him seem wise. The temporary 
appointee shall receive the same compensation as is given by law to 
the permanent appointee, to be paid from the provincial treasur}^ as 
other salaries.

AN ACT to constitnte the cnstoms service of the Philippine Archipelago and 

to provide for the administration thereof. 

By axdhoriiy of ilie President of the United States^ he U enacted by 
the United States Philippine Cfntimissioriy thai: 

CHAPTER I. 

Section 1. This act shall be known and referred to as "The 
Philippine Customs Administrative Act." 

Sec. 2. There is hereby created and shall be maintained in the 
government of the Philippine Islands an executive branch to be 
known as the Customs Service, under the general supervision and con- 
trol of the Secretary of Finance and Justice. 

Sec. 3. The general duties, powers and jurisdiction of the Cuatoms 
Service, shall embrace: 

1. The documenting of vessels built or owned in the Philippine 
Islands, in proof of nationality and ownership, subject to the regula- 
tions hereinafter prescribed. 

2. The maintenance of the laws and treaties of the United States 
concerning commercial intercourse. 

3. The exclusion of foreign vessels from the coastwise trade. 

4. The entry and clearance of vessels. 

5. The shipping, protection, and care of merchant seamen. 

G. The collection or securing of the lawful revenue from importa- 
tions of dutiable merchandise and from the exportation of dutiable 
merchandise, and from tonnage dues, wharf charges, and such others 
as may, from time to time, be duly established. 

7. The suppression and prevention of smuggling and other frauds 
on tbo customs revenue. 

8. The collection of the duties, dues, fees, fines, and penalties, 
accruing under the laws relating to customs, navigation, and com- 
merce, l)y sea. 

\K The ex(*cution of the laws relating to immigration. 

10. The enforcemiMit of such regulation of commerce, foreign and 
coastwise, as shall be established by competent authority. 

11. The regulation of the carriage of passengers by water and the 
licensing of vessels therefor. 

12. The compilation of the returns of the commerce, navigation, and 
iiiiinigratioii, of the Islands. 

1 3. The recording of all sales or transfers of vessels l>elonging to the 
lM)rt, and of all vessels built within the port. 

Sec. 4. The oflicial titU* of the head of the Customs Service shall lie 
"Collector of Customs for the Philii)pine Archipelago." In this act 
said ofticer, for tlie sake of brevity, is designed as the Insular Collector. 

1I(» shall be appointed by th<» Civil (Tovernor, with the advice and 
consent of tin* Cnitcd States Philippine Commission, and shall l^e 
entitled to n»ccivc an annual salaiy of six thousand dollars (^6,(KiO), 
payable monthly. 

Sec. 5. Cim)!! the appointment of the Insular Collector by the Civil 
Governor, as hen»inbi?fore provided, tlie Civil Governor of the Philii)- 
pine Islands is autliorized and direct<»d to instruct the Captain of the 
Port of Manila to turn over to the said Insular Collect-or all public 
rtM'onls iM»rtaiiiing to the oftice of Captain of the Port, except those 
iHM'taining to the duties hereinafter provided to be retained by the 
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Captain of tho Port of Manila, upon proper receipts therefor, and 
thereupon all the duties of said office of Captain of the Port shall 
devolve upon the Insular Collector and upon the Officers hereinafter 
provided for, except the following duties, which shall be performed as 
heretofore by the Captain of the Port of Manila: 

1. The duties of harbor commissioner, pertaining to the berthing 
and mooring of vessels in and about the Port of Manila. 

2. Supervision of the harbor pilots' department at the Port, of Manila. 

3. Supervision of the fisheries in and about the Port of Manila in so 
far as they may affect navigation. 

4. General harbor police duties, in concurrence with the Municipal 
Harbor Police. 

5. The inspection of boilers and hulls. 

6. The examination and licensing of masters and other subordinate 
officers of coastwise vessels. 

Sec. 6. In the office of the Insular Collector, the Civil Governor, with 
the advice and consent of the Commission, shall appoint two officers 
who shall be respectively known as the '* Deputy Collector of Customs 
for the Philippine Archipelago," and the ** Surveyor of Customs for 
the Phihppine Archipelago," who, for the sake of brevity in this act, 
are respectively designated as Insular Deputy Collector and Insular 
Surveyor, who shall be entitled to receive an annual salary of four 
thousand, five hundred dollars ($4,500), and four thousand dollars 
(♦4,000), respectively, payable monthly. 

Sec. 7. The Insular Deputy Collector shall assist the Insular Col- 
lector in the performance of his duties in all matters pertaining to the 
oollection of the customs revenue throughout the Islands, and such 
other matters as said Collector shall direct. 

TTie Insular Surveyor shall assist the Insular Collector in the per- 
formance of his duties throughout the Islands in such matters as are 
not directly connected with the customs revenue and such other mat- 
ters as said Collector shall direct. 

In case of the illness, absence, or incapacity, of the Insular Collector, 
the Insular Deputy C/Ollector shall act in his place and stead, and in 
case of the illness, absence, or incapacity of the Collector and Deputy 
Collector, the Insular Surveyor shall act in the place and stead of said 
Collector. 

The Insular Collector shall have general authority throughout the 
Philippine Islands in all matters embrace<l within the jurisdiction of 
the Customs Service. 

Sec. 8. Except officers appointed in the first instance by the Civil 
Governor, all civilian officers in said service, and the successors of 
said officers so appointed by the Civil Governor, shall l)e appointed 
and commissioned by said Insular Collector, subject to the provisions 
and requirements of the Civil Service Act. 

Sec. 9. All civilian officers in said service appointed by the Insular 
Collector shall be removable by the Insular Collector for cause, such 
cause to be stated in the order of removal, and all appointments and 
all removals shall be reported to the Civil Governor of the Islands and 
to the Civil Service Board, and shall be subje<*t to the approval of the 
Civil Governor. 

Sec. 10. There shall be in the Philippine* Islands five collection Dis- 
tricts, as follows: 

First: The District of Manila, comprising the Islands of Luzon, 
Marinduque, Mindoro, Paragua, and all islands in the Archii>elago 
southwest of Manila, and all the other islands in the geographieal^W 
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tricts covering the islands named; in which Manila shall be the port 
of entry. 

Second : The District of Iloilo, comprising the islands of Panay, 
Masbate, Tablas, Rouiblon, the Province of Occidental Negros, and 
all the other islands in the geographical district covering the same; 
in which Iloilo shall be the i)ort of entry. 

Third : The District of Cebu, comprising the islands of Cebu, Bohol, 
Samar, Leyte, Dinagat, the Province of Orientat Negros, and all the 
other islands in the geographical district covering the same; in which 
Cebu shall be the port of entry. 

Fourth : The District of Zamboanga, comprising the islands of Hin* 
danao, Basllan, and all the other islands contiguous thereto; in which 
Zamboanga shall be the port of entry. 

Fiftli: The District of Jolo, comprising the islands of Jolo, Siassi, 
and all the other islands in the Archipelago southwest of the Island of 
Basilan; in which Jolo shall be the principal port of entry. 

The Insular Collector is authorized to change these limits whenever 
the good of the service may require. 

Sec. II. The Insular Collector shall reside, and have his office, in 
Manila, and shall be also Collector of that port; the Insular Deputy 
Collector shall also be the Deputy Collector of Customs at the port of 
Manila, and the Insular Surveyor shall also be the Surveyor of Cus- 
toms at the port of Manila, but none of said officers shall be entitled 
to rec(»ive any additional salary by reason thereof. Said Deputy Col- 
lector shall give his bond in the x)enal sum of twenty thousand dollars 
for the faithful performance of his duties as such; and he shall, under 
the direction of the Collector, be assigned to the charge of matten 
connected with the general work of the Customs Service at said port. 
Said Surveyor of C-ustoms shall give his bond in the penal sum of 
twenty thousand dollars for the faithful performance of his duties 
as such, and shall be assigucKl to the outdoor work of said service, 
unless the Insular Collector shall otherwise direct. 

Sec\ \'2. The chief customs oflicial of a collection district shall be 
designated as the ("ollector of Customs at the port of entry thereof. 
Collectors of customs shall, under the immediate supervision and 
direction of the Insular Collector, have general authority of the col- 
lection of th(» customs and the enforcement of laws relating to navi- 
gation, comiiH^rce and innnigraticm and all other matters within the 
jurisdiction of the (-ustoms Service in their I'espective districts. 
Such collectors shall, in the first instance, be appointed by the Civil 
(Tovernor, with the advice and consent of the United States Philip- 
pine Conimission. They may l)e temporarily sus[)ended by the Insu- 
lar Collector when he shall believe such suspension in the interest of 
th<» public service. In case of the suspension or removal of the col- 
lector of any port other than Manila, the Insular Collector may des- 
ignate some proper ixM-son to jH^rform the duties of said office until 
such suspcMided oflicer shall be restored to duty, or until the vacancy 
shall be lilled according to law, as the case may l)e, and the said 
Insular Colle(*tor may nM^uire such pei'son, so acting temporarily, to 
give his bond in such penalty as he may deem proper for the faithful 
lM»rforinanc.(» of his duties. 

Skc. l.'i. Col h'ctors shall lxM»ntitled resjx actively to receive yearly 
salaries as follows: 

At Iloilo, four thousand <lollai*s; 

At C(»bu, thr<»e thousjind, five hundred dollars; 

At Zamboanga, two thousjind dollai*s; 
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At Jolo, two thoasand, five hundred dollars. 

Before assuming office the Insular Collector and each of the said 
sub-collectors shall take and subscribe the oath of office prescribed 
by law, and shall give his bond, with one or more sureties, for the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office, in the respective penal 
sums of: 

Fifty thousand dollars at Manila; 

Fifteen thousand dollars at Iloilo; 

Twelve thousand dollars at Ceb6; 

Six thousand dollars at Zamboanga; and 

Six thousand dollars at Jolo; 
and all bonds required under this act shall be recorded and filed in 
the office of the Insular Treasurer. 

Sec. 14. At the port of Manila there shall be in the Collector's office 
a cashier, who shall give bond in the penal sum of forty thousand dol- 
lars for the faithful performance of his duties as such; one additional 
deputy collector, for the performance of such duties as the Collector 
shall direct; and in the Survej'or's office at said port there shall be 
such number of deputy surveyors, not exceeding two, as the Insular 
Collector shall deem necessary. 

At the port of Iloilo and at the port of Ceb6 there shall be a deputy 
collector, a surveyor, and a cashier. Other duties not inconsistent 
with the duties of such officers may be imposed by the Collector upon 
such officers without additional compensation therefor. 

Sbc. 15. At the ports of Jolo and Zamboanga the respective col- 
lectors of customs may from time to time, if the public business 
requires, designate proper officers from the force under their charge 
for Uie performance of such of the duties of a survej^or as said col- 
lectors may deem necessary and shall direct, for which service no addi- 
tional compensation shall be allowed. 

Sec. 16. At Siassi in the district of Jolo there shall be a deput}' col- 
lector, who, for the purpose of Customs administration, shall be sub- 
ject to the orders of the Collector at Jolo. Said Deputy Collector shall 
give his bond in the penal sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000) for the 
faithful performance of his duty as such and shall be entitled to 
receive an annual salary of two thousand dollars ($2,000), payable 
monthly. 

Sec. 17. At each of the ports of entry of Zamboanga and Jolo the 
Collector thereof shall have power under his hand and seal to desig- 
nate and appoint from among the officers under his direction a special 
deputy collector, who shall have authority to act in his absence, and 
for whose acts the Collector shall be responsible under his official bond. 
Such special deputy collector shall not be entitled to receive any addi- 
tional salary by reason of such designation or appointment. Upon 
making such designation or appointment, the Collector shall rei>ort 
the same without delay to the Insular C'ol lector and Auditor, and shall 
forward to them the signature of the person so designated. 

Sec. 18. Collectors of Customs may, with the approval of the Insu- 
lar Collector, appoint such ^'Acting Deputy Collectors " or **Acting 
Deputy Surveyors" as may be in their judgment necessary for the 
proper conduct of the public business, and they shall be authorized 
to sign such documents in connection with their duties as may be 
designated to them by the Collector. Acting deputies so appointed 
shall receive no additional compensation for work performed by them 
assach.

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CHAPTER n. 
THE INSULAR COLLBCTTOR. 

Sec. 19. The Insular Collector shall, from time to time, make and 
promulgate general rules and regulations, not inconsistent with law, 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of Finance and Justice: 

1. Directing the manner of execution of the customs law, and laws 
relating to commerce, navigation and immigration. 

2. Prescribing the duties of the different classes of officers, clerks, 
and subordinates employed in such service, conferring upon such 
classes of officers as he may deem proper the right to make arrests and 
seizures. 

3. Prescribing the forms of oaths, bonds, entries, declarations, per- 
mits, accounts, returns, statements, certificates and other pa^rs to 
be used in the execution of the laws relating to customs and to com- 
merce, immigration and navigation. 

4. Directing the manner of keeping books, records, and accounts in 
such service and the preservation thereof, and t^e safekeeping of 
public property through proper custodians. 

5. Prescribing the conditions under which licenses for custom house 
brokerage shall be granted and revoked. 

G. Prescribing the method of establishing and conducting bonded 
warehouses for storing imported merchandise, the bonds to be given 
thereon, the conduct and management thereof, and the manner of 
transportation thereto and therefrom of dutiable merchandise. 

7. Prescribing the method of loading and unloading merchandisA, 
and the transportation thereof by bonded carriers, rauwaya, vessels, 
bonded lighters, carts or otherwise. 

8. Prescribing hours for business for the different branches of the 
service imder his direction, and uniforms and official badges for the 
official force, or of such i)ortion thereof as he ma}'^ deem proper. 

Sec. 20. If any case shall arise not provided for by this Act or by 
the regulations of the Insular Collector, or by the lawful decrees, 
ordei-s or regulations existing at the passage of this Act and not by 
this Act rc^pealed, the laws of the United States and the regulations 
of th<» Treasury Department of the United States in analogous cases, 
so far as the same are consistent with the provision of this Act, in 
the discTction of the Insular Collector, shall be followed and applied 
so far as they may be i)racticable. 

Sec. 21. Collectors of customs and deputy collectors and special 
deputy collectors shall have power to administer oaths and to take 
acknowl<Klj^nH»nts in all mattei-s relating to their official busiiiesa, and 
the Insular Collector, by written designation filed and recorded in his 
offic(% may (M)nf<»r like i)owers on such other officer or class of officers 
of tli<» cusloiiis as he may deem proper. 

Skc. 22. The Insular Collector and each of the district collectors 
shall hav(* a seal of such make and design as the Insular Collector 
may pn\scrilM\ The commissions of officers and employes subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Insular Collector shall be signed and sealed 
by him. 

Sec. 23. Questions arising at any port shall l>e referred by the Col- 
l<M*t()r thereof to the Insular Collector for his decision, and from his 
decision then* shall Im? no apjK'al except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 24. Kach (collector shall make monthly rei>orts to the Insular 
Coll<'ctor of all transactions at his port in the manner and form 
prescribed l)y the Insular Collector. 
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CHAPTER m. 

COIiLECTORS AT PORTS OP ENTRY. 

Sec. 25. The Collector shall be the Chief Officer of his customs dis- 
trict. Every vessel on arrival from a foreign port shall be subject to 
his authority while within the jurisdiction of his port>. He shall hold 
possession of all imported merchandise upon which duties have not 
been paid or secured to be paid, disposing of the same according to 
law. Merchandise must he entered in his office and duties paid to 
him only, or to his legally designated representative. He shall deposit 
his official receipts with a duly designated depository and shall trans- 
mit to the Insular Treasurer the written receipts for the same. He 
shall classify and appraise all imported or exported merchandise. He 
shall consider all protests against the duty assessed by him, and if he 
shall find that a manifest clerical error has been made in the assess- 
ment of duty he shall make the necessary corrections in liquidation, 
and report the facts to the Insular Collector. No collector shall be 
personally liable for losses o<»casion(Ki by his official acts, except for 
the delivery of the merchandise to the proper consignee, in accordance 
with the regulations herein preseril)ed, nor for the laches of his subor- 
dinates. He shall act as the Disbursing Agent for the Government 
in his district, in respect to all matters peilaining to Customs, and 
other Services, as provided by this Act, except as otherwise specially 
provided for by previous legislation, and shall be the custodian of the 
buildings, records, and property used for such purposes. 

He shall within his district enfor(*e the entry of all merchandise and 
products intended for export and shall assess and collect the proper 
duties and charges thereon, in such manner as the Insular Collector 
shall by regulation prescribe, lie shall also within his district enforce 
the laws relating to commence, navigation and immigration under the 
regulation and direction of the Insular Collector. 

Sec. 26. The custom-houses, government warehouses, offices, whar\'es 
and other premises used for customs purposes of any i)ort shall be 
under the sole and exclusive control, direction and management of 
the Collector and of such officers as he may designate. Any i)erson 
who shall willfully obstruct the same or the approaches tht»reto, or 
who shall refuse to obey the lawful directions of such colle<*tor or such 
designated officers, or who shall willfully interfere with the onlerly 
transaction of the public business, or who shall refuse to (*onform to 
such rules and regulations as shall l>e prescril)eil for the orderly con- 
duct of such business, shall l>e deenunl guilt}' of a mis<lemeanor and, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a line of not exc(»eding 
two hundred and fifty dollars (1250), or by imprisonment for not more 
than thirty (30) days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the Court. 

Sec. 27. Collectors are required to report to the Secretary of Finance 
and Justice and the Insular Collector in matters of imiMMiding litiga- 
tion, such as suits ui>on bonds executed to secure th(» payment of 
duties, seizures of goods for violation of the revenue laws, and ac*tions 
brought against them as collectors for acts done or moneys collected 
in the line of tiieir duty. 

They shall have discretionarj' power, within their n*spe<»tive dis- 
tricts, to remit the assessment of duties in cases where the dutiable 
value of an importation is less than one dollar, or to dispense wilVv 
the seisore of goods less than one dollar in value^ e:K.e^\>\» \\\ ^^>d«^>ik ^V 
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habitual or intentional violation of the revenae laws and of prohib- 
ited impoi*tation8. 

Sec. 28. The powers and duties vested by law in collectors shall be 
also by law as fully vested in their special deputies, duly appointed 
and disc*harging the functions of their principals, as hereinbefore 
prescribed. 

In the event of the death, disability or absence of a collector, the 
deputy or special deputy, as the case may be, is authorized and 
required to i)erforiu the duties of collector. Should there be no 
deputy collector or special deputy collector legally qualified to di»- 
charge the functions of a collector, the duties of the office shall 
devolve upon the surveyor, or if there be no surveyor, upon such 
oflScer as the Insular Collector may prescribe. 

Sec. 20. The several collectors of customs ma}' exact from all 
employes who have not previously executed official bonds in their dis- 
tricts to the government, bonds in such reasonable amount as to them- 
selves may seem ])roper. 

Sec. 30. Th(' decision of the Collector as to the classification or 
appraisement of imported or exi)orted merchandise sliall be final and 
conclusive except in case of protest and appeal, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 31. Deputy collectors, locateil at other ports than the principal 
ports of entry of their respective districts, can exercise the powers of 
their principals only when specially authorized by the Insular Col- 
lector, and only within the limits of their assigned teiTitorial juris- 
diction, unless otherwise provided by law. 

Sec. 32. In case of the death or disability of a surveyor the Collector 
of the district shall authorize some fit person to perform the duties of 
the vacant office, and the powers of the person so authorized shall 
continue until a surveyor is duly appointed and ready to assume hi^ 
office. 

CHAPTER IV. 
TIIK srnvEYOR. 

Sk(\ 33. TIh^ Survevor shall be \hr outdoor executive officer of the 
port, and shall sup(»rvisc the fovi^o of inspcctoi*s, weighers, measurers, 
gaugcM-s and labori^i's, and such part of the force employed in the 
execution of tlie laws relating to commerce and navigation and other 
matt<M*s under the direction of the Customs Service as the Insular 
Colleetor shall by regulation prescrilK?. He shall take charge of all 
vess(»ls arriving from foreign ports and report their names and charac- 
ter to the Collector. He shall sup<»rvise the discharge of their cargoes 
and \\io lading of nuMchandise exported or transported in bond. He 
shall ascertain and rei>ort the <iuantity of all im|K)rted spirits and of 
all spirits export<Ml in bond. 

The Surveyor, under such regulations as the Insular Collector shall 
prescribe, is also cliarged with the admeasurement within his district 
of insular vessels fc^r n»gistry, <»nrollm(»nt, or li(tense» and the admeas- 
urement of foreign vessels for the ass(»ssment of tonnagi'* dues, when 
in his judgnujnt or that of the Collector such admeasurement is 
advisable. 

Sec. 34. At ports having a collector and a surveyor, the Surveyor 
is reciuired, under tin* direction of the Collec'tor: 

1. To superintend and diitjct all inspectors, weighers, an<l measurers 
within his i)ort. 

l\ To visit or inspci.*t the vessels which arrive in his port, and make 
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H return every morning to the Collector of all vessels which liave 
arrived fn>m foreign ports during the preceding day, specifying the 
names and denominations of the vessels, the masters' names, from 
whence arrived, whether laden or in ballast, and to what nation 
belonging. 

3. To put on board of each of said vessels, immediately after their 
arrival in port, one or more inspectors. 

4. To examine whether the gooils imix)rt<Hl in any vessel and the 
deliveries thereof correspond, according to the inspector's returns, 
with the permits for landing the same, and if any error or disagree- 
ment appears, to report the same to the Collector. 

5. To superintend the lading of all goods for exportation, and 
examine and report whether the kind, quantity and quality of the 
goods so laden on lK)anl any vessel for exportation correspond with 
the entries and permits grante<l therefor. 

6. To examine and from time to time, particularly on the flrr;t. 
Mondays in January and July of each year, tr}'^ the weights, measures, 
and other instruments used in ascertaining the duties on imports, 
with standards to be provided by the Collector for that purpose; and 
where disagreements with the standards are discovere<l to ivport the 
same to the Collector, and to comply with such directions as he may 
receive for correcting the same. 

CHAPTER V. 

CUSTOMS INSPECTORS. 

Sec. 35. At ports where a surveyor is appointe<l, ins|)ectors shall 
be assigned to duty by him, subject to the orders of the Collector; 
otherwise they shall be assigned by the Collector. At ports where 
inspectors are required to wear uniforms, they must always be worn 
when on regular duty. When inspectors are orden»d on si)ecial ser\'^- 
ice they must wear a badge of office conspicuously dis])layed, unless 
othem'ise authorized or directinl. All inspectors shall ascertain 
whether sailing vessels coming within their official cognizance are pro- 
videil with the signal lights prescribed by law, and shall report all 
cases of nonobservance of this law, in order that the legal i)enaltie8 
may be enforced. 

Inspectors are requireil to send at once to the public stores all 
goods seized by them for violation of law, taking the storekeepers' 
receipt for such goods, and sending such receipts, with full reports of 
the case, to the Sur\^yor. 

They shall not i)erform any private or unofficial duties or services 
on board the vessels to which they may be assigned, under i>enalty of 
diAraissal from the service. 

Inspectors stationed aboanl vess^^ls are entitle<l to receive suitable 
meals and accommodatiouL ' Ml. on such vessels in the i>erformance 
of their duties. 

8bc. 36* Cnstoms inspectors shall be divided into th(.' following 
nlannfUT 

HARBOR DISTRICT INSPECTORS. 

Sec. 87. Harbor district inspectors must l>e in their respective dis- 
tricts during snch hours as the Surve^-or may direct, and where two 
inspeoton are assigned to the same district one or the other of them 
moat te oosstanUy on duty during the prescribed hours. They have 
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general sux)eryisioii of all vessels coming into their districts, and shall 
report all di»coyered violations of the revenue or navigation laws and 
regulations to the Surveyor. They are to make examinations as often 
as iiecesssiry of vessels coming into their districts, and to ascertain 
whether coastwise vessels are properly documented and have duly 
complied with all laws relating to navigation. They shall secure and 
seal the hatches and openings of all vessels from foreign ports coming 
within th(^ir districts, and retain the custody of the same until 
relieved by discharging inspectors. 

If no assignment of an inspector is made especially to such vessels, 
the Harbor District Insi>ector shall take charge of the lading thereof 
without f iiilher notice. 

In the C2ise of vessels permitted to proceed to another district 
l)efore completing discharging, the Inspector in charge of the First 
District shall submit to the Surve^'^or a statement of the portion of 
the c^rgo already discharged, for delivery to the Harbor District 
Insi)ect()rs, under whose supervision the remainder of the cargo is to 
be discharged. The Inspector in charge of the final delivery shall 
niak(^ the final returns of discharge. They shall report daily to the 
Surveyor the names of all importing vessels which arrived in their 
districts during the previous day, distinguishing between those not 
discharged, those partly discharged in their districts, and those wholly 
discharged. 

They shall each kec^p a permanent record book, in which to enter, 
with necessary particulars, all entries, oixlers and permits received by 
them and another book to enter an account of all coasting vessels 
examined, l)oth books to be in the prescribed form. 

Sec. 38. When the lading of the mei'chandise on board the vessel 
or other convi^yance is completed, the Harbor District Inspector under 
wh()S(» siipt^rvisiou tin* lading is done shall endorse up<m the original 
entry tlie proper ccrtilicate of the shipment. WJien mei'chandise 
forexjiort or transportation has been onlered to be weighed or gauged, 
the name of the weigher or ganger by whom the same was done shall 
be given undernc^ath the eertili(»ates. If a manifest is ivquire<l to be 
delivered to the master of the* vessel or to the conductor of a railroaid 
ear, sneh manifest must b(^ certified by the Harbor District Inspector 
and delivered as directed. 

Sec. 30. Whenever any portion of the merchandise described in the 
export or transi)ortation entry is not shii)i)ed in accordance with the 
ordei-s and direelions upon the entry, the Harbor District Inspector, 
in making his eertifieate of shii)nient, shall stati* that the menrhandise 
was shipjx'd '*in part," and the number of ])ackages or quantity of 
m<'rehandis<' not shi[)p(Ml must be specified underneath the certificate, 
and tlie reas(m, if known, wliy the merchandise was not shipped, and 
th(^ disposition made thereof, nuist also 1m» stated. 

Sec. -10. Such unshipp<Ml merchandise must be sent to the nearest 
general order store with a ti(*k(»t or receipt, describing the merchan- 
<lis<», an<l stating upon it tliat. the* merchandise is **for export— or 
transportation, as tlie ease may be — but not shipiHjd," which ticket or 
receipt sliall be signe<l by tli<» storekeep<?r. 

Sec. n. When the <»xiM)rt or transportation entries are returned to 
th<' Surveyors oflice, th<» ticket or receipt for gO(Kls not shipped and 
sent to the g<'neral oith^rstore shall Ix^ attached to the original entry. 

Oflie(»i*s who certify shipments of g(Kxls without due inspection and 
supervision of th<^ .shi]>ments will be subject to the penalties pre- 
scribed therefor, in addition to dismissal. 
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BOARDING INSPECTORS. 

Sec. 42. It is the duty of boarding inspectors to board vessels 
arriving from foreign x>orts, and after ascertaining the name of the 
vessel and master, and port of departure in each case, to examine 
the documents relating to the vessel and crew, and certify the mani- 
fest of cargo, verifying the same by actual examination, and, when 
necessary, to seal or otherwise secure the hatches and openings until 
the necessary permits for unlading can be granted and a discharging 
in8i)ector assigned to the vessel. 

COAST DISTRICT INSPECTORS. 

Sec. 43. Coast district inspectors shall protect the interests of the 
revenue with respect to all goods, wares and merchandise which may 
be landed or in any way come to the land from a vessel from a foreign 
port wrecked or stranded upon the coast. 

On learning that a vessel has been wrecked or stranded the Coast 
District Inspector or other customs officer nearest the place where the 
casualty has occurred shall proceed to such stranded or wrecked ves- 
sel or as near such vessel as is possible, and, as soon as he ascertains 
the situation of the vessel, make report in writing of all the facts and 
circumstances in relation thereto to the Surveyor of the nearest port 
of entry, or to the Collector if there is no surveyor. In case the ves- 
sel is likely to break up, or if the condition of the vessel is such that 
its cargo can be landed or discharged thei*efrom, he shall rt^main at 
or near the wreck, and take possession and keep charge of all goods 
and merchandise which may come or l)e brought to land. 

Sec. 44. In case the cargo of a vessel wrecked or strandi^l is deliv- 
ered into lighters or other vessels for conveyance into port, the Coast 
District Inspector shall keep an accrount thereof, and before any 
lighter or vessel having on board any of the cargo is allowed to depart, 
shall make out two lightei manifests in the form prescribed, to be 
signed by the masticr, and stating as particularly as possible what 
cargo has been taken on board thereof. One copy of such lighter bill 
shall be retained by the master, and be by him delivei*ed at the Cus- 
tom House on the arrival of the lighti»r or vessel in port; the other 
copy shall be transmitted by the Coast District Insi)ector to the Sur- 
veyor, or Collector, if no surveyor, at tlie nean»st port of eiitrj'. 
Whenever necessary, the Surveyor shall send additional customs 
inspectors to any wrecked or stranded vessel. 

Sec. 45. Inspectors on duty at coastwise sub-ports within a coast 
customs in8i)ection district shall l)e known as (*oast sub-district 
inspectors, and shall report to the Coast Inspector of their district. 

SPECIAL DUTIES OF CUSTOMS INSPECTORS IN CHARGE OF CUSTOMS 

SERVICE CUTTERS. 

Sbc. 46. Special duties of customs inspectors in charge of Customs 
Service Cutters are as follows: 

1. The Customs Inspector in charge of the district to which a cutter 
may be assigned shall direct the operations and movements of the 
same, and shall be responsible for the employment of said cutter in 
the proper performance of the duties to him assigned. 

2. He shall patrol the coast within the district of which he is in 
charge as thoroughly as is consistent with the prox)er iierformawe^ ^1 
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his other duties; and direct the operations and movements of cnstomB 

cutters under his control. 

3. He shall visit, as frequently as i^ossible, all the opened and 
closed ports within his customs district. 

4. He shall inspect the customs records and accounts of all subordi- 
nate customs officers within his district. 

5. He shall instruct presidentes, or other officials serving as cuatoms 
inspectors, in the proper performance of their duties as customs 
officers. 

6. He shall obtain all information possible relative to smuggling or 
other attempted frauds upon the revenue of the Philippine Archi- 
pelago, seize all vessels and goods so concerned, and arrest all parties 
concerned in such frauds or attempted frauds, immediately turning 
over all such vessels, goods, and parties to the Collector of Customs 
of the distnct within which the seizure occurs. 

7. He shall inspect, as far as possible, the licenses and other docu- 
ments of vessels trading within his customs district. 

8. He shall assist, in every way within his power, the officers of the 
Philippines Constabulary in the performance of their duties. 

9. He shall assist, in so far as may be possible, any of the other 
duly constituted departments of the government of the Philippine 
Islands in the i>ei'forniance of their proper duties. 

10. Customs inspectors in charge of cutters shall be under the 
immediate supervision of the Collector of Customs of the port of entry 
of th(» collection district within which their customs inspection dis- 
trict lies. They shall make such reports to their immediate chief as 
may be from time to time designated by him, in addition to the regu- 
lar repoKs of their operations hereinafter described. 

11. Customs inspectors in charge of cuttei's shall as far as possible 
keep within rea(*h by telegraph of their home port, and before start- 
ing out upon patrol cruises shall leave with the Presidente of their 
home port, or with their authorized clerk or assistant, if an3% a plan 
of the cruise Cimtemplaled, showing the prol)al)le time and date of 
their arrival at such of the coastwise su]>-i)orts as they intend visiting, 
in order that comnuinieation may be at all times had with them. 

12. C'Ustoms inspectors in charge of cutters shall nmke full reports 
from lime to time of all matters of interest observed by them on these 
<*ruises, of all occurrences conm^cted with the performance of their 
duties, and will report by tel<»graph any arrests or seizures of impor- 
tance, giving full particulars. 

1*3. Customs insi)e(*tors in charge of cutters shall make regular 
re([uisitions through the oflice of the Insular Collector for salaries of 
oflicers and crews of said cutlers, and will pay the same i*eguhirly 
upon pay-rolls, which shall be forwarded at the en<l of each month to 
the Auditor for the Philippine Archip<»lago, in accordance with 
instructions from him thereon. 

14. Customs inspcM'toi's in charge of cutt^M's are authorized to dis- 
charge any oflieer or nuMuber of th(? cn^w thereof in cases of emer- 
gency, or any member of the crew whose services are not s^itisfactory, 
r(»iM)rting the same in writing to the Insular Collector, except that in 
cas<\s wliere oHicers of customs have writt(»n contracts with the office 
of the Insular Collector the Customs Inspector shall request instruc- 
tions, either by win* or letter, from the Insular Collector before dis- 
charging sueh officer or officers. 

In all (*as<»s wh(»r(» memlH»rs of cutters have contracts with the office 
of the Insuhir Collector, the Customs Insi)ector shall discharge them 
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or any of them only for good and sufficient cause, and shall immedi- 
ately report the case in writing to the Insular Collector. 

15. In case of any discharges of officers or members of crews, as 
provided for in the preceding paragraph, customs inspectors are 
authorized to temporarily fill the vacancies thus occurring, immedi- 
ately reporting such action to the Insular Collector for approval. 
Care should be exercised in the selection of such temporary appoint- 
€*e8, and in case there is a regular shipping office available the tempo- 
rary selections should be made thereat. 

10. Customs inspectors shall see that due economy is exercised in 
the use of coal. Customs cutters should never be run at full speed 
except in case of emergency, and when not under way fires should bo 
hauled or banked, as may be most advantageous under the circum- 
slauees. 

17. Customs inspectors shall make out a regular monthly coal 
report, blanks for which will be furnished upon application to the 
office of the Insular Collector. These coal reports shall be forwarded 
monthly to the Insular Collector together with a report of any changes 
in the officers or crews of cutters, giving the full name, rating, date 
and cause of every change that occurs. Care should be taken that 
the i>ay-roll8 agree in ever>' respect with the report of changes alM)ve 
referred to. 

18. Money shall l)e advance<l by customs insi)ectoi*s to the captains 
of customs cutters for provisions, in accordance with the ration 
allowance, if any, provided for in appointments of said captains and 
officers. This money shall be expended under the supervision of the 
Captain b}' the Steward of the vessel, and only such part thereof shall 
l)e expende<l as may be necessary for the proi)er subsistence of the 
officers to whom such allowance may be made. Under no circum- 
stances must the expenditures exceed the amounts allowed for any 
one mouth. 

19. In case customs inspectors are directed, by proper authority, to 
carry any passengers on official busin(\ss, they shall apply to such 
auUiority for instructions as to the amount to which such passengers 
may l>e entitle<l for subsistence, an<l will supply the captains of cus- 
toms cutters accordingly. In no case shall tlie amount for subsist- 
ence of such passengers exceed one dollar ($1) jK^r day for each 
paasenger, unless otherwise specially authorized by the Insular Col- 
lector. Money so expended for extra provisions shall l>e chargtMl to 
the provision fund, and the amount received in return shall Ih» accred- 
ited thereto, and regular rei>orts thereof shall l>e sent each month to 
the offi(*e of the Insular Collector. 

20. In case of emergency, customs inspectors are authorizc»d to make 
emergency purchases from the funds in their possession, taking care 
that due receipts and vouchers are prepareil and signed, and reiK)i*t- 
ing all such cases immediately by wire or by letter to the Insular (Col- 
lector. This authority shall be used by customs inspectors only in 
cases of extreme emergency. In all cases where purchas<»s aro ma<le, 
either of coal or other supplies, the instructions of the Auditor's office 
are to be strictly complied with. 

21. Customs inspectors in charge of cutters shall make monthly 
reports to the Insular Collector giving all information obtainable as 
to water depth, soundings, ledges, sunken n>cks, navigable streams, 
bars, wrecks, etc., within their inspection <listricts. These n»i)orts 
shall be prepared by the Captain and officers of customs service cut- 
ters under the direction of the customs inspectors, by whom they ^Vv>»A.V 
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be approved before transmission. Great care should be taken in their 
preparation, esi)ecially as to the fullness and accuracy of the infor- 
mation contained tlierein. 

22. Customs inspectors in cliarge of cutters, and officers and crews 
tliereof , shall at all times be courteous and careful in their speech and 
actions, especially when boarding vessels belonging to a foreign nation, 
whose officers and crew may speak a foreign language. 

23. Copies of these regulations in both English and Spanish shall 
bo furnished to all customs inspectors in charge of cutters, and to all 
officers and memlx^i's of crews thereof. The presentation of a copy of 
these regulations to such officers or members of crews of cutters shall 
be deemed sufficient notification thereof to them, and an acceptance 
b}- them of the terms, conditions, and instructions herein provided. 

21. Co])ies of these regulations in l)oth English and Spanish shall 
be at all times kept on Iward customs service cutters, to be furnished 
upon request to captains of vessels boarded by said cutters, or to other 
I>oi*s()ns entitled thereto. 

25. ( -ustoms i nspectors in charge of cutters, and officers thereof only, 
shall l)e permitted to have on board on in their possession while in the 
performance of official dufies one rifle or revolver, as may be elected 
l)y such inspect/Or or officer, and one hundred and fifty rounds of ammu- 
nition tlien^for, eacli; and no other fire-arms, dangerous knives, or 
weapons of any description sliall be carried on such cutters, except 
the regular armament therefor, if any, and the anus and weapons 
belonging to and in the possession of members of the Philippines Con- 
stabulary stationed aboard such cutters, unless special permission be 
granted therefor by the Insular Collector. 

Inspectors in charge of cuttera, and officers therefor, are hereby 
espi^cially charged with \ho enforcement of the I'Cgulations in this 
resiM»ct, and any violation thereof shall l)e deemed cause for instant 
dismissal and such other action as may Ix^ deemed proper by the 
(joyvrnuH'ut . 

2<J. Cnstoiiis inspectors shall se(* that a sufficient supply of official 
envelop<\s and stationtMy is at all times kept on board of customs 
service cuttiM's, for us(» in official correspondence and n^jwrts. 

NIGHT INSPECTORS. 

Skc. 47. Night inspectors are appointed for the purpose of prevent- 
ing smuggling. 'I'lu\v are n^iuired to keep a vigilant watch over the 
vess(»ls, stones, or iiKM'cliaiidise whose custody is committed to them, 
in order to ]>rev(»nt tlie binding, between sunset and sunrise, of any 
nier<']iandis(j from any vessel, unless the same is done by proper 
authority and undci* lh(» supervision of a discharging inspector, and 
to protect th«' l)ond<Ml stores and merchandise from robbery, or the 
unlawful n^nioval of merchandise tlKM'efrom or from any wharf or 
plac(» on whi<*h the same; may hv d(»posited. 

Whenever cargo is luring discharged frcmi any vessel at night, 
undiM' Ihe supervision of an ins]HH*tor, the night inspector assigned to 
such a v<»ss<*l shall not int(»rfere with such landing so long as the 
insp(»ctor is [>resent in charge tlu^reof, but night inspectors are author- 
i/.e<l to d(Mnand to s(»(% and th(^ insp(»ctor is required to exhibit, the 
niglit ])erinit for tin* working of the vessel. If merchandise is landed 
Ironi the vessel wln^n no inspector is pr(»sent, the night inspector 
shall stop the landing and rep<»il the fact the next day to the Sur- 
veyor or other pro|)er oflicer. 
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Sec. 48. Night inspectors are required to stop any person or per- 
sons who may leave the vessel, store or warehouse in their cust-ody, 
and if they have reasonable cause to suspect that such person or per- 
sons are attempting to smuggle any merchandise they shall examine 
such person or persons, and any package of any kind in his or their 
possession. Searches of suspected persons should, if possible, be 
made in the presence of another officer or a citizen. They are directed 
to question any person who may attempt to go on board the vessel to 
which they are assigned in the night, and to satisfy themselves of his 
right to go on lK)ard. They are required to keep a strict watch upon 
any small boat that may come near any wharf or vessel under their 
charge, and to take all necessary precautions to prevent smuggling 
by such boats. They are required to arrest any i)erson or persons in 
the a(^t of smuggling foreign merchandise, and t'O call for the assist- 
anci^ of the police or of citizens to aid them in so doing, and to seize, 
take |)ossession of, and secure merchandise which has been smuggled 
or landed illegally fn)m any vessel <luring the night. 

Sec. 49. The Chief Inspector in charge of the night force shall 
assign the force to duty and make daily rei)ort of such assignments, 
together with any negligence, absence, or misconduct. He shall see 
that the night inspectors perform the duties assigned to them, that 
all seizures and arrests are promptly reported, and that the oixlers of 
the Surveyor are ol>eyed. 

DISCHARCUNd INSPECTORS. 

• Sec. 50. Discharging inspectors are assigned to vessels for the pur- 
pose of examining the cargoes, and superint^^nding the unlading and 
storing or delivery thereof, so as to prevent loss to the revenue of the 
islands through failure to secure any lawful duties. They shall send 
to the nearest postoffice all letters, packagers and bags containing mail 
matter, take an account thereof, superintend th(» delivery to the post- 
master, and obtain a recei[>t therefor. 

They shall obtain from the masters of vessels lists of articles 
reported by them at the Custom House as sea stores, compare the 
articles of the list, and seal or secure all unbroken packages of dutia- 
ble goods claimed as stores, and report the same, with any excess of 
stores, to the Collector or the Surveyor. 

Sec. 51. Specie and valuables, usually in charge of the pursers of 
steamships, must be taken charge of by discharging inspectors as soon 
as possible after they first goon board the vessels. The si)ecial place 
or room where such specie and vahuibles are deposited, and the safe 
or the packages containing the same, must l)e loc^keil with Custom 
Hoose locks, or otherwise secured, until delivered on a iK»rmit from 
the proper customs officers. 

Sec. 52. Samples of the cargo in bulk of the vessel shall, as soon as 
practicable, be sent by discharging inspectors to the appraisers' store. 

Sec. 53. They shall report to the Surveyor any i)erishable or explo- 
sive articles among the cargoes to l)e dis<*harg«»d. They shall (»ndeavor 
to save to the owners of goods intend^Ml for imme<liate exiK)rt or trans- 
portation the cost of sending their goods to warehouses by retaining 
them on the vessel or wharf until the owners can obtain a delivery 
permit, provided that such retention does not delay the unlading of 
oUier goods and is not protracted beyond the period named in the 
Customs R^^i^tions. 

Sec. 54. Tbey shall seize all goods importe<l or removed in violation 
of Imw, and riiall not permit any goods to be removed Itoicv W\v^\&i\2l^- 
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ing xilaces tlioreof until they have been properly weighed, gauged or 
measured, and shall require persons charged with the unlading of 
goods to properly separate, assort and arrange the goods on their 
wharves for the convenience of customs weighers, gangers, measnrers- 
and markers. 

Sec. 55. Discharging inspectors shall not allow ballast, cargo or 
coal to be taken on board their vessels while discharging, except on a 
lading permit; and where such permits are grant-ed, inspectors shall 
report whenever the execution of the same is attended with danger 
to the revenue. 

Sec. 50. They shall not unlade or deliver goods direct from a for- 
eign port Ixuore the hour of sunrise or after the hour of sunset, except 
upon a special permit issued to the vessel whose discharge by night 
is desired. 

Sec. 57, Whenever the discharge of a vessel under the revenue 
laws extends beyond the hour of sunset, the additional pay of the 
discharging officers is to be borne by the persons accommodated by 
the extension of the horn's of discharge as fixed by the Collector of 
Customs, in accordance with the instructions of the Insular Collector. 

Sec. 58. Discharging inspectors shall not leave their vessels for any 
cause without the consent of the Surveyor, nor go below deck, nor 
leave at night without closing the hatches or sealing them, so as to 
prevent the landing of cargo during their absence, nor until relieved 
by the night inspectoi^s, when they shall call the attention of the lat- 
ter to goods remaining on the wharves. When two or more inspectors 
are assigned to a vessel, they shall remain on board as long as their 
services are recjuired, and shall not leave the vessel for any purpose, 
nor go below deck for meals, unless one of their number be left in 
charge. 

Sec. />'.). TIhw sliall i*anc(»l and remove all customs seals before 
delivering goods not destintnl for furtlu^r transportation under 
security oi* such steals, and sliall roi)ort all cases in which customs 
seals ai)pcar to have Ikm^u improperly manipulated. 

Sec. <I(). It Is ineuinlKMit ui)()n discharging inspectors to check out 
the cargo identifying it by marks and numbers and to enter in a l)ook, 
to be known as a (lis<*]iarging book, a record of all permits or orders 
for delivery of gootls, showing th(» names of the i)ei'son8 in whose 
iK^half tlie [x^nnits or orders are granted; the entry or bond number 
as indicat<Ml by tlu* i)ermit; the particulars specified in the permits 
or ord(»rs; tlu^ marks, numlxM's, and description of the packages 
ord(»red to b<» and actually unhiden; to what public stores, ware- 
houses, or otlier plac(\s tlu» respective lots of goods have been sent. 
The disc]iarg(^ book of each cargo is to be duly sign(»d and delivered 
to the Surveyor, as reciuircd in tlie following section. 

Sfa\ 01. As soon as practicable they shall submit to the Siir\'eyor 
their dis<*harging hook, accompanied by the permits and orders of 
discharg(», and all other voucIkm's relating to the disjiosition of the 
cargo and a return tlien^of. They shall first enter therein the l)ag- 
gage [)ermit, if there is one, an<l shall enter separatidy: First, all fret* 
[Hermits; second, all consumption [lermits; third, all warehouse per- 
mits; fourtli, all i)ermits for tlu* delivery of **I. T.'' goods to the 
Surveyor; (ifth, all permits for the delivery to the Surveyor of 
merchan<lise for transport or exp<»rt, designating in the correspond- 
ing column such packages as were landed, sent to the warehouse, 
or delivered to the Surveyor. 

On the return of the merchandise disp<)S(»d of on (consumption i>er- 
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mits the entry number must in each instance be stated, and for mer- 
chandise delivered in bond, whether for warehouse, exportation, or 
transportation, the bond number must be stated on the return. In 
the marginal column must be noted all packages ^'not agreeing with 
permit" or "not found on board," and opposite to the entry of each 
warehouse permit the designated warehouse to which the mercliandise 
was sent; or, if delivered to Surveyor, the place of ultimate destina- 
tion. Special care must be taken to state the correct date of the 
landing of merchandise from the vessel, and if it was landed on more 
than one day the first and last day on which each lot was landed must 
be stated. After the permits above mentioned are entered, the 
Inspector shall enter, under the proper designation, all packages by 
marks and numbers, which have been sent either to appraisers' store, 
sample office, general order store, or elsewhere by special order, and 
all passengers' baggage sent to public store. After accounting for 
the cargo he must enter at the end of his return a list of all the sea 
stores and of all the coal remaining on board. Such returns shall be 
signed by the inspectors, respectively, under whose superintendence 
the deliveries have been made. The names of the weighers, gangers 
or measurers who have performed any duty in connection with the 
cargo shall also be stated. 

Sec. 62. Discharging inspectors shall make report of goods remain- 
ing on board their vessels after the expiration of the authorized time 
for discharge, in order that collectors may take charge of such goods 
as unclaimed. Before reporting tlieir vessel as fully discharged they 
shall make careful personal examination of all parts of such vessel. 

WEIGHERS. 

Sec. 63. Weighers shall be assigned to duty by surveyors. At 
ports where there is but one weigher, the assistant weighers shall be 
assigned to duty by him. He shall be held responsible for the correct 
and efficient discharge of their duties, and shall report to the Sur- 
veyor any misconduct or neglect of duty on the part of any customs 
officer or other employ^. 

Weighers are required to be at the places to which they are assigned 
whenever weighable goods are being handled from vessels discharg- 
ing cargo from foreign port. They are required to insi>ect an<l take 
copies of all permits in the hands of discharging inspectors of vessels, 
whenever the collectors have, by designating articles named in the 
permits, directed the said articles to be weighed; and weighers are 
required to have and exercise a personal supervision of the weighing 
of sach merchandise. They must not absent themselves from their 
office or harbor district during the hours of business unless by per- 
mission, nor shall they allow any other than an assistant weigher to 
take weights or to handle the beam. 

Sec. 64. £ai*h weigher is required to have his weighing instruments 
tested and compared with the official standard at least twice a year, 
on or as soon after the first day of January and the first day of July 
as possible; and to have the same tested as often as may be necessary 
to keep the same in conformity with the official standard. 

Sec. 65. Weighers will be furnished by surveyors with proper blank 
dock books, in which they shall daily make a true and correct entry 
of goods weighed, specifying the date the weighing was performed. 
These books must be so kept that they will contain all the specifica- 
tions necessary to a perfect account of the merchc^ndva^ ^^y^<^. 
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The weigher should first copy the order or permit in the book, and 
then proceed in all cases where the merchandise is required to be 
weighed by numbers^ to enter the number and weiji^ht of each sepa- 
rate package weighed by him. The weigher must add the weights 
stated in each column of his book, and give the gross weight and the 
net weight of each lot as returned by him, and at the end of all the 
entries the total gross weights must he recapitulated by him. The 
book must be endorsed on the outside with the name of the vessel, 
the date the return was filed in the Surveyor's office, and the weigher's 
signature. 

Whenever required by the Collector for the purpose of liquidation 
the dock book shall bo delivered to him for inspection and verification. 

Sec. GG, In order to facilitate the prompt liquidation of duties, 
woighere are required to make a special return of the weight of tiie 
articles embraced in each pei*mit or order as soon as the same shall 
have lx*en ascertained. Weighers shall file their completed books of 
weights within six days after the vessel has been discharged, in the 
Surveyor's office as public records. A separate book shall be kept 
for the cargo of each vessel. 

Sec. 07. Before weighing any merchandise the weigher must see 
that the beam is accurately balanced. As correctness of weights 
depends ver}' much upon the accuracy of the poise, the beam should 
always be kept dean, and frequently tested with the standard. A 
fairly even beam indicates the weight, but as in weighing merchandise 
it seUlom happens that the beam will stand at an exact poise, but will 
go either alcove or below an even bc^am, the weight shall be taken on 
the rising beam. Weighers are required to mark the weight on each 
single i)ackago weighed. 

Sec. OS. WluMi a n^turn lias l)e<»n onct* madc^ by a weigher, it must 
not bo amended or changed except by piMTiiission of the Surveyor. 
The anuMided return must state why tlie amendment is made, and be 
checked or signed by the weigher before it is pr(^sented to the Sur\-eyor 
for his approval. The original figures shall 1k^ cancelled by cross- 
marks and tli(» amcuidment added, so as to show both records. When 
an auK^nduK'nl to a return is all()wc<l, the weigher must correct his 
dock book in accordance with the amended return. 

Sec. 00. From every invoice of railroad iron or steel, or any other 
similar goods, a sufficient numb(>r of bars of equal length shall be 
weighted in order to ascertain the average* weight thereof, such num- 
ber of bars to be countc<l, and the proper riMurns made as in the case 
of any other mcrchan<lisc; but if the w(»ight as sho>\Ti by the returns 
of the woigln'r does not vary more than five ix^r (*ent. from that stated 
in \]\o invoi(*e, the entry shall Ik* liquidated at the invoice weight. If 
th<* interested party H.oes not accept the incn^ase in weight arising 
from the alxjve nnMhod of ai)praisal, the entire consignment may Ik* 
weighe<l, but if \w does accept the proposed increase in weight the 
appraisement may b<* consi(l(»r(»d as endcnl. 

Sec. 70. WIkmk^v^m* a p(»rmit or ord(»r din^'ts that goods be weighed, 
and a special return b(» mad(» tlu^n^for, the weigher shall weigh the 
goods designated and make a return s(»parate and distinct from any 
oth(»r without dc^lay. If the merchandis(» has b(*en shipiMHl before the 
order to weigh is received by the weigh<'r, he shall endorse such fact 
on the back of the order and return it to the Surveyor. Returns of 
th(» weighing of a cargo must be made to the Collector within six days 
after the vessel has Ix^en discharg(Kl. C(M*tificates or copies of weights 
shall be furnished by the Surv(\vor at ports where there is such an 
ofl&cer; elsewhere by the (Collector. 
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CHAPTER VI. 
PORTS OP THE PHILIPPINES. 

Sec. 71. For the purpose of this Act all ports not in the Philippine 
Archipelago shall be considered as foreign ports and all vessels not 
documented in the Philippine Archipelago, except vessels belonging 
to or employed in the service of the Government of the United States, 
shall be considered as foreign vessels. 

Sec. 72. The ports of the Philippine Islands shall be known as the 
Chief Port (Manila), sub-ports of entry, and coastwise iK)rts. Ports 
of entry are those open to both foreign and coastwise trade; coastwise 
ports are those open to the coasting trade only. Vessels engaged in 
foreign carrying trade shall enter or touch at ports of entry only, and 
shall not carry passengers or merchandise in coastwise trade from one 
port in the Islands, to another port in' the Islands, except upon the 
special permission of the Insular Collector, when in his judgment 
the conduct of the public business demands it; but nothing in this 
section contained shall be construed to prohibit the carriage and 
delivery by such vessels of passengers or merchandise reeeive<l at a 
foreign port to the port of destination, even though they have entered 
first at another port of entry in the Islands. 

Ports open to the coastwise trade only shall l>e of two kinds — coast- 
wise ports and coastwise sub-ports. Coastwise ports are those at 
which are stationed customs inspectors in charge of inspection dis- 
tricts. Coastwise sub-ports are all the other oi)en ports of such 
inspection district. Ports which are open to neither the foreign nor 
the coastwise trade shall he known as closed ports. 

Such coastwise ports as have heretofore beim declanMl open for the 
coasting trade by proper authority shall be continued, subject to dis- 
continuance at any time by the order of the Civil Governor of the 
Islands, and from time to time such other coastwise ports may be 
declared open to said trade, with the approval of the Civil Governor, 
as the Insular Collector shall consider requisite for the public interest. 

Officers in charge of coastwise ports shall be designat^nl by the 
Insular Collector. They shall be known as coast district inspt'ctors 
and shall act under the immediate instructions of the Chief Customs 
Officer of the Collection District. 

CHAPTER VII. 
DOCUMENTING OF VKSSKLS. 

Sbc. 73. In the c*oa8ting trade, the admeasurement, (l<H*umenting, 
enrollment and licensing of vessels built or owned in the Philippine 
Archipelago and in the making and recording of all documents relat- 
ing thereto, the Insular Collector shall obser^'e, promulgate and 
enforce such orders and regulations resi)ectingthe same as have been 
heretofore or shall hereafter be prescrilxMl by the proper authority. 
In the absence of such regulations or orders he shall observe and fol- 
low the laws of the United States and the regulations of the Treasury 
Department of the United States so far as the same may \ye in his 
sound judgment applicable. Certificates of protection shall hereafter 
be signed by the Collector of Customs at ports where issued and coun- 
tersigned by the Insular Collector. 

Sbc. 74. Until otherwise prescribed by lawful authority or other- 
wise ordered by the Insular Collector, the admeasuremetvl ol Nv^wfcV% 
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hereafter built or owned in the Islands of the gross capacity of one 
hundred tons or more shall be made by the Surveyor at the port of 
Manila. 

Sec. 75. Whenever any vessel documented, enrolled or licensed in 
the Islands has sustained or caused any accident involving loss of life, 
material loss of property, or serious injury to any person, or has 
received an}'^ damage affecting her seaworthiness or efficiency, the 
managing owner, agent or master of such vessel shall within five 
days send, by letter, to the Insular Collector or the Collector of the 
district wliere such accident occurred, a report thereof, signed by 
such owner, agent, or master, stating the name of the vessel, the port 
to which slic l)elongs, the place where she was, the nature and proba- 
ble occasion of tlie casualty, the number and names of those lost-, and 
tlie estimated amount of loss or damage to the vessel or cargo; and 
shall funiish such other information as may be called for; and if he 
neglects to comply with the foregoing requirements after a reasonable 
time, he shall incur a penalty of $100.00. Whenever the managing 
owner or agent of any such vessel has reason to apprehend that such 
vessel has been lost, he shall promptly send notice to the Collector at 
her lionic port, in writing, of such loss, and the probable occasion 
thereof stating the name of the vessel and the names of all persons on 
board, so far as the same can be ascertained, and shall furnish upon 
request of th(^ said Collector, such additional information as shall be 
required; an<l if he neglects to comply with the above requirements 
within a reasonable time, ho shall incur a penalty of $100.00. 

CHAPTER Vm. 

KNTRAX( K OF VKSSELS IN FOREIGN TRADE. 

Sec. 7<5. Whpn('V(M* a v<'ssel from a foreign country shall voluntarily 
arriv(^ within a (Uistonis eolloction district of the Philippine Archi- 
pelago, sh(^ shall make entry at the portof entry for such district, and 
discharge so niu<'h of her cargo as is destined then;for. She shall be 
plactMl under customs control until duly discharged therefrom by 
l)rop(»r authority. Pass<Migers with no dutiable i)roperty in their 
poss(»ssion may be permitted to land without detention. The Collector 
ma}' permit such portions of her cargo as nmy be in bulk to Ix* unladen 
at the (expense of ])arties inten^stiMl and und(»r the supervision of cus- 
toms ofUcersat other phices within th(» district, provided the s<ime have 
b(M»n designated for that purpose by the Insular Collector. 

Sec. 77. Every vessel from a foreign port or place must, under a 
penalty of not excetMling *50().00 for failun*, have on ]M)ard complete 
written or t yp(*written manifests of all her cargo, signed by the mas- 
ter. All of the cargo int(Mid<Ml to be landed at a port in the Philippine 
Archii)<»lago must Ix* descriJMMl in separate manifests for each portof 
call thcHMn. Kaeh manif(»st shall include the portof departure and 
th(» i)ort of d(»liv(»ry, with the marks, numbei's, quantity and descrip- 
tion of the jiackages and the names of the consignees thei-eof. Even* 
vessel from a foriMgn i)ort or place must have on board complete 
manifests of pass(Mig(»rs, immigrants and their baggage, in the pre- 
scrilM»d form, sett iug forth theirdestinat ion and all paiticulars require<l 
by the immigration law; and every such vessel shall have i>repared 
for ]>resentati()n to the proper customs official, upon arrival in ports 
of the Philippines, a complete list of all ship's stores then on boanl 
which must be certified thereto by the blaster thereof . The manifests 
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of cargoes for Philippine ports, if a vessel be from a port of the United 
States, must be certified by the Collector or Chief Customs Officer 
thereat; if from any other than a United States port, the manifests 
must be certified by the United States Consul or A^ent at such port; 
or if there be no Consul or Agent then by the Consul of any nation 
at peace with the United States; and if there be neither, then by the 
principal local authority of the port. 

filvery vessel entering Philippine ports from a foreign port must 
carrj' manifests as hereinl)efore provided whether she carries cargo, 
passengers or immigrants and their baggage, or not. If any such 
vessel does not carry cargo, passengers or immigrants, the manifests 
must t)e certified, as provided, with a statement that no cargo is carried 
from the port of departure to the port of destination in the Philippine 
Archipelago. Manifests in substantial compliance with these require- 
ments-shall be accepted, whether in English or in the language of the 
nation to which the vessel belongs. If in a language other than Eng- 
lish, the master must furnish the numlier of translated copies required 
by the Collector. 

Sec. 78. The master, consignee or agent of a vessel arriving in the 
Philippine Archipelago from a foreign port shall immediately after 
its arrival and before the vessel is entered at the custom house, mail 
to the Auditor for the Archipelago at Manila a true copy of the cargo 
manifest of the vessel for the port at which it may then be, and shall 
on entering the vessel make affidavit that he has mailed such copy 
and that the same is true and correct to the l)est of his knowledge 
and belief; and the master, agent or consignee of such foreign vessel 
shall also mail to said Auditor a true c*opy of any amended manifest 
filed on any post entry of the vessel, ever}' mailed copy of a manifest 
in another language must be accompanieil by an English translation 
thereof. If the master, consignee and agent all neglect or refuse to 
mail to the Auditor such required true copy and translati(m of the 
original manifest, or if they neglect or refuse to mail any such cor- 
rected or amended manifests as required by this section, the vessel 
shall be subject to the same fines and penalties fixed by law for failure 
to deliver the manifest of a foreign vessel to the Collector. 

Sec, 79. The master of every ves8<»l bound to a i)ort of the Philip- 
pine Archipelago, on arrival within four leagues of the coast or within 
the limits of any collection district in which the cargo or any part 
thereof is intended to be unladen, must prmluce all of his manifests 
for inspection to any officer of the customs who may first come on 
board the vessel and if required by said offic^er deliver to him a copy 
thereof, subscribed by said master. 

The officer, after the requisite examination and comparison of the 
originals and copies, shall certify on the originals to their production, 
and on the copies, if the same are reciuinil, to the fact of their agree- 
ment with the original, and shall forthwith transmit such copy or 
copies to the Collector of the district to which the merchandise may 
be consigned. 

Sec. S). The manifests shall also be produce<l for the inspection 
of the Customs Officer who shall first boanl the vessel after her arrival 
within any port of the Philippine Archipelago, and the pnxluction of 
the originals and delivery of the copy or copies shall be certified by 
Umt officer on the original manifests with the date of such production 
of the originals and receipt of copy or copies; and he shall transmit 
the copy or copies of the manifests to the Collector. The original

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manifests must be ready for production on demand, bnt a reasonable 
time will be allowed by the boarding officer for the preparation of 
copies. 

Sec. 81. The master, consignee or agent must on making entry of 
the vessel deliver to the Collector all of the original manifests cover- 
ing all of the cargo, passengers, immigrants and their ba^^c&ge on 
board of his vessel, and when a manifest for the port at which he may 
then be shall be produced to the Collector, not certified by the board- 
ing officer, he shall make oath that no officer has demanded or endorsed 
a manifest of the vessel. The manifest so produced shall in no case 
be changed or altered, except by means of a post entry which shall be 
made by the master, or, if the vessel has sailed, by the agent thereof, 
under oath and attached to the original entry, and by previously 
granted permission by the Collector. 

Sec. 82. If the master of a vessel laden with merchandise, and 
arriving from a foreign port, shall not, upon demand of the proper 
officer of the customs, produce to him the manifests and the required 
copies thereof, or shall not give a true account of the destination of 
such vessel, he shall, for every such neglect, refusal, or offense, be 
liable to a penalty of not more than five hundred dollars, in the dis- 
cretion of the Collector of Customs. 

Sec. 83. If the master of the vessel fails to comply with the forego- 
ing requirement's, the officer shall as soon as possible make a report 
thereof to the Collector of the district to which such vessel is consid- 
ered to bo bound. 

Sec. 84. A record shall be made and kept open to public inspection 
in ev(?ry custom house of the dates of arrival and entry of all vc^ssek. 

Sec. 85. Within twenty-four hours after the arrival of any vessel 
from a foreijrn port or place at any port of the Philippine Archipelago, 
or as soon thereafter as the houi-s of business at the Custom House 
will permit, the master, consignee or agent of the vessel is required 
to report the arrival then^of to the Collector; and exclusive of Sun- 
days and holidays, to make entry of the vessel by filing all of the 
manifests under oath at the Custom House in tlie prescribed form. 
Exe(»pt as otherwise^ l)rovided in this Act a vessel may depart, at the 
o[)tion of the master, after repoiii and befoixj expiration of forty-eight 
hours. 

If the master, consignee and agent all neglect or omit to report the 
arrival, or to make entry of the vessel, the vessel shall forfeit and pay 
for each offense the sum of one thousand dollars, or one dollar per net 
ton, in the discn^tion of the Collector. 

Any iKM'son bringing in a derelict vessel may take the mast^^r's oath, 
even if an alien. 

Sec. si>. At i)oits where quarantine is established, every vessel, 
Iwfore being p<»rniitte(l to enter, must present to the Collector satis- 
factory evidence either that said vessel had not at any time during a 
IH^riod of thirty days imm(»diately i)rece<ling its arrival, touched at or 
comnuinicated with any foreign port where cholera, bubonic plague, 
yellow fever or sinalli)ox was known to exist in an epidemic form; that 
th(»re had not Ihmmi at any time during that period any case of conta- 
gious <lis<»ase on board; and that said vessel d(K*s not convey any per- 
son or [)ei-s()ns, merchandise or animals affected with any infectious 
or contagious disease; or that the said vessel has been thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected by the quarantine officer, and is free from 
infection at the time of entry. 

The certificate to that effect of the medical oflicer of the Marine 
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Hospital Service, acting as quarantine officer for the United States at 
the port, or the certificate of the local quarantine officer where a 
mtfHlical officer of the Marine Hospital Service is not present, shall be 
accepted by the Collector as satisfactory evidence of the above. 

Sec. 87. The following is the form of oath to be made by the mas- 
ter, consignee or agent on making entry of the vessel :

Sec. 88. The master of every vessel of the Philippine Islands arriv- 
ing from a foreign port must state under oath that he has delivered 
at the proper foreign port all mails placed on board his vessel before 
her last clearance from the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 89. Surplus sea stores shall not be transferred to another ves- 
sel, except to a vessel of the same line in active service in the foreign 
trade, and then only wliere such stores are bona fide sea stores and 
not cargo. In such crises the transfer may be allowed, under the 
supervision of a customs officer. Surplus stores landed must be 
entered for immediate consumption, and not for warehouse, and are 
dutiable as imported merchandise. Tlie surplus sea stores of a vessel 
of the Philippine Islands shall Ix* dutiable on her changing from the 
foreign to the coasting trade. The decision of the Collector is final 
in regard to the i)ro[)('r allowance for amount of sea stores. 

Sec. 90. Before an entry is made of a vessel of the Philippine Islands 
or of the United States, t he register, clearance and other papers granted 
by the ollicersof the customs to the vessel at her lastportof de[)arture 
must be produced to tho C-ollector, and the register shall be retained 
by him until a clearance is granted. 

Sec. 91. Except as hereinbefore provided, the master of every for- 
eign vessel is re<iuir(Hl, at the time of entry, to produce to the Col- 
lector the registeror other docunu^nt in lieu the i-eof, together with the 
clearance and oth(»r pajKirs grant^^l by th<» officei's of the custcuns to 
his V(^ssel at the port of departure for the Philippine Islands, and, 
within forty-eight h(>ui*s after entrA% to deposit the same with the con- 
sul or vice-consul of the nation to which the vessel belongs, and to 
deliver to the Collector the certificate of that consulate that the |>aper8 
have been so deposited. 

For a failure to comply with this r(»quirement the master of the 
vessel so olTending shall be liabh^ to a iM^nality of not less than $1(H), 
nor more than J?i^()(M), in th(^ discretion of the Collector. 

Th(» papers thus lodged with the Consul shall not be returned to 
the master of the vessel until the ])roduction by him to the Consul of 
a elearanee ])y the Collector of the port where the vessel has been 
entered; or the Consul may sign and deliver the papers to the Col- 
lector of Customs within forty -eight hours in advance of the expected 
time of clearance, in order that the pajn^rs may be delivered to the 



(' luHert the name of the place from which the veesel last sailed. 
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master of the vessel by the Collector of Customs upon the granting of 
the clearance, vrithout further delay. 

Sec. 92. Collectors shall not i)ermit any vessel arriving within a 
collection district of the Philippine Islands to make entry or break 
bulk until the master, consignee or agent of the vessel shall have made 
oath that he has been ever since her arrival, and is, read}' to deliver 
to the postmast-er of the nearest post-office, all letters on board of such 
vessel destined for that port, under a penalty not exceeding one 
hundred dollars. Collectors are authorized to examine and search 
vessels for letters which may \ye on board, or carried contrary' to law. 
A receipt shall be taken by the master, consignee or agent from the 
postmaster or his representative stating when the letter bags were 
delivennl at the postoffice, and certifying to the c<mdition of the seals 
at that time. 

Sec. 93. It shall not l)e necessary for the master of any vessel of 
war or vessel employed by any foreign government to rei)ort and enter 
on arrival in the Philippine Islands unless engage<l in the transporta- 
tion of merchandise in the way of trade. 

Sec\ 94. If a vessel, arriving from a foreign port within i\w limits 
of a collection district, shall depart or attempt to depart l)efore entr>^ 
shall l>e made, the master shall be liable to a penalty not to exceed 
four hundred dollars ($400), in the discretion of the Collector; and 
the Collector or Surveyor, or the commander of any revenue cutter is 
authorized to arrest and bring back such vessel to the most convenient 
port. This penalty shall not be incurred if it shall be made to appear 
to the satisfaction of the Collector that such departure was occasioned 
by stress of weather, pursuit or duresH of enemies, or other necessity. 

Sec. 95. Vessels may proceed with any merchandise brought by 
them into the Philippine Islands which shall appear in the nmnifest 
to be destined for any foreign port, but the Collector may in his dis- 
cretion require a bond in a sum equal to the amount of the duties 
upon the said merchandise, if the same shall l>e liable to duty, con- 
ditioned that the merchandise shall not l>e landed within the Philip- 
pine Islands unless the entry thereof shall 1>e first made and the duties 
thereon paid or secured, which bond shall 1h' taken for the same period 
and cancelleil in the same manner as bonds taken on exi>ortation of 
merchandise from warehouse. 

LANDIN(i OF (CARGOES. 

Sec. 9G. If merchandise be brought into the Philippine Islands in 
a vessel from a foreign port, and specified in a manifest at the first 
port of arrival as destined for other collection districts of the Philip- 
pine Archipelago, the importing vessel may procee<l with the same 
from district to district in onler to the landing or delivery thereof, 
the duties on such goods only as are landed or delivereil in any dis- 
trict to be paid or secured in such district. The Collector may, in his 
discretion, require a bond in a sum equal to the amount of the duties 
upon such merchandise, conditional that said merchandise shall be 
landed and entered at the ports of destination as shown by the mani- 
fest, and duties thereon paid, or secured to be paid, whi<*h bond may 
be taken for a reasonable time not exceeding six months, to l>e fixed 
by the Collector, and cancelled in the same manner as a bond taken 
on exportation of merchandise from warehouse. 

Before such vessel shall so depart, if the departure be not within 
forty-eight hours after arrival, the master, consignee or indent \& 
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required to obtain from the Collector a certified copy of the report 
and manifest, or manifests, on which must be endorsed a statement of 
the quantity and particulars of the goods landed within his collection 
district, or of the goods remaining on board upon which duties are to 
be paid or secured in some other district, and also obtain a permit to 
proceed to the otlier collection district to finish unlading. 

Sec. 07. Within twenty-four hours after the arrival of the vessel in 
another collection district, the masti^r, consignee or agent is required 
to report to the Collector of such district, exhibiting the certified 
copy of his lii*st report, t^)gether with a certificate as aforesaid from 
tlie Collector of each district within which any of the merchandise 
brought in such vessel sliall have l)een landed, stating the quantity' 
and particulars thereof. 

Sec. 98. A penalty of not moi'e than $500.00, in the discretion of 
the Collector, shall l>e imposed upcm the vessel whose master, con- 
signee and agent all fail to obtain a copy of his report from tlie Col- 
lector at the i)ort of departure, or any certificat-e which is thus required 
to he obtained, or to exliibit the same to the Collector of any other 
district, to which the vessel may afterwards proceed, within twenty- 
f(mr hours after arrival. 

Sec. 99. The master of a vessel bringing ballast of no mercantile 
value may obtain a permit to discharge the same on making oath as 
to what the ballast consists of, that it is of no appreciable value, and 
tliat it was not brouglit to tlie port as merchandise. And thereupon 
the Collectoi' may issue a permit to the inspector in charge of said 
vessel for such unlading if upon examination the facts so appear. 

Sec. 100. Except as otherwise expi'essly provided by this act and 
except in such cases as tlie Insular Collector may by regulation other- 
wise prescrilH*, all unlading or ti'anshipment of the cargo of vessels 
from foreign ports which do not discharge at a wharf must Ikj by 
bonded or (iovcrnmcnt lighters. 

SE(\ 101. Wli(»n(»vcr a vessel from a foreign port is compelled by 
stress of weather or other necessity to i)ut into any other i)ort than 
that of h(»r destination, the mastc^r, or in his absence or inability to 
act, the [MM'son next in command, within twenty-four hours after 
arrival, shall make protest in the usual form upon oath before i\ duly 
authoriz(Hl jMM-son, s(»tting forth the causes or circumstances of such 
necessity. This protest, if not made In^fore the Collector, must be 
produc(»d to him and a copy thereof lodged with him. 

The master of such vcss(»l shall make report to the (Collector within 
forty-eight hours after arrival, and if it a])p(»ars to the Collector by the 
ccrtifK'ate of the Surv(»yor or Acting Surv(\vor, or if there be no such 
ofliccrs, l)y the (»(»rtificat(» of two reputable merchants, to ])e uame<l 
by tin* Collector, that it is necessary to unlade the vessel, the Collector 
shall grant a ])ermit and detail an insiMH'tor to supervise the unlading; 
and tlie merchandise so unladen will be stored under custody of the 
Colle<*tor. 

At the r<MiU(\st of the mast<»r of tin* vess(»l, or of the owner thereof, 
tlu* Colh^ctor shall grant permission to enter and pay the duties on, 
and dispose of, such j)art of the cargo as may l>e of a perishable nature, 
or as may he nc^cessary to defray the exjwnses attending tlie vessel. 
And if the d(*liv(»ry of the cargo do not agree with the master's re|)ort, 
an<l the difTerence 1h> not satisfactorily explained, the master will 
b(»com(» subject to the penalties i»rovided in the case of ordinar}' 
imiK)rtations. 

The cargo, or the residue thereof, may be reladen on l>oard the vessel, 
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under the inspection of an officer, and the vessel may proceed with 
the same to her destination, subject only to the charge for storing and 
safe-keeping of the merchandise and the fees for entrance and 
clearance. 

Sec. 102. In case a vessel is prevented from reaching her port of 
destination by shallow water or other obstructions, or by reason of 
mfcrine casualty, application must be made, through the Collector, to 
the Insular Collector for permission to discharge the cargo at a con- 
venient port, to be forwarded to its port of destination. On receipt 
of such permission, the cargo may be so forwarded, accompanied with 
manifests showing the part of the cargo so conveyed by other means 
of transport, duly certified by the officer who superintended its 
transhipment. 

Sec. 103. When vessels are wrecked in the waters of the Philippine 
Islands, application must be made to the Insular Collector by the 
original owners or consignees of the cargo, or by the underwrit/crs, in 
case of abandonment to them, for permission to forward the goods 
saved from the wreck to the ports of destination, in other convey- 
ances, without entry at the Custom House in the district in which the 
merchandise was cast ashdre or unladen. On receipt of such per- 
mission, the merchandise may be so forwarded, with particular mani- 
fests thereof, duly certified by the customs officer in charge of the 
goods. 

Sec. 104. If, after the arrival of any vessel, bound to the Philippine 
Islands from a foreign port, within the limits of any collection dis- 
trict of the Philippine Archipelago, or within four leagues of the coast 
thereof, any part of the cargo of such vessel shall be unladen before 
her arrival at her port of destination and without authority from the 
proper officers of the customs, the master of such vessel and the per- 
son next in command shall respectively be liable to a i)enalty of 
$1,000.00 for each offense; and the merchandise so unladen, except 
in the case of accident, necessity or stress of weather, shall be seized 
and forfeited. When such unlading occurs from these unavoidable 
causes and the master with two or more of the officers and mariners 
of the vessel shall make oath of the facts l)efore the Collector of the 
district within which the casualty occurred, or before the Collector of 
the first district at which such vessel shall afterwards arrive, if the 
casualty occurred within four leagues of the coast and without the 
limits of any collection district, the penalty will not be incurrc^d. 

Sec. 105. If the merchandise so unladen be transferred to any 
other vessel, except in the case of accident, necessity, or stress of 
weather, to be proved as above required, the master in charge of the 
receiving vessel, and every other person aiding and assisting, shall 
each forfeit and pay treble the value of said merchandise, and the ves- 
sel shall also be forfeited. 

Sec. 106. Merchandise brought in a vessel from a foreign port 
shall not be unladen or deliv^ered from such vessel but in open day, 
except by special permission from the Collector. Upon the issuing of 
a general order, the Collector may grant a special permission to unlade 
cargo at night, upon condition that the vessel shall be held liable for 
all losses which may be occasioned by reason of the granting of such 
permission. When such permits are granted a uniform and reasona- 
ble compensation shall be allowed to inspectors for their services, to 
be paid through the Collector by the person accommodated. 

SSC. 107. When merchandise remains on board a vessel after the 
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expiration of legal time for discharging the same, the Collector nay 
take possession thereof. 

The legal time allowed shall be as follows: 

Vessels of less than 300 tons, eight working days after entry. Ves- 
sels of 300 tons and less than 800 tons, twelve working dayB after 
entr}^ Vessels of 800 tons and upwards, fifteen working days after 
entry. 

The working days of a vessel shall be compnted by excluding the 
date of entrj', legal holidays and stormy days when, in the opinion of 
the Collector, discharge of cargo is impracticable. 

All merchandise found on board at the expiration of these periods, 
not reported for transhipment to some other district or some foreign 
port or place, may be taken possession of by the Collector. But with 
the consent of the owner or consignee, or of the owner or master of 
the vessel, such merchandise may be taken possession of after one 
day's notice to the Collector of such consent. One working day must 
intervene between the giving of the notice and the obtaining of the 
order to discharge. 

Sec. 108. In the case of a regular steamship line possessing a wharf 
properly enclosed and guarded, discharged merchandise may be per- 
mitted by the Collector to remain on such wharf not to exce^ed forty- 
eight hours from final discharge upon such company giving a bond of 
indemnity to the Government of the Philippine Islands in such amount 
and with such sureties as the Insular Collector may by regulation 
prescribe. 

Sec. 109. When it shall appear by the bill of lading that any por- 
tion of a cargo is deliverable immediately after the entry of the vessel, 
the Collector may at once take possession of such merchandise and 
deposit the same in a general order warehouse, but if it does not so 
appear from the bills of ladinj?, on request of the master or consignee 
of any vessel, and one da} 's notice, the Collector may take like pos- 
session of the merchandise on board any vessel arriving in his district. 
In case the vessel Ix^ laden with salt, coal, and similar bulky articles, 
the Collector may grant an extension of time, upon the deposit with 
him 1)\' tlie master or owniM* of the vessel of a sum equal to the wages 
of the inspectors or gnards in charge for each day's service in excess 
of the limitation ; and if, by reason of the delivery of the cargo in other 
districts, the limitation is exceeded, the compensation of the inspect- 
ors or guards, in charge, shall be ])aid for every day's excess; and 
l)efor(» clearance shall be grantc^d to such vessel, the inspectors or 
guards must riMider an acreount in duplicate for the amount due for 
overtime, one copy to be dt^liveivd to the consignee or master of the 
veas(»l and the other to the Collector. 

The master of a v(»ss(»l laden exclusively either with coal, rice, salt, 
hid(»s, dye-wood, crude or refined petroleum, or other cargo in bullc 
consigned to one consignee, arriving at a port for orders, may be per- 
mitted to d<»stin<» su<'h cargo or <letermine its disposition "for orders," 
ujxm entering tlie vess<»l at th«» (histom House, and, within fifteen da\s 
afterward, and liefore the unloading of any part of thecargo, to amend 
the manif(*st by d<\signat ing the actual port of <lischarge of such cargi>. 
In the event of failun* todesignatethe port of discharge within fifteen 
days, such <?argo must be discharged at the port where the vessel 
entered. 

Sec. no. Vessels arriving at a port of entry in the Philippine 
Island.s, laden with coal, lumlKM*, grain, flour, petroleum, salt, rail- 
road iron, and other artich's in hulk may proceed to places within 
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their coUectioii district to be specially designated by the the lusular 
Collector, under the superintendence of customs officers, at the 
expense of the parties interested, for the purpose of unlading. 

CHAPTER IX. 
FOREIGN CLEARANCES. 

Sec. 111. Before a clearance shall be granted to any vessel bound 
to A foreign port, it must be shown by the discharging officer's return 
that all the cargo imported in the vessel has been duly discharged or 
accounted for, and the master, consignee or agent shall file with the 
Collector an outward manifest, in the prescribed form under oath, of 
all the cargo laden on board, and mail a true copy thereof to the Insu- 
lar Auditor at Manila, which manifest and copy must specify the time, 
quantities, values and destination of all such cargo and must agree 
with the export entries filed by the several shippers. If the master, 
consignee and agent all fail to file such outward manifest or mail said 
copy, the vessel shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding ♦500. 

The clearance granted by the Collector for a vessel and her cargo 
need not specify the particulars thereof, unless required by the mas- 
ter or other person in charge or command of the vessel. 

The manifest of cargo must be verified by the oath or affirmation of 
the master, as follows:

And I further swear (or affirm) that I 
have mailed to the Insular Auditor at Manila a true and exact copy 
of this manifest, and if any other goods, wares or merchandise shall 

be laden or put on board the said previous to her sailing from 

tiiia port, I will immediately report the same to the said Collector 
and Insular Auditor. I do also swear (or affirm) that I verily Ix^lieve 
tiie duties on all the foreign merchandise and the duties and charges 
on all domestic merchandise therein specified have been paid, or 
secured, according to law, and that no part thereof is intended to be 
relanded within the Philippine Islands, and that if, by distress or 
other unavoidable accident, it shall become necessary to reland the 
same, I will forthwith make a just and true report thereof to the Col- 
lector of Customs of the district wherein such distress or accident 
may happen.

Sec. 112. Before the clearance of a vessel under the protection of 
the Govemment of the Philippine Islands bound on a lot^v^^N^^^.^^^ 
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the master must file under oath a list of the names, places of birth 
and residence, and a description of the persons who compose his crew; 
and the Collector shall deliver to him a certified copy of such list 
without erasure or interlineation. 

The master of every vessel bound on a foreign voyage shall exhibit 
the certified copy of the list of the crew to the first boarding officer at 
the first port in the Philippine Islands at which he shall arrive on his 
return, and also produce the persons named therein to the boarding 
officer, whose duty it shall be to examine the men with such list and 
report the sauie to the Collector; and it shall be the duty of the Col- 
lector at the port of arrival, where the same is different from the port 
from which the vessel originally sailed, to transmit a copy of the list 
so reported to him to the Collector of the port from which such vessel 
originally sailed. For each failure to produce any person on the cer- 
tified copy of the list of the crew, the master and owner shall be sever- 
ally liable to a penalty of not exceeding four hundred dollars; but 
such penalties shall not be incurred on account of the master not pro- 
ducing to the first boarding officer any of the persons contained in the 
list who may have been discharged in a foreign country with the con- 
sent of the consul, vice-consul, commercial agent or vice-commercial 
agent of the United States theix) residing, certified in writing, under 
his hand and official seal, to be produced to the Collector with the 
other iK^raons composing the crew, nor on account of any such person 
djing or absconding, or being forcibly impressed into other 8er\'ioe, 
of which satisfactory i)ro()f shall also be exhibited to the Collector. 

Sec. 113. A master bound for a foreign port must make oath that 
he will not receive nor convey any letters or other packets which have 
not been regularly posted and rec(»ived from the postoffic« at the port 
of depai'tui'e, except lett(»rs or l(»tter ])ackets relating to the cargo and 
addressed to tlio owner or consignee of the vessel, and letters or letter 
j)Hckots enclosed in i)r()perly stamped envelopes of sufficient denomi- 
nation to cover tlie postage. Tlie Collector or other officer shall 
re(iuir(^ from the niHst(>r, as a condition of clearance, an oath or affir- 
mation that lio has not un(l(»r his care, or within his control, and will 
not r<'C(Mv<' or convey any letters or letter i)ackets in violation of this 
provision. 

Sec. 111. Coll(»ctors are required to detain any vessel manifestly 
built for warlik<» ])nrposes and about to (lej)art from the Philippine 
Islands with a cargo consisting principally of arms and munitions of 
war, when the number of men shipped on boaitl, or other circum- 
stances, r(»n(ler it j)rohal)le that such vessel is int<^nded to l)e employe<l 
by the owner or own(M*s to cruise or commit hostilities uiK)n the sul>- 
jects, (Mtizens, or property of an}' foreign prince or stat^, or of any 
colony, <listri(*t or pe()j)le with whom the United States are at jx^ace, 
until the (l(»cision of th(^ Civil (rovernorof the Islands b(^ liiul thereon, 
or until the owner or ownei*s shall give Iwmd or security, in double 
the value of the v(»ss(»l and cargo, that she will not be so employtMl, if 
in the discretion of the Collector of Customs such l)ond will prevent 
th(» violation of th(» provisions of this se(*tion. 

Sec. 115. Mast<M's of foreign steam vessels clearing without paissen- 
gers are reciuircd to make oath as follows:

CHAPTER X. 
COASTWISE TRADE. 

Sec. 117. Collectors of Customs may issue a certificate of protection 
entitling the vessel to which it is issued to the protection and flag of 
the United States in all ports and on the high seas, if the vessel is 
owned by : 

ia) A citizen of the United States residing in the Philippine Islands; 
b) A native inhabitant of the Philippine Islands upon taking the 
oath of allegiance to the United States; 

(a) A resident of the Philippine Islands before April 11, 1899, hith- 
erto a subject of Spain, upon abjuring his allegiance to the crown of 
Spain and taking the oath of allegiance to the United States. 

Sec. 118. The master and the watch officers of a vessel to which a 
certificate of protection is issued shall be citizens of the Ignited States, 
or shall take the oath of allegiance to the United States, provided that 
the Civil Governor of the Philippine Islands may in his discretion in 
special cases waive this rt^quirement in whole or in part. 

Sec. 1 19. Such certificate of protection shall entitle the vessel to the 
same privileges and subject it to the same disabilities as are prescribed 
in Article XX of the Consular Regulations of the United States of 
189t>,« for American or foreign built vessels transferred abroad tociti- 
sens of the United States.

CLASSIFICATION OF VESSELS. 
CLASS a. 

Sec. 122. Vessels of ('lass {a) will have been acquired by purchase 
])y American citizens. 

In such eases, before issuing: a certificate, the officer of the customs 
shall n^cpiin* satisfactory proof that the a])plicant is a citizen of the 
rnit«Ml States. He shall also requin* tlie applic^int to make oath of 
his citizenship, and of the manner in which it was acquired. 

He shall re(|uire the applicant to produce the bill of sale, witha 
copy of the same. 
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He shall satisfy himself that the sale is made in good faith, and if 
he is satisfied that the sale is fictitious or is for the purpose of secur- 
ing the protection and use of the flag of the United States for a ves- 
sel owned by one who is not a citizen or does not intend to remain in 
allegiance to the United States, he shall refuse to grant the certificate. 

If satisfied of the citizenship of the applicant and of the bona fides 
of the sale, he shall file the oath of citizenship and the copy of Die bill 
of sale. He shall make record of the original bill of sale in his ofiice, 
authenticate its execution, and deliver to the purchaser a certificate 
to that effect, certifying also that the owner is a citizen of the United 
States. 

CLASS b. 

Sec. 123. Vessels of Class (b) will be such as were owned by native 
inhabitants of the Philippine Islands before the Islands were ceded 
to the United States on April 11, 1899, or such as may have been or 
may be acquired by purchase since that date by such inhabitants. 

In !>oth such cases, before issuing a certificate the officer of the 
customs shall require satisfactory proof that the applicant w^as a 
native inhabitant of the Philippine Islands on April 11, 1899, and 
shall require him to take oath of allegiance to the United States in 
the presence of witnesses, native inhabitants of the islands. 

In the case of a vessel purchased since April 11, 1899, by a native 
inhabitant, he shall require the applicant to pi*oduce the bill of sale, 
with a copy of the same, and proceed as prescribed in the case of the 
sale of a vessel to an American citizen, satisfying himself of and 
certifying to the oath of allegiance, instead of the citizenship of the 
applicant. 

class c. 

Sec. 124. Vessels of Class (c) will l)e such as were owned by Spanish 
subjects, natives of the Peninsula, residents of the Philippine Islands 
before April 11, 1899, who have taken the oath of allegiance to the 
United States, or such as may have been or may l)e acquired by pur- 
chase since that date by such Spanish subjects. 

In both such cases, l)efore issuing a certificate the officer of the 
customs shall require satisfactory proof that the applicamt was a 
Spanish subject, native of the Peninsula, and resident of the Philip- 
pine Islands before April 11, 1899, and that he has taken the oath of 
allegiance to the United Staites in the presence of witnesses. 

In the case of a vessel owned by a Spanish subject In^fore April 11, 
1890, native of the Peninsula, the officer of the customs shall procc<Hl 
as in the case of a vessel owned by a native inhabitant before April 
11, 1899. 

In case of a vessel pun;hased since April 11, 1899, by a Spanish 
subject, he shall require the applicant to pnxluce the bill of sale, with 
a copy of the same, and proceeil as prescribed in the case of the sale 
of a vessel to an American citizen, satisfying himself of and certifying 
to the oath of allegiance, instead of the citizenship of the applicant. 

Sec. 125. Before issuing the certificate, the officer of the customs 
shall require the gross and net tonnage of the vessel to be ascertained, 
and shall insert the same in the description of the vess4*l in the cer- 
tificate from the foreign registers or other marine doi*unients under 
which vessels have hitherto been navigating. 

Sbc. 126. Before issuing the certificate, the officer of the customs 
diall require the master and the watch officers of the vessel io take 
the oath of allegiance to the United States. 
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Evidence that the master or any of the watch officers is a citizen of 
the United States will be accepted in lieu of such oath on the part of 
said master or watch officer. 

Officers of the customs shall, wherever practicable, afford oppor- 
tunities for the crew of a vessel to which a certificate has been issued, 
to take the oath of allegiance to the United States. 

Sec. 127. The Insular Collector is authorized at any time, upon it 
appearing to him that any certificate of protection issued under these 
regulations or under preceding ones, or any certificate of American 
ownership heretofore issued by a consul of the United States in the 
Philippine Islands, was illegally and improperly issued, to cancel the 
same, and the vessel for which such certificate was issued shall there- 
upon no longer be entitled to the protection and fiag of the United 
States. He shall report action in each case, through the usual officinl 
channels, to the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 128. The officer of the customs shall not issue a certificate 
until he is satisfied by inspection that the vessel is engaged in legiti- 
mate trade; and the officer of the customs may at any time direct any 
examination of the owner, master, crew, passengers, cargo or vessel 
which ho may deem nec^essary to satisfy himself that the vessel is in 
legitimate trade, and is entitled to the certificate. 

Sec. 129. The officer of th(» customs to whom the master of a vessel 
under the certificate herein j)rovided may apply for a clearance to a 
foreign port, shall advise the niiister of his duty to report to the 
United States consul at that port if there be one. 

Sec. 130. Should any vessel for which a certificate is issued desire 
clearance to the United States, the proper officer of the customs shall 
advise the owner or master of the provisions of sections 2497, 4210 
and 4225, of the R(»vis(Ml Statutes of the United Stakes." 

Sec. 131. Each certificate of protection shall be signed by the Insu- 
lar Colh^ctor. It shall also he signt»d by the Collector of Customs 
who issues it. A copy of such c<'rtificate shall be transmitted as soon 
as ])racticable by the Collector of Customs issuing it to the Insular 
Colh^'tor. 

Sec. 132. As soon as practicable after the close of each month, the 
Insular Collector shall transmit toth(* Secretary of War an abstract 
of all certificates issu(Ml durinji: th(» preceding month. Such abstract 
shall recite th<^ following particulars:

Sec. 133. The right to engage in the coastwise trade of the Philip- 
pine Archipelago is limited to vessels possessing the certificate of pro- 
t«ection hereinbefore described, which have also been granted the 
license hereinafter described. 

Sec. 134. The coastwise trade shall be under the general control 
and supervision of the Insular Collector, and under the direct super- 
vision of collectors of customs at the sub-j)orts of entry within their 
respective collection districts. 

Sec. 135. All vessels of the class designated in section 117 of this 
Act shall, prior to engaging in the coastwise trade, and annually 
thereafter, take out a license therefor. This license shall be issued 
by the collectors of customs at the ports of entry, and for each license 
issued a fee of one dollar for each ton of registered tonnage of the 
vessel shall be charged. But two forms of license will bo issued; the 
first for vessels engaged in the general trade of the Arc^liipelago, and 
the second for vessels or small craft trading only within a particular 
section of the Islands. Vessels having the first form of license will 
be required to pay fees prescribed by Chapter XXII of this Act. Ves- 
sels having the second form of this license will be exempt from this 
requirement. 

Sec. 136. The master of every vessel licensed for carrying on the 
coasting trade shall, previous to the departure of su(fh vessel from the 
port where she may then be, make out and subscrilx* duplicate mani- 
fests of the whole of the cargo on board such vessel, specifying in 
such manifests the marks and numbers of packages, and the names 
of the respective consignees. He shall deliver such manifest to the 
Collector or other customs official duly authorized, ln^fore whom he 
shall swear to the best of his knowledge and belief that the goods 
therein contained, if foreign, were imported legally and that the 
duties thereon have been paid or secured. Thereupon the said Col- 
lector or customs official shall certify the same on the manifests, one 
of which he shall return to the master with a j)ermit specifying 
thereon, generally, the lading on l)oard such vessel, and autliorizing 
him to proceed to his port of destination, retaining the duplicate. 

If any vessel, being laden, and destined as mentioned in this sec- 
tion, shall depart from the port where she may then l)e without the 
master having first made out and submitted duplicate manifests of 
the lading on board such vessel in the form and manner pres<Tibed 
herein, such master shall be liable to a i)enalty of not mon' than one 
hundred dollars, nor less than ♦5.00, or tl.OO per net ton, in the dis- 
cretion of the Collector. c 

Sec. 137. The master of every vessel licensed for carrying on coast- 
ing trade shall, previous to the unlading of any part of the cargo of 
such vessel, deliver to the Collector of Customs or other customs offi- 
cial rsBiding at the port of unlading, or, if there be none such, to the 
Collector of Customs or other customs official residing within five 
miles thereof by navigable water, the manifest of the cargo certified 
by the Collector of Customs or other customs official of the port from 
whence die sailed. Thereupon the Collector of Customs or other cus- 
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toms official shall grant a permit for unlading a part or the whole of 
such cargo as the master or commander may request. If there is no 
collector of customs or other customs official residing at or within five 
miles by navigable water of the port of her arrival, the master of the 
vessel may proceed to discharge the lading from on board such vessel^ 
provided he has received ijcrmission from competent authority at the 
port of sailing to enter and discharge cargo at such port; and shall

and to which h<» is bound, with an account of his lading; and every 
master who neglects or refuses to do so, shall be liable to a penalty of 
not more than one hundred dollars, or $1.00 per net ton, in the dis- 
cretion of the (Collector. 

Skc. 1.']1). \o merchandise shall be transported by water, under pen- 
alt i<'S luMMMnafter prescribed, from one port of the Philippine Islands 
to another ])ort of the Philipi)ine Islands either directly or via a for- 
eign i)ort, or for any i)artof the voyage, in any other vessel than those 
deseribiKl in section 117 of this Act. But this section shall not he 
constru(Ml to prohibit the sailing of any foreign vessel from one jwrt 
of (»ntry to another jmrtof entry in the Philippine Islands: providnl, 
that no ni(M(*handise other than that imi)orted in such vessel from a 
foreign port, which shall not have been unladen, or an export cargo 
for foHMgn ])ort or i)orts, which has been proi)erly manifested, shall 
be carried on such voyage. 

Sfx\ 140. Pa.ss<»ng<M's shall not 1m» received at (me Philippine port 
for another Philii)pine j)ort by a vessel not licensed for the coasting 
trade, exc(»i)t ui)on special iM»rniission i)reviously granteil by the Insu- 
lar Collector, when, in his opinion, the proj)er conduct of the public 
business n<»cessitates the same; but j)assengers arrivingupon a foreign 
vessel from a for<»ign port may continue their voyage to the port of 
destination by the sanu^ vessel. 

Sec. 141. Owners of small boats of a capacity of less than fifteen 
gross tons who wish to engag<» in h)cal trade, may, upon application 
to the neaivst collector of customs or subdistrict inspector of customs, 
and on taking the oath of alh^giance to the United States, be granted 
a license for one year, authorizing the vessel holding it to engage in 
coast traflic, they paying for the license one dollar per ton for each 
ton of the vessel's gross tonnage, the minimum fee to be in any case 
one dollar. Hefon* delivering the license, the officer issuing the same 
will cause the vess<»l forwlii(rhit. is issued to be conspicuously marked, 
on some lixed part of the vessel, by bu rning or pain ting with the name 
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of the boat, name of the port at which licensed, and the number of 
the license. 

Sec. 142. When licenses issued in accordance with the preceding 
section of this Act are renewed without an intervening period, the 
vessels shall retain theii* original numbers as marked thereon, and the 
new licenses issued shall be given the same numbers as the original 
(expired) licenses, which shall be surrendered and cancelled. These 
licenses shall distinctly specify in the body of the same the points 
between which said vessel is allowed to trade. These points will be 
fixed by the officer issuing' the license, and will not exceed one hun- 
dred miles on each side of the home port of the vessel to which the 
license is issued. 

Sec. 143. The customs officer inniiing the license last aforesaid will 
also supply to the owner thereof a book which shall be designated a 
"Roll," which book shall have a printed page conforming to the 
following form:

Sbc. 145. Clearances of the boats last alwve referrt^d to shall in all 
caaee be made to a definite port or ports, and must be signed by 
iniipeetors of customs or local presidentes at the port entered and 
cleared from. 

Skc. 146. Holders of these licenses will Ih» permitted to enter any 
port within the limits specifie<l in their license, and should there be 
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no iiispector of customs at any of the ports so entered, the local Presi- 
dente shall act in that capacity, and for his services may charge the 
owner or master of the vessel ten cents or its equivalent in local 
currency. 

Sec. 147. No vessel having a license of the character named in the 
last preceding six sections, shall enter or leave a port without report- 
ing to the Inspector of Customs or local Presidente, and- being prop- 
erly cleared therefrom; and no fees shall be charged for said vesseFs 
entrance or clearan(*e except as are herein provided. 

Sec. 148. The license provided for above shall be issued on a special 
form, to l>e furnished by the Insular Collector. 

Sec. 140. Collectors of Customs are authorized at any time, upon it 
appearing to them that any license issued under the provisions of 
this Act or under the x)receding provisions governing the issuance 
thereof, was illegally and improperly issued, to cancel the same and 
the vessel holding the license so cancelled shall be prohibited from 
entenng the (*oastwise trade until it shall again be licensed to do so. 

Sec. 150. Any vessel found engaged In the coasting trade of the 
Philippine Islands without l>eing Bx>ecially authorized thereto in the 
manner herein specified, shall, if laden with merchandise of the growth, 
proiluct and manufacture of the Philippine Islands only, or in ballast, 
if of five tons burden or less, bo liable to a penalty of not less than five 
nor more than one hundred dollars ; if of more than five tons burden and 
less than twtMily tons, she shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
ten nor nioro than five hundred dollars, and if of twenty tons burden 
or upwards, to a penalty of not less than fifty nor more than one

Should any goods or merchandise be found on any vessel 
in the croastwise trade for which proper manifest has not Ix^en deliv- 
ered to the customs officials, such goods or merchandise shall he su1>- 
ject to seizure and the master of the vessel on which said goods or 
merchandise are found shall be liable to a penalty of not more than 
$500.00 and the vessel shall be held until the penalty imposed on the 
master has lieen satisfied. 

Sec. 155. The Insular Collector is hereby authorized to promulgate 
such regulations and instructions for the government of vessels 
engaged in the coastwise trade as may be necessary to carry^ the pro- 
visions of this act into effect. 

Sec. 156. Discretion is hereby confeiTed upon the Insular Collector, 
subject to the approval of the Civil Governor, to relieve from duty 
any officer of the United States Army or Navy still acting under detail 
as customs official, and to substitute in his stea<l the Presidente of the 
municipality or other person who, in the judgment of the Insular Col- 
lector, can dis<»harge the duties of insi>ector of customs, at a cost of 
not exceeding fifteen dollars jwr' month, to be fixed by the Insular 
Colle<*tor. Provided, that when a presidente is so api>ointed, the 
amount so fixed 1)y the Insular Collector shall l)e in addition to his 
regular emoluments as a municipal officer.

CHAPTER XI. 

ENTRY OF IMPORTED MERCHANDISE. 

Sec. 157. All imiKirtetl merchandiw* must Iw entenHl at the CuHU)m 
Hou8(^ of the i>ort of arrival, either for c(msumption or in lK)nd, by 
the person holding the bill of lading which names him oh the con- 
signee, or a bill of lading endorsed to his onler by the consignei^ 
named therein. A banker hohiing a bill of lading as s(H;urity for 
advances of money may transfer the same, by endorsement, to the 
actual importer. Underwriters shall Ih» recognizcMl as consignees of 
merchandise abandoneil to them, an<l salvors as consigncvs of mer- 
chandise found by them dereli(*t at sea. 

A consignee holding a bill of Imling <lrawn t^) his order or assigns, 
may transfer the same to any iH^rson who can lawfully nmke tlx** 
required declaration on entry, and the holder of a bill of la<ling 
drawn in blank **to order" and endorseil by the shipiK^r or consignor 
may make entr}" of the men»handise spi'cifieil therein uiMm <iuly 
endorsing the same. 

Sec. 158. Merchandise of which entr}- is not jwrfect^Ml at the expi- 
ration of the period allowed by law for the <liscliarge of cargo of the 
importing vessel may be taken |M>ssession of by the Collector as 
unclaimed, and placed in store to be dispose<l of iK*cording to law. 

Unless otherwise specially provided by law, duties shall a<*crue uinm 
imported merchandise on arrival of the imiM)rting vessel within the 
jurisdictional waters of a |K)rt of entry with intent to unlade. 

Sec. 159. Entries in l)ond may Ikd made for placing the men*handise 
in warehouse, or for its constructive warehousing and immediate 
transportation toother iK>rts of the Ar(!hii)elago without appraisi^ment, 
or for constructive warehousing and imme<liate cxiH>rtation, and mer- 
chandise in warehouse may be withdrawn either for consumption, 
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exportation, or for transportatiou to another port of the Archipelaga 
Two of these objects may, in some cases, be combined in one with- 
drawal. Whenever goods are so transported in bond without appraifle- 
ment, they must be consigned to the care of the Collector at the port 
of destination, who will allow entry to l>e made at his port by the 
actual consignee. 

Sec. 160. Entries shall be in duplicate, in writing, according to 
prescribed form; and shall be signed by the importer or his duly 
authorized agent, and shall declare the names of the importing vessel 
and her master, her port of departure, and date of arrival, the num- 
ber and marks of packages, or the quantity, if in bulk, and the nature 
of the merchandise contained therein ; also the value thereof as set 
forth in an invoice to be presented in duplicate with the entry, with 
all costs incidentiil to placing the same, packed, ready for shipment 
to the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 161. The description on the entry of the merchandise shall he 
in terms of tariff laws and in the currency of the invoice, and the 
values of the several classes of merchandise shall be separately placed 
un(l(M* their respective rates of duty, as claimed by the importer, and 
the totals of each class duly shown. The rates of duty thus stated 
on the entry shall be advisory onlj% and shall not govern the Collect- 
or's (*lassifi cation for the assessment of duty. 

Sec. 162. Pantries of merchandise covered by one invoice maybe 
made simultaneously for both consumption and warehouse. Where 
an intent to export the merchandise is shown by the bill of ladingand 
invoice, the whole or a part of an invoice (not less than one package) 
may be entered for ** wai'ehouse and immediate exportation." In this 
case the Collector may designates the vessel in which the merchandise 
is laden as c(mstructively a ** warehouse," in order to facilitate the 
<lir<»c*t transfer of the goods to the exporting vessel. The same pro- 
ceed ure may apply to goods entered for ** Warehouse and immediate 
trans])<)rtation." 

.M('r(*han<liso received at any port from another port of the Archi- 
pelago on an entry for 'M mined iat<» transportation without appraise- 
uK^nf may be entered at the port of delivery either for consumption 
or warehoust*. 

Skc. 163. No nMM'chandise over ^100.00 in value, exept personale 
efT(^cts a<'conii)anying a passenger, shall 1k» admitte<l to entry without 
the ])ro<lucti()n of the invoice thereof, unless the importer shall make 
application urnler oath, showing, tf) the satisfaction of the Collei'tor, 
that it is inipracti(*al)le to i)rodu(*e such invoic^e. This affidavit shall 
i)e accompanied hy a statenuMit of value of pro-foruia invoice, which 
shall he verilied bv declaration under oath.

Sec. 164. All invoicM's of imported merchandise slmll l>e made out 
in the currency of th<» place or country from whence the imjiortation 
shall Im» mad<', or, if purchased, in the curn^ney actually paid there- 
for; shall contain a (MirriM't description of such merchandise, with true 
numbei^s, gross weights and n<M weights in the terms of the tariff, or 
<iuantilies as the ass(»ssment of duty may ivquire; and shall l>e made 
in <lnplicate, and sign<»d by the piM-son owning or shipping the same, 
or his duly authorize<l ag(»nt. In <*ase of ni(»rchandise transporter) in 
bond, one of said invoi<*es shall 1m» retained by the Collects »r at the 
])ort of original entry, and the otlu'r shall be forwarded with the entrj" 
to the Colle<*tor at th(» port of d<»stination. 

Sec. Itif). Kvery invoi(*e must represent a distinct shipment to one 
consignee or firm of consignees by one vessel. If by reason of acci- 
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dent or short shipment, a portion thereof Hhould fail to arrive, an 
extract from the original invoi<*e, certified to by tlie ColU»etor, niu}* 
be U8e<l for entering the remaining packages. 

Sec. IGG. Invoices must l)e made out on firm and durable papt^r in 
a legible manner, on one side of the i>aper only and with ink not 
liable to fade, and must contain the quantities of the merchandise in 
weights and measures of the country of exportation. Press copies 
shall not be accepted for customs purposes. 

Sec. 167. In making entry the imj)orter must make a declaration 
on oath in the following form :

being duly sworn, says that he is a member (or manager) of 

firm (or corporation) of the identical person men- 

tione<l in the foregoing entry: and that the said entry contains the 
true numbers, weights and quantities according to the tariff, an<l a 
just and true account, classification and description of all the goods, 
wares and merchandise contained in the parcels described in the said 
entry, as he verily believes; that according to the best of his knowl- 
edge and belief there is no invoice or bill of lading other than those 
now produced by him, and that they are in the state in which he act- 
ually received them, and that nothing has Ikhju by him or to his knowl- 
edge concealed or suppressed whereby the government may be 
defrauded of the duty lawfully due on said goods, wares and mer- 
chandise. And this deponent further says that the invoices and entry 
which he now presents contain as to such goo<ls, wares and merehan- 
diae as are dutiable according to the value thereof, a just and faith- 
ful account of the actual cost and actual market value thereof in the 
uaual wholesale quantity, including the cost of all packing, packages 
and receptacles therefor, and all other costs incident to jilacing the 
said goods, wares and merchandise in (condition rea<ly packed for 
shipment to the Philippine Islands.

Said declaration shall Ix' ma<l<' iH^fore the Collector or his deputy at 
the time of making entry. 

Sec. 168. Whenever it is shown that the owner (or in case of a firm, 
the manager) or consignee, on account of t/em|H>rary absence or sick- 
ness, may be unable personally to make entry of the merchandise, he 
may be represented l>y a duly constituted agent or attorney, whose 
power must be lodged with the Collector, and wlio may make entry 
and perform all neccKsary acts thereto, except t liat he may l)e recjuired 
in the case of merchan<lise dutiable on value to give bond to pro<luce 
the personal declaration of the owner or consignee. 

Sec. 169. In making entry the imi)orter must file the declaration 
prescribed by law and the Collector, or Deputy Collector, shall desig- 
nate upon the entry, permit and invoice, n^spectively, the packages 
which are to be examined by the officer desigimt^nl for that duty, there 
being designated, unless otherwise provided, at legist one package, and 
not less than one-tenth of the entire invoice. 

Sec. 170. If 4it the time of making entry, the imi^orter shall desire 
the delivery to him of all packages not ordered for examv\v«A\»w^ V\^ 
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shull file a bond in such form hh shall be pi^escribed by the iDsiiUr 
Collector in sueli penal sum as shall be fixed by the Collector, aud 
which sliall at least be equal to double the estimated duties on the 
merchandise, with approved sureties, for the return to the Collector 
of any p^ickages included in his entry which may be demanded by the 
Colle(^tor within tc^i days after tlie merchandise has Ix^en examined 
an<l rexMii-ted to tlie Collector. In the absence of such l)oiid all the 
packages shall bo licld until after the report of the examining officer 
is received. 

Sec. 171. A general bond for the delivery of unexamined packages, 
covering a period not exceeding six months, in such form as shall be 
prescribed by the Insular Collector, may be accepted in Ueu of the 
special bond; the estimate<l liability and date of each subsequent 
importation shall be endorsed upon this bond, and the aggregate lia- 
bility of such importations must not exceed the penalty named in the 
bon<l. Eacli such endorsement sliall be cancelled by |;ho liquidation 
of the entry to which it relates. 

Sec. 172. Except as provided in the two sections last preceding no 
imported dutiable merchandise shall be delivered to the importer until 
after examination of the desiguateil i)ackages, the proper refurn of 
weight, gauge or measure, the liquidation of the entry thereupon, and 
the full ])ayment or security of the duties so ascertained. 

Sec. 17.*). Each entry and all pajK^rs peilaining thereto, including 
invoices and bills of lading, shall be designated by a serial number. 
Ev(»ry invoice, as soon as ent<^red, shall l>e stiamped with the date of 
entry and certified by the signature of the Collector or hiH deput^'or 
other customs officer duly designated, and the officer whose duty it is 
shall compare tlu* classificat ion made bj' the imiH)rter with the denerip- 
tion giv(Mi in the invoice, and shall s<»e that the merchandise is elassi- 
HcmI at th<» rat<»s provided l)v law. 

Sec. 174. In th(^ assessment of duties upon merchandise subject to 
ad vaJon m rate of <luty, or to a duty based upon or n^gulated in any 
manner by the value thereof, the kind of money expresmnl in the 
invoice shall b<* re<luced to the currency of the United States at the 
rate of value of fon^ign money, as established ])y the Setuvtary of the 
Treasury of tluj United Slates upon the first days of January, April, 
July and October of every year. Th(» date of the invoices will indi- 
cate* the value of the money, but the reduction of Insular or local 
curn'ney of the Unile<l Statics shall be at the ratio fixed for the current 
(luarter by the Civil (lovernor in ac(*ordance with law. 

Sec. 175. When the standard value of a foreign coin ha^ not l>een 
thus ])r()<*lainie(l, an invoice ex])ress(Ml in such coin must bo accom- 
panied by a consular certiticate showing its value in standard gold 
dollars of the United States. 

Sec. 17t). The money provided for in section S of the ''Tariff 
Ii4'vision Law of IDUl '' as being acceptable in the i)ayment of duties 
shall be received at their value as stated in said "Tariff lievision 
Law of I'JOl '' in unlimited sums, provided, however, that it shall not 
be <M)nipuls()ry for coll«*ctoi*s of customs to receive fractional silver 
coins of the United States in sums exceeding ten dollars in anyone 
payment, nor fractional silver coins now in circulation in the Philip- 
pin<» Islands, in sums exceeding an ecjuivalent amount according to 
the rates fLxed by the "Tariff lievision Law of 11)01." 

Sec. 177. Whenever imj)orted merchandise is subject to an iu\ 
ralornn rate of duty, or to a <luty place<l upon or regulated in any 
manner by the value thereof, the duty shall be assessed ui)on the 
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actual market value or wholesale price of such merchandise as bouglU 
and sold in usual wholesale quantities at the time of exportation to 
the Philippine Islands, in the principal markets of the country from 
from whence im]K>rted, and in the condition in which such merchan- 
dise is there bought and sold for exportation to the Philippine Islands, 
or consigned to the Philippine Islands for sale, including the value of 
all cartons, cases, crates, boxes, sacks and coverings of any kind, and 
all other costs, charges and exp^Mises incident to placing the merchan- 
dise in condition, packed ready for shipment to the I'hilippine Islands, 
and if there be used for covering or holding importetl merchandise, 
whether dutiable or free, any unusual article or fonn designed for use 
otherwise than in the bona fide transportation of such merchandise to 
the Philippine Islands, additional duty shall be levied and collected 
upon such material or article at the rate to which the same would be 
subject if separately imported. The words *' value " or " actual mar- 
ket value," whenever used in any law relating to the appraisement of 
imported merchandise, shall Ih^ construed to mean the actual market 
value or wholesale price as al)ove defined. 

8ec. 178. The duties, if ad valorem , shall be estimatiMl on the value 
of the goods; or if specific, uiH)n th(» numl)ers, weights or quantities, 
as the case may be. 

Sec. 179. When upon entry the estimated duties have been duly 
registered and deposited with the proper officer, the Collector may 
deliver to the importer, if he shall have execut^l the l)ond hereinlnv 
fore prescribeii, a delivery permit directing the insi)e<*tor in charge of 
the goo<ls to send the packages therein designat4Hl for examination to 
the public store, and to deliver to the importer packages not so desig- 
naU^. If the entr}' l>e for warehousis the Collect-or may deliver to 
the importer, if he shall have executed the lM)nd required by law, a 
permit dire<*ting the inspector in charge of the goods to send the pack- 
ages therein designated for examination to su(*h lM)iide<l warehouse as 
the imi>orter shall request in writing upon the (»ntry. 

Sbc. 180. No person employe<l under the authority of the Govern- 
ment of the Philippine Islands in the collection of duties or imjM)rts, 
exports or tonnage dues, shall own, either in whole or in i>art, any 
vessel, or act as attorney, agent or consignei» for the owner of any ves- 
sel or of any cargo or lading on boanl the same; nor shall any such 
person import or be concerneil directly or indirectly' in the imx)orta- 
tion of any merchandise for sale into the Philippine Islands, or the 
exportation therefrom of any dutiable pro<luce. Every iK»rson who 
violates this section shall l>e subject to dismiss^il and to a penalty of 
five hundred dollars, and all merchandise imiM)rti^l by such jn^rson 
shall be treated as unclaimed. 

Sec. 181. Any goods, wares or merchandise not duly ent<»red within 
ninety days after imi)ortati(m shall l)e sold at auction by order of the 
Collector of Customs, on approval of the Insular Collector, after five 
days public notice, conspicuously imst^^d at the port; provided, that 
the period of ninety da3's may l)e exten<lcd by the Insular Colle<*tor, 
not exceeding a period of six months from the date of im|>ortation, 
when good and sufficient reasons therefor are presented to him, if, in 
his judgment the interests of the (iovernment will jx^nnit such exten- 
sion. The proceeds of such sale shall be kept for ten days subject to 
the demand of the importer, after deducti<m of the i)r(»i>er duties <m 
the goods and all expenses of storage and sale if not claimed aft<.>r the 
expiration of the sale, less the proper duties and expenses, shall !)e 
paid into the Insular Treasure* ; and it is further provided^ UvwV W\^ 
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customs authorities may destroy any unclaimed leaf tobacco at the 
expiration of the period allowed for entry, provided that the Collector 
of Customs shall be satisfied that the duty accruing upon said tobacco 
would not be realized by the sale thereof. 

Sec. 182. All seized and confiscated merchandise shall be sold in 
the same way, and the proceeds of such sale, after deducting all 
charges, shall be delivered to the Collector or other customs official 
duly designated for that purpose: who shall pay the tsame into the 
Insular Treasury; provided, that the customs authorities may destroy 
seized and confiscated leaf tobacco so as to prevent its sale at less 
than the duty imposed by the tariff. 

Sec. 183. The merchandise deposited in the general order stores, 
which, in the opinion of the Collector, may, by depreciation in value, 
damage, leakage, or other cause, result to be insufficient, upon being 
sold at auction, to pay duties for storage and other charges corre- 
sponding thereto, if it be i)ermitted to remain in the warehouse during 
the period prescribed by the regulations, shall be sold at public auc- 
tion, after due public notice, as above specified, of not leas than three 
or more than six days, as the Collector may determine, and the pro- 
ceeds disposed of and accounted for as on regular sales of unclaimed 
goods, except that in case of abandoned goods no part of the proceeds 
shall be returned to the owner of the merchandise. 

Sec. 184. F'rom the proceeds accruing on such sales of warehoused 
goods will be paid the following charges in the order named: 

1. Expenses of appraisal, advertisement and sale. 

2. Duties at the same rate as if the merchandise ha<l been regularly 
withdrawn for consumption. 

3. Any otli(»r charges due the Philippine Customs in connection 
witli the goods. 

4. Auy sum <luo for freight on the voyage of importation of which 
duo notice shall liav<* In^cn given in the manifest hereinafter pre- 
scribed. 

5. Storage and other charg(\s for whi<*h the goods may he liable. 
In (»ase of warehoused goods in public stores, tlie storage dues 

thei'ecm will bo paid from the proco(»ds next aft<3r the expenses of sale. 

EXAMINATION AND APPRAISAL OF MERCHANDISE. 

Sec. 185. The invoice shall be filed with the entrv which shall be 
transmitted to the examining ollicor, who shall compare the cases 
dosii2:nat(»d for examination and their contents with the invoice and 
shall mak(» return of the (l(\seription of the goods covered thereby, 
wh<'th<M' th<» quantities are correct, and in ease of merchandise duti- 
abh' ad nilomn, whcth(»r iho prices named show the correct value of 
tin* merchandise in ac<'ordance with the provisions of this article. 
Sampl(»s of yarns and tissu(»s and of such other merchandise as the 
Insular ('olltM'tor shall pn^scriln* shall 1h» returned by the examininiT 
officer with his report. 

Sec. isr». Examination shall be made only at the rooms designates! 
for that ])urpos(» by the Collector, except as otherwise providtni by 
law or by regulations prescril)ed by the Insular Collector. In case of 
examination olsewhore than at such rooms the examining officer must 
state in his rei)oil th(» fact and place of sucli (exceptional appraise- 
ment. 

Sec. b^7. Kxamining oflicers shall rigidly exclude all unauthorised 
persons from such rooms and shall not communicate yrith interested 
persons concerning the goods under appraisement. 
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Sec. 188. Upon the writUm application of the examining officer the 
Collector may summon two disinterested merchants doing business at 
his port to assist the examining officer in the ascertainment of the 
value or proper description of specified merchandise in the terms of 
the tariff, and for such service, which shall be compulsory, siiid Col- 
lector may allow and pay to each a sum not (exceeding three <l()llars 
per diem. 

CHAPTER XII. 
DUTIES OF APPRAISERS. 

Sec. 189. Under the orders of collectors of customs, appraisers shall 
appraise and supervise the appraisal and classification of all xnerchan- 
dise, goods, wares and effects of whatever description, whether dutia- 
ble or free, which may be presented to them in proper form, or for 
the appraisal or classification of which the proper order may have 
lieen received. 

Sec. 190. Appraisers shall Ik"* responsible to the collectors of cus- 
toms for the correct appraisal of all sudi gomls; that the amounts, 
classes and values returned by them are in all respects accurate and 
correct; and that the paragraphs, sub-paragraphs, rules and dis^x)- 
sitions of the tariff, and of tliis Act, and the rules and instructions of 
the Insular (^olldctor in respect thereto, have been correctly applie<l 
and followe<l. 

Sec. 191. AppraiKe)*s shall inspect, examine and appraise by all 
reasonable ways and means all imported merchandise or dutiable 
merchandise for exjwrtation which may l)e designated by tlio Col- 
lector of Customs, and report to tlie latt<T in writing whether the 
prices name<l in the entry are correct m»conling to the market value 
or wholesale \mce of similar goods on tlie day of shipment in the prin- 
cipal markets of the country wh(»iu'e <»xporte<l. Appraisers shall 
de8eril>e all merchandise in such U^rins as will enable the Collector to 
pass ui)on the appraisal and classification of the s^ime, and shall 
report whether the measurements and quantiti<'s ((except as to such 
goods as are weighed, gauged, or measure<l by tlie Surveyor, or officer 
performing the duties thereof) agri^e with the <»ntry 

Sec. 192. As the examinations of appraisers are mmlo the basis of 
the classification of im|K)rtations or exportations for assessment of 
duty, it is necessary that the appraisers shall closely insiH*ct the arti- 
cles onieretl for apprais<*ment, and where they entertain doubts con- 
cerning the quality or denomination of articles, they shall submit 
samples thereof, with their opinion, to collectors. 

Sec. 193. Appraisers shall not examine gcKKls for appraisement at 
other places than the Apprais<»rs' Rooms, except as provided by law. 
In ever}' case where an examination for appraisement is held els<*where 
than at the public store, the api)raiser shall state that fact and the 
place of such exceptional examination in his rei)ort of the ai)praise- 
ment. 

Sec. 194. Appraisers are hereby authorize<l to call lK»fore them and 
examine, upon oath or affirmation, any owner, imi)orter, consignee, 
agent, or other person, touching any matter or thing which they may 
deem material respecting any imported or export (h1 merchandise in 
determining the duty thereim, and to require the production of any 
lettem, accounts or invoices relating to such merchandim% and such 
testimony may be reduce<l to writing, and if so sh^ll be filed witlv Uv^^ 
Collector. 
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Sec. 1S)5. Appraisers shall rigidly exclude unauthorizcHl pemons 
from the room wliere goods are awaiting, or are under, exHmination; 
and Khali forl)id tlieir Hul>ordinates to hold communication with inter- 
CHted persons concerning the goods under examination. 

Sec^ 106. Appr^-isers shall not allow entries, invoices, or any other 
official <l(K*uments of the Customs Service to leave their possesBion, 
except for return to the proper customs officer. 

Se(\ 107. Appraisers shall see that good and sufficient samples of 
all lines of merchandise which may be readily sampled are forwarded 
daily to the C-oUector; but samples of mei*chandise identicHl in qual- 
ity, materials, and value need notbeforwanled oft-ener than monthly. 
These daily samples so forwarded are not to be in any instance con- 
f ound<'d with samples required to be forwarded with protests, as else- 
where provided. 

CHAPTER Xin. 
LIQUIDATION OF DUTIES. 

Se(\ 1 08. Upon receipt of the returns of the appraisers and the report 
of tiie weights, gauge or quantity, if the Collector shall approve the 
same, the li<[.uidation shall l)e made on the face of the entry showing 
the particulars thereof, be signiH.! with the initials of the liquidating 
clerk, approved by the Chief Liquidator, and recorded in the record 
of liqui(1ati<ms. 

Wlu^n upon liquidation additional duties are found to be due, the 
Collect^)!' shall exact them or pn)per security therefor before deliver- 
ing the men^handise remaining in his custody. 

Any (»xcesH of dt^posits found to be due the importer must be paid 
him by moneys to l)e dniwu from the Treasury by the Colleet-or, and 
th(» amount paid shall be accounted for as excess of dejKisits refunde<l. 

The word '' Li(iui<late(r' shall Im» stamp(»<l upon tlie entry, and the 
date of li(iiiidati()n shall 1h» indoi>>e<l thereon, and noti<'e ther<M)f shall 
iMi eonspieuously posttMl in the Collector's office for the information 
of iinp<)rt<'rs. 

Sec. r.M>. A daily reconl shall be kept by the Collector of all entries 
li(iuidate<l, stating tin* name of the vessel, the port from wliich she 
arrived and the <lat(» of lu»r arrival, the name of the importer, and the 
serial number an<l <hit<' of the entry. A daily i*econl must aW he 
kept by the Colh'ctorof all a<Miti<mal duties found uimui licpiidation, 
an<l noti<'(» thereof j)roniptly sent to the parties in interest. 

Skc\ i*(H). Wlienever th<» li(ini(lating ofli<*er desires any explanation 
or further information from the apprai.ser reganling his reiM)rt ujKm 
any invoice*, he may return th<» invoice to the appraiser with a request 
for the special information, and the ai)praiser shall, as far avs practi- 
cable, furnish Ww same. 

Skc. lMM. Dutiable mer<»han<lisc imported and afterwards exported, 
although it may have ])ai<i duty on Uu* first imi)ortati(m, is liable tn 
duty on every subseMjuent importatiim into the Philippine Islands; 
but this does not apply to wearing apparel and i>ersonail effwts 
accompanying a pass(»ng<»r who took them to a foreign (*<>untry and 
brought them back in use. 

Sk<'. 20'2. An excess of sea stores in vessels arriving from foreign 
ports, and all articles pur<*hased abroad for sale on board a ves-setl as 
saloon stores or sup])lies, are dutiable, but all s<'a stores and saloon 
stores or supplies not in exc<*ss of the projH^r nHpilrement« for the 
veswd in Ium- voyage outsi<le of the Philippine Islands shall not be 
deenuMl to 1m» <lutiable bv viitu<» of this section. 
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Sbc. 203. Whenever the Collector shall determine that any articles 
imported as sea stores or saloon stores or supplies Hi*e (excessive oh 
defined in the last preceding section, and shall estimate the amount 
of duty on such goods, the duty must be forthwith paid by the master 
to the Ck)llector on pain of forfeiting the value of such goods, and no 
protest nor appeal can be taken from such estimate. 

Sec. 204. Collectors shall make immediate report to the Insular 
Collector of the classification given at their i*esi>ective ports to all 
imported articles not enumerated in the tariff and not previously 
clatiHified. When any portion of the law affecting the classification 
of the enumerated articles may be of doubtful meaning, collectors 
will, in like manner, report the classification adopted in such case^. 

Sec. 205. Manifest clerical errors made in an invoice or entry, 
errors in return of weight, measure and gauge, when duly certified 
to by the surveyor or examining officer (when there are such offi(*ers 
at the port); and errors in the distribution of charges on invoices, 
not involving any question of law, and certified to by the examining 
officer, may \ye corrected in the compuUition of duties, if such errors 
be discovered before the liquidation, or, if discovered after liquida- 
tion, if written notice of error be tiled with the ColU»ctor or other 
chief officer of the customs within ten days after sucli discovery ])y 
the importer. 

No such claim for a return of duties shall, however, be allowed to 
the collector unless presented to him within one year from the time 
of the {Myment, and in all cases where the coriection of the errors 
involves a refund of duties after liquidation of the entr]^, such refund 
shall lie made by certified sUitement, in the usual manner. -^.^\)11e<*tors 
are authorized to reliquidate entries within one year from date of 
original liquidation for the purjiose of correcting erroneous action on 
the original en tr}', upon obtaining the approval of the Insular Collector. 

Sec. 20G. Whenever any goods, wares and mercliandisi* shall have 
entered and passed fnn) of duty, and whenever duties upon any 
imported goods, wares and merchandise shall have Ix^en delivered to 
the owner, importer, agent, or consignee, such entry and |>assagefree 
of duty and such settlement of duties will, after the expiration of one 
year from the time of entry, in the absence of fraud and in the 
absence of protest by the owner, importer, agent, or ('onsignee, Im* final 
and conclusive upon all parties. 

Sec. 207. Errors in the liquidation of duties not discovered until 
after payment, or until after liquidation, if liquidation Im' subsequ<»nt 
to payment, can be corrected on a statement of <'rror, certitied by the 
Coueetor, and the corresponding refund maybe preimred and certifieil 
by him. 

Where the correction of such error is <*laimed without protest, as 
required in all other claims for return of excess of duty i>aid, such 
claim cannot be entertained unless application Ik* made to tlie Col- 
lector within one year from the time of payment with proof that i\\o 
error was not discovereil until within ten (lays liefore the making of 
such application. 

CHAPTER XIV. 
ALLOWANCES AND ABATEMENTS. 

Sec. 208. No responsibility sliall atta(*h to tlie (;<iverninent of the 
Philippine Islands for the loss or damage of any giMHls or merchandise 
Iqr tb^ft or otherwise while in the cusUnly of oflicers of U\\^ ^\\d\A;yL\ci& 
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for appraisal or transportation, nor after appraisal and await iii;r 
delivery; and no refund or drawbjK*k of duties found to Ix^dueou 
goods or merchandise which may l)o damaged or destroyed bj" acci- 
dental causes, either in whole or in part, shall l)e allowcHi, except A8 
is hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 200. The Insular Collector is hei'eby authorissed, upon satis- 
factory proof of tlie injury or destruction, in whole or in p«irt, of any 
merchandise, by accidental fire, or other casualty while the SAme 
remains in the custody of oflRcers of the customs in any publio or 
private warehouse under bond, or in the Appraiser's stores undeigo- 
ing appraisal, in pursuance of hiw or regulation, or while in transpor 
tation under bond from the port of entry to any other port in the Philip- 
pine Islands, or while within the limits of any port of entry, and 
l)efoi'c^ the same has been landcMl under the supervision of the offieen 
of the customs, to abate or refund, as the case may l)e, out of the 
money appropriate<l for the refund of duties, the amount of duties 
paid or accruing thereupon; and likewise) to cancel any warehouse 
bond or bonds, or enter satisfa<*t.ion thereon, in wliole or in imrt, as 
tlie case may \h\ 

Sec. 210. In no case shall there be any abatement of the duties or 
allowances made for any injury, damage, det»<»rioration, Icxss or leakage 
sustained by any m(»rchandis*» while deiM)sit<Ml in any public or private 
bonded warehouse. Duties bascnl upon the weight of any mert'ihan- 
dise so de|>osited shall l>e levie<l and collect<*d upon the wt^ight thereof 
at the time of its entry into the warehouses. 

Sec. 211. \o allowances shall be ma<lein the estimation of duty for 
lost or missing ])ackages appearing on the manifest, bill of Iwling, or 
invoice, unh»ss shown, by proof satisfactory to the Colle<*tor, not t<» 
have beiMi originallv laden on boanl or to liave lK?en destrov«»d hv 
accident during the voyag(\ 

Sec. 212. If such missing package should be found later, or should 
be ri'tiirned by tin* same v<»ssel, or other vessel of the same line, with 
snllicient pi'oof that such package was earrie<l away by error, the entry 
r'overing such missing package shall be forwarded to the npprais«*rs 
<livision for the j)roi)ei' ai)praisal of the goods. 

When in such cases <liiti(»s have l)e(»n paid on packages which. 
according to the ollnMal reports of the Surv<\vor, have not lH?en 1ande<1 
within thre<» months from the <late of the entry of tln^ ves.sel on whost* 
manifest such j)ackag(»s originally api)eared, and the absen<M' of such 
l)ackages be satisfactorily accounted for, the <luty coll<»cled uinm such 
pa<*kages shall be refnii(le<l to the impoi-ter. 

>>VA\ 21o. Whenever the ai)praiser i'(»ports a <leficiency in or al)seno«* 
of j)art of the contents of a j)ackag(* as called for hy tlie invoice, no 
allowance shall 1m» made nnhvss evi<h'nce satisfa<*tory to the Collector 
shall he iinxlnccMl that said sh<»rtage occurred b(»foretlH» arrival of thi' 
nierch«'tndis<> within t he limits <»f a ])ort of the IMiilippliie Archi|K*lag<». 
du<' either to failure to pack the mer<'han<lise as invoic(»d, or through 
<»t her causes aiising j)rior to its importation into a port of tlie Philippin** 
Islands; the bunlen of j)roof in sui'li cases resting upon tlie iiii|xirter. 
l>ut no I'laim for <lamage occuiring before arrival can 1m» cnt^Ttaimnl, 
exce]»t in <*ase of imported animals, satisfactorily explaiiie<l totli«*(*ol- 
lector. I)<'ad animals u]mmi which duty has Imh'U abatetl must In* 
removed as ordered by the Collei'tor, at the <'Xpeiis<» of the im|>orter. 

Skc. 1*14. 'i'he owner of any inipoi'te<l merchaiidi.se may, within ten 
days aft<»r entry, abandon to the (lovernment of the Philippine Island.*^ 
all or any portion of the goods, wares oi- m<*rchandis<' included in anv 
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invoice, ami be relieved from the payment of duties on the portion so 
abandoned. Provided : That the portion so abandoned shall amount 
to ten i)er centum or over of the total value or quantity of tlie invoice; 
and the property so abandoned shall Ix^sold at public auction or other- 
wise disposed of for the account and credit of the Government of the 
Philippine Islands, under such regulations as the Insular Collector 
shall prescril)e. All merchandise so abandoned by the importer 
thereof shall lie delivered by th(» importer at such place within the 
port of arrival as the Collector of Customs may direct; and on the 
failure of the importer to comply with the directions of the Collector in 
this respect, the abandone<l mer<*)iandise shall be dispose<l of by the 
Collector at the expense of said imiwrter. 

Sec. 215. No abatement of duties will be made on account of dam- 
ages received during the voyage of im])ortati<m, l)ut duties will be 
assessecl on the actual quantity ini|)orted, as shown by the returns of 
weighers, gangers, or measurers, or appraisci's, as the case maybe. 

And whenever the appraiser r(»ports a deficiency in or absence of 
part of the contents of a pa<*kage as called for bj' the invoice, no allow- 
ance shall l>e made unless evidence satisfactory to the Collector shall 
be produced, that said shortage occurred Ix^fore the arrival of the 
merchandise in the Philippine Islands, the burden of proof in such 
cases resting upon the importer. 

Skc. 21G. If, on the opening of any p^ickage, a deficiency or absence 
of any article shall Ix! found on examinaticm by the appraisers, the 
same shall be certified to the Collector on the invoice, and under the 
conditions prescribed in the preceding sections of this chapter^ an 
allowance for the same l)e nmde in li<iuidating the <luties. 

Skc. 217. No allowance will Ik* made in the assessment of duties 
for lost or missing packages api>earing on the invoice, unless shown 
by the report of the customs discharging oflicer not to have l)een found 
on board of the importing vessel <m discharging the cargo, and unless 
the person nmking the entry shall make oath on the form pres<*ril)ed, 
and file the same with tht* i*ollector. Such oaths must l>e stampeil 
with the date of receipt at the Custom House. 

When the Collector is satisfied from the rei)ort of the discharging 
officer and the oatli of the person making the entry that the |)a<*kages 
8pecifie<l therein have not Xkh^u imiM)rt<»d into the Philippine Islands, 
due allowance for such packages will be nmde.

{irovide<l, collec*tors of customs shall (*ause an examination and n^port 
n writing to In^ made as to any facts disi^overeil temling to ac<*ount 
for the breiikage of the package or extraet ion <)f the contents th(»re- 
ftom. And unless such iviM>rt indicates tliat sueli bn*akage an<l loss 
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occurred before the arrival of the X)ackage in the Philippine Islands, 
no allowance for missing articles shall be made. 

Sec. 218. If a package be found by the examining officer to contain 
any article not specified in the invoice and if the Collector shall be of 
the opinion that such article was omitted from the invoice with fraad- 
ulent intent, the contents of the entire package will be liable to seix- 
ure and forfeiture. But when, in the opinion of the Collector^ no 
fraudulent intent in apparent, the dutiable value or quantity of tiie 
excess shall be added to the entry, and duties paid accordingly. 

CHAPTER XV 

REFUNDS. 

Sec. 219. All claims for refund of duties shall be made in writing, 
and forwarded to the Collector of Customs to whom such duties were 
paid; and upon receipt of claims for refund, collectors of customs 
will verify the same by the records of their office, and if found to be 
correct and in accordance with law, will certify the same to the Aud- 
itor for the Pliilippine Archipelago, with their recommendations in 
the case, togc^ther with all necessary papers and documents. Upon 
receipt by the Auditor of claim for refund so forwarded, he shall 
audit the same and draw warrant in payment and settlement there- 
for, if found correct. 

Sec. 220. (Ordinary and usual commercial samples, imported by 
bond fide coninien»ial travelers, shall, after examination and identifi- 
cation by the Custom House, upon ro-exportation within three months 
after the date of thoir importation, be entitled to a refund of the 
(lulies paid llicreon, if upon presentation at the same Custom House 
for re-exi)<)rtation said sanii)les shall be i)ositively recogniztnl and 
idtMitiliod as bcin^ those upon which duly was paid; provide<l, that 
tin* ai)prais<Ml value of said samples shall not exceed JJ{2,0(X) in anyone 
case, and; provi<le(l, further, that the i)eriod of three months allowtnl 
for their re-exi)<>i'tati(>n may he extended in the disci'etion of the Col- 
le<'t()r of Customs, not. to exceed three months more, ujwn application 
bein^ made to him in writing before the expiration of the original 
period. 

Skc. 221. If in any case th(» total appraised value of the samples 
inii)orte<l shall <»xeeed >i^2,()()(», sueh portion of said samples up to that 
value as may he sele<*te(l by the owner may be entered under the 
terms of the ])rec(Mlin,ir section of this Act, and the remaining iNirtioii 
of sueh samples shall 1h» subject to tin* regular duties prescribed 
therefor without anvrefun<l whatever. 

Skc. 222. IJefore admitting saniph»s to <»ntry under the preceding 
8<»etion of this Act, eolh^etors of <*ustonis shall require, in addition to 
the r«»gular oath j)n'serilM»d for the entry of foreign merchandise, a 
declaration un<h'roath in substantial compliance with the requisites 
and t<»rnis of s<M'tion 22(). 

Skc. 223. In or<l(»r to secure the refund provided in SiH.*tion 220 of 
this Aet, saniph's must he pres(Mit(»d for i<lentificati<m at the Custom 
IIous<» at least, live working days before th(» date of their n»-exporta- 
tion, for the expediting of the documents entitling the owner to the 
n»fun<l of duties hereinln^fore provided for. All such vouchers shall 
Im» ch»arly stamp<Ml a<*ross th<»ir face with the words " Kefund on 
Saniph's," and sueh vou<*hers shall Iw duly epedite<l in the offices of 
the Auditor and Treasurer for the Archipelago, respectively. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 
REFUND ON COAL USED FOR FUEL ON BOARD STEAM VESSELS. 

Sec. 224. On all coal imported into the Philippine Islands which is 
afterwards used for fuel on board vessels propelled by steam, engaged 
in trade with foreign countries or between ports of the United States 
and the Philippine Islands, or in the Philippine Coastwise Trade, a 
refund shall be allowed equal to the duty imposed by law upon such 
ooal, and shall be paid under the following regulations: 

Imported coal may be taken for fuel on board a departing vessel 
either before or after the payment of the duties thereon, at the option 
of the owner. 

The owner of the coal, or his agent, must file with the Collector of 
Customs an entry in the following form:

C^H AFTER XVII. 
AHAN'DONMKNT OF MKRC'HANDISE. 

Sec. 2-J."). Hy abandonment of merchandise is meant tlie n^nunci.-t• 
tion by the consi^iuM* of his property. 

In th<» ease of abandoned goods, no pail, of the proceeds of sale shall 
b<* returncMl to the owner of the inerehandis<^ 

The abandonment \s ej'jtn sscd whon it is mmle by the intert»st<Hl 
party in writing, direct e<l to tlie (-olleetor of C-ustoms. 

The abandonment is i/njflifd wlien it so apiK»ars from the actions of 
lh(^ IntiM-ested party wliich leave no room for doubt, jvs in the follow- 
ing cases: 

1. Wlien on th<» presentation of tlie manifest by the Captain the 
identity of the party <l(»signate<l by him as consignee cannot be ascer- 
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tained, or he has died without having left anyone to take his place, 
or refuses to accept the consigneeship of the goods, and neither the 
consul of the nation of the shipper nor the merchant named will admit 
the consignment. 

2. When the periods allowed by these regulations for storage or for 
entry for bonded warehouse have expired, and the notices required 
by the regulations have been given to the consignee and the latter 
fails to appear. 

3. When, after the consignee has made his entry and the same has 
been accepted by the Collector, he or his properly authorized repre- 
sentative fails to appear within ninety days to claim the goods and 
pay the corresponding duties thereon. 

4. When passengers bringing concealed merchandise do not pay the 
penalties imposed upon them according to the provisions of section 
301) of this Act within three days after the final decision of the Col- 
lector of Customs is made known to them. 

5. In any other <*ase, not herein provided for, in which the inten- 
tion of the owner may be as clearly inferred as in the four preceding 
paragraphs. 

Whenever the interested party appears within the periods prescribed 
in this section, there shall be no occasion for the declaration of aban- 
donment, but he shall be required to pay the corresponding duties, 
storage charges, and all other expenses which have been incurred by 
the merchandise. 

The explicit statement of abandonment may l)e made at any time 
from the moment of the presentation of the entry until immediately 
before making payment of the duties, and the intereste<l party is 
thereupon relieved from the payment of the same. 

Sec. 22G. In order that the merchandise may l)e considered aban- 
doned, the same must be declared as such, in writing, by the Collector 
of Customs. 

CHAPTER XVm. 

WAREHOUSES. 

Sec. 227. Warehouses duly authorized for the storage of imi>orted 
dutiable goods shall be known and designate<l as of classes one, two, 
three or four. 

Warehouses which are owned or leased by the Government, and 
used for the storage of seized or unclaimed goods, shall be known as 
of Class One. 

Where no such warehouses are available for said purpose, such 
goods may be stored in a warehouse of Class Three. If there be no 
warehouse of the latter class, the Collector may, with the approval of 
the Insular Collector, procure suitable premises for the temporary 
storage of imported goods of which he has under law taken possession. 

Imiwrters' private bonded warehouses, occupied exclusively for the 
Htoragi» of imported merchandise used by the proprietors and entennl 
iu bond, shall be known as Class Two. 

Warehouses of this class shall be used only for such puri)ose. Cel- 
lars and vaults may, in the discretion of the Insular Collector, be 
bonded in this class for the storage of wines and spirits only. 

Bonded warehouses used for the general storage of im])orted goods 
shall be known as of Class Three. 

Warehouses of this class shall consist of entire buildings used solely

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for the storage of bonded goods and of unclaimed or seized goodit 
therein by the Collector. 

Bonded yards or sheds for the storage of heavy and bulky imported 
merchandise shall be known as warehouses of Class Four. 

Warehouses of this class shall be used exclusively for the storage of 
wood, coal, dye-woods, lumber, marble, railroad, pig and bar iron, 
anchors, chain-cables and other heavy bulky articles. The yards must 
be closed by substantial fences not less than twelve feet in height, 
with entrance gates opening into the street or public way, and pro- 
vided with suitable doors or other fastenings so as to admit of being 
secured by customs locks. Sheds, when required, inust be constructed 
within the limits of the yard, and in such manner as to protect from 
injury the goods stored therein, and the doors and other openings 
must be provided with suitable fastenings. The Collector may order 
to such yards unclaimed or seized goods therein of the character 
described in this class. 

Whenever the business of a port of entry requires the facilities of 
bonded yards, bams or sheds for the protection of imported horses, 
cattle, sheep, et<;., application shall be made by the Collector to the 
Insular Collector for authoritj' to provide the same. 

Sec. 228. The establishment of lx)nded warehouses in either of 
Classes Two, Three or Four may be authorised by the Insular Col- 
lector whenever in his opinion the business of the port requires such 
warehouses. 

APPLICATIONS FOR ESTABLISHMENT OP BONDED WAREHOUSES. 

Sec. 229. Api)li(!ations for the establishment of Bonded Warehouses 
must 1)0 made in writing, to the CoUect^or, describing the premises, 
the location and capacity of the same, and the purpose for which the 
buildiiiji: is to W used. 

Upon rec(Mpt of such api)licati(m, the Collector shall cause an exam- 
ination of the pi-einiscs to be uiade, with reference particularly to its 
lo(»ation, construction, and means provided for the safe-keeping of 
m(»rchandise. If such examination is satisfactory, the Collector shall 
transmit tli<» papers, with an endorsement of his views thereon, to 
the Insular Collo<'tor. If the Insular Collector approves the applica- 
tion, th(» person or persons making the s^une shall be notified by the 
Colle(*tor to enter into bond, in duplicate, in such jR^nalty as may l>e 
deemed suflicient to protect th(» interests of the revenue. Not less 
than two individuals shall he accepted as sureties, and they shall each 
be rc(iuire<l to fil<» with the bond, in addition to their oaths as sureties, 
a sworn statement showing real estate or other property owmnl by 
th(Mn, the value of which, above all incumbrances thereon, shall 1h' 
at least equal to tin* amount specified in their oaths as sureties, and 
tluit they have an amount of pro|M^rty above all debts, owned by them 
ecjual to th(» amount specified in their oaths as sureties. A duly inc«)r- 
porat(Hl bankinjr institution, guaranty or surety comimny may l>e 
accepted as surety wheu(iV(»r tin* Collector shall be satisfied as to its 
sufficiency and as to its h»gal capacity to l)ecome surety. 

The bond must 1k' executed in presence? of the Collector, and, if 
approv(»d by liiin, one copy of each lM>nd shall be retained by him on 
file. lie will notifiy the owner or occupant of the premises of the 
establishment of tlH» warehouse. Tlie other copy of the bond shall he 
transmitted to the Insular ColliH'tor 
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FORM OF BOND TO BE GIVEN ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OF WARE- 
HOUSES. 

The boDds for warehouses of all classes shall be in the following 
form:

The condition of this obligation is such that, if the above-bounden 
principals shall comply in all respects with the requirements of law 
and the regulations of the Insular Collector in connection with the 
warehousing of imported goods, and shall exonerate and hold the 
Government of the Philippine Islands and its officers harmless from 
or on account of any risk, loss, or expense of any kind or description 
connected with or arising from the deposit or keeping of imiK)rte<l 
merchandise, under the laws and regulations aforesaid, in the ware- 
house or premises known as , and shall also jmy to the 

CollcKJtor or Acting Collector, monthly, the salary of the officer or 
officers in charge; and if the proprietor or occupant of said warehouse

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Sec. 230, The Collector or Acting Collector of CusU>nis must 
promptly notify the Insular Collector of the death, pecuniary enilmr- 
raasment, or insolvency of any of the parties to a bond, or of any 
circumstances which make it advisable to require new bonds. 

New bonds must in all castas be given when a wan^heuse |>asses into 
the hands of new principals, or where changes take place in partner- 
ships. 

Alterations in bonded warehouses can be made only by |>ermission 
of the Colleotor, and if such alterations constitute a material change 
in the pramiseB, new bonds must be re<iuired.

It is the duty of the Collector to notify the Insular Collector of all 
changes in the surroundings of bonded premises likely to affect their 
security. If burned or otlierwise destroyed, immediate notice with 
full particulars, shall be given, and if rebuilt, the premises shall not 
be used as a bonded warehouse until bonded anew. 

Sec. 231. Proprietors or occupants of bonded warehouses are 
required, on ten days notice from the Collector, to renew their bond, 
and if they fail so to do no merchandise shall be sent to their ware- 
house, and that stored in the pi*emises shall be removed at the expense 
of the proprietor or occupants. 

Sec. 232. Warehouses may be discontinued by the Collector at any 
time upon receipt of written request to that effect from the proprietors 
or occupants of the premises, provided all the requii'ements of the law 
and regulations have been complied with on the part of the principals. 
Where dutiable merchandise is stored in the premises the same must 
be removed at the risk and expense of the proprietors, and the prem- 
ises shall not be suri*endered, nor discontinuance authorized, until 
after a careful examination of the accounts of the warehouse and a 
comparison thereof with the lK)oks of the Custom House. 

Sec. 233. The (Tovernment shall in no case be responsible for the 
safe-keeping of goods stored in any bonded warehouse unless it 
specifically undertakes to hold itself responsible. 

Sec. 234. The rates of storage and labor at the respective ports on 
goods remaining in Government warehouses or stores, or upon the 
Custom House premises, shall be fixed and promulgated by the 
Insular Collector annually. The rates of storage in warehouses of 
Classes Three and Four may be agreeil upon between the importer 
and warehouse i)roprietor, l)ut in case g<x>ds are stored without such 
agreement, such charges sliall not exceed the customary charges at 
the port, and in case of (lisi)utc concerning the same, the Collector 
shall decide the rates acoonlingly. 

All proper eliarges for lighterage, and carriage of such gooils to 
su(»h bonded wareliouses, may be paid by the warehouse proprietor 
n^ceiving such goods und(M' agreement l>etween him and the owner 
thereof and shall be a lien thereon, and l)efore their delivery he shall 
b<» entitled to tin* rei)ayinent thereof by the importer, together with 
his ])roi)<»r charges for storage and labor. 

All ni(»rehandis(» withdrawn from bon<le<l waivhouses of any class 
shall be subject to the rate of duty in force at the time of their 
withdrawal.

When merchandise is forwarded from tlie port of importa- 
tion^ separate manifests, in triplicate, must l)e prepared for each ves- 
sel, car, conveyance, or other means of transportation, signed by the 
agent of the vessel, railroad, or other company by which the trans- 
portation is made, and certified and delivered by the Inspector. Each 
manifest should contain a description of the merchandise, by marks, 
numbers, and contents, the route, conveyance, iK)rt of destination, 
names of shipper and consignee. 

Sec. 247. The officer in charge of the lading must see that manifests 
are furnished for each vessel or convej^ance, as herein required, and 
he must certify on the manifest to the lading of the goods, gi\ing the 
name and description of the vessel, car or other conveyance.

If such fastenings are not intact, or the Collector has reason to 
suspect fraudulent attempts, he shall take possession of the vessel, 
ear or vehicle and its contents and report the facts to the Insular Col- 
lector. If there is no evidence that fraud has Ix'on attenipte<l, the 
seals should lie removed by the customs officer and (»ntry of the goods 
allowed as hereinbefore provided. 

Merchandise in bonded warehouses may be examined at an}' time 
daring the business hours of the port, by the imiwrter, consignee, or 
agent, who may take samples of his goods in reason*al)le quantities, 
according to the usage of the iK)rt, make all needful reimirs of pack- 
ages, and repack the goods if necessary for their safety or preserva- 
tion, pro\ided, that when the original contents are place<l in the new 
package they shall l>e marked and numl>ered as l)efore. 

Casks containing wines liable to sour may be refilled when ne(*es- 
sary for preservation, but the wine used for such refilling must l)e part 
of Uiesame importation and must have been withdrawn for (consump- 
tion with payment of duties.

Sec. 202. ThcMvitlidrawal shall be* transmitted to the proper officer, 
with directions to cause the merchandise descril)ed therein to be laden 
for exportation, indicating such as is to 1h» weighe<l, measured or 
gauged. 

Sec. 203. A special return of the weight, gauge or "measure of the 
nuM'cliandise must, when re<[uired, be made to the Collector.

When goods are sent from an importing vessel to a ware- 
house or from one vessel or conveyance to another, or from warehouse 
to vessel or car, the same as well as all unclaimed merchandise, and 
all packages ordered for examination, must be delivered to lighter- 
men, cartmen, or draymen, authorized by contract or appointed by 
the Collector, and after such lightermen, cartmen or draymen, if 
authorized by contracts have given Iwnd to the Government of the 
Philippine Islands in an amount prescrilx^l by the Collector, with two 
sureties, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duty as 
draymen, cartmen, or lightermen.

All merchandise remaining on board any vessel and for 
which no delivery permit has been received by the dlschannng 
inspector at the expiration of the period allowed by law for the dis- 
charge of the cargo, shall Ix^ sent by the inspector to a general-order 
warehouse, unless otherwise ordered by the Collector. But if the 
owner, consignee, or master of any vessel so reqnestA, the unper- 
mitted cargo may be sent to general-order warehonse on one day*8 
notice to the Collector after the entry of the vessel. Where the bill 
of lading makes the cargo deliverable immediately after the entry of 
the vessel, such cargo may be landed at once and, if unpermitted, 
stored in general-order warehouse. At the expiration of forty-ei^t 
hours, no permit for their delivery having been received by the 
Insp<K*tor, the Collector may send the merchandise to the general- 
order store and have the same weighed or gauged, if required. 

Sec. 272. M(»rchandise taken possession of in accordance with the 
provisions of th<^ foregoing section shall l)e deposited by the Collector 
in pul)lic 8ton»s of Class One, if there be any such at the port, or, if 
not, then in some bonded warehouse of Class Three, specially desig- 
nated for the purpose by the Collector, with the approval of the Insu- 
lar Colle(*tor. In either case, storage at the ordinary rates and all 
expenses must be paid by the owner or consignee, or, when the goods 
are sold as unclaimed, fnmi the proceeds.

At any time within ninety days after importation, mer- 
chandise so taken possession of may 1k^ claimed by the consignee and 
due entry made thereof. Hut if not so entered within ninety da^^s. 
it must l>e sold at public auction at the next ensuing r^ular sale; 
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provided, that at any time previous to being listed for sale it may be 
entered for consumption or warehouse, and withdrawn upon payment 
of duty and expenses. 

Sec. 275. Unless it shall appear by the invoice, bill of lading and 
mauifest, or other satisfactory evidence, that merchandise arriving in 
the Philippine Islands and remaining in general-order warehouse 
without examination or appraisement was, when shipped at the foreign 
port, destined for immediate exportation from the Philippine Islands, 
no exportation thereof will l>e permitt<»d except under entry for ware- 
bouse and exportation in bond and appraisement made, as proWded 
in such cases. 

Sec. 276. A true copy of the cargo manifest of every vessel arriving 
at a port in the Philippine Islands from a foreign country shall be 
transmitted by the Collector of such port to the Auditor of the Archi- 
I>elago, after the cargo for such port is unladen and has been entered 
or taken up as unclaimed, but l)efore the transmission of such copy, 
said collector shall note thereon (preferably in red ink) against the 
respective consignments the character thereof, the entry numbers and 
dates of such entries. 

Sec. 277. Regular sales of unclaimed goods, and goods remaining in 
warehouse beyond one year, unless such time shall have been extended 
ms herein provided, shall l>e made as often as twice in every year, or 
oftener at the discretion of the Collector of tlie port. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

SALES OF UNCLAIMED, SEIZED, ABANDONED, AND ( ONFISC'ATED GOODS 

AND MERCHANDISE. 

Sec. 278. Any seized, unclaimed, or abandoned merchandise remain- 
ing unsold for want of bidders, after any sale held in accordance with 
Articles 13 and 14 of the Unite<l States Provisional Customs and Tariff 
Regulations in the Philippine Islands, and the amendments thereto, 
or in accordance with the corresponding Mictions of this Act relating 
to such sales, shall be examine<l by the Collector of Customs as pre- 
scribed in section 279 of this Act, and if of no commennal value, or 
unfit for use or sale, or a menace to the public health, shall be dropped 
and destroyed and a certificate in triplicate to that effect made out, 
and one copy forwarde<l with the account of sales. 

SBC. 279. Iki^fore dropping and destroying any seized, unclaimc^d or 
abandoned merchandise as prescril>ed in section 278 of this Act, the 
Collector of Customs shall appoint a board to consist of two responsi- 
ble customs officers of high position, one of whom shall be an appraiser, 
and one representative from the oflUce of the Board of Public Health, 
or of the public officer acting in similar capac*ity, which boanl 
appointe<l by the Collector of Customs shall examine and appraise 
said merchandise, and if the same shall be found to be of no commer- 
cial value or unfit for use or sale, or a menace to the public health, 
the Board shall so certify in writing to the Colle<*tor of Customs, who 
shall forthwith order the merchandise so certificil delivered, over 
receipt in triplicate, to the repn»sentative of the Board of Public 
Health^orof the public officer acting in that capacity, to be destroyed 
in the way best meeting the necessities of the ease. 

Sec. 280. Any seized, unclaimed or almndoned merchandise in the 
possession of the Collector of Customs, which in his opinion consti- 
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tutes by its state or condition a menace to the public health, shall be 
examined and ordered to be destroyed by him in accordance with the 
X)rovisionR of section 278 of this Act; provided, that the Board of Offi- 
cers appointed by the Collector of Customs shall be required to certify 
only that said merchandise constitutes a menace to the public health, 
without regard to its commercial value or the possibility of selling 
the same. 

Sec. 281. Boards of Public Health, or public officers acting in similar 
capacity at ports of entry in the Philippine Archipelago are hereby 
authorized and required to co-operate with collectors of customs in 
the manner prescribed by this Act, immediately upon receipt by them 
of a request in writing from the Collector of Customs or as soon there- 
after as may be possible. 

The original copies of the papers in each case, including the receipt 
of the representative of the Board of Public Health, or of the public 
officer acting in similar capacity, shall be transmitted by the Collector 
of Customs with his accounts current to which said papers pertain, 
and said papei*s, if in due form, shall constitute the authority of the 
Collei»tor of Customs for such action. 

Sec. 282. Except as otherwise specially provided, all goods, wares, 
or merchandise not duly entered and the duties paid or secured as 
provided by this Act within ninety days after importation, and all 
bonded goods upon which the duties have not been paid within the 
prescribed period, and all seized or confiscated goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, shall be sold at auction by order of the Collector, as herein- 
before prescribed, after ninety days public notice, which notice shall 
be posted in a conspicuous place in the Custom House where the sale 
is to take place. If, in the judgment of the Collector, the value of 
any one consignment of the property to be sold shall exceed five hun- 
dred dollars, a notice of such sale of such consignment shall be pul>- 
lish<'d weekly durinji: the period of ninety days preceding such sale in 
a ne\vspji])er in general circulation in the town in which such sale is 
to take place, if any such paper there be. 

Sec. 283. After tlie deduction from the proceeds of the sale of the 
proper duties thereon, and all proper charges and expenses for labor, 
st()rag<s carriage, advertising and sale, the Collector shall hold the 
balance for ten days, sul).ject to the claim of the owner of such goo<ls. 
Failing such demand hi) shall deposit such balance with the Insular 
'I'reasurer, as a special (h^posit to be paid to the proper claimant 
demanding the same within one year thereafter, u[)on such evidem*e 
and in such inaiUKM' as tlie Insular Auditor shall prescribi*. 

In all such eases th(» Collector shall fully report his action in the 
matter, together with all the particulai's, to the Insular Collector and 
to the Insular Auditor. 

After one y(»ar all such special deposits unclaimed and unpaid shall 
be cov(»red into th(» Insular Treasury as customs receipts. 

CHAI^TER XXII. 

STAMPS. 

Skc. 28 1. T\w following papers shall not be issued, received, granted, 
or in any manner reeognizc^d by any customs officer unless there shall 
be affixed ther(»to a lawful C'ustoms stamp or stamps of the Philippine 
Islands, representing the valu(» in United States currency as follows, 
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subject to the exemptionfl prescribed by sectiou J 'Jo of this Act for 
vessels possessing second-class coastwise licenses:

Until due provision can be made for printing a supply of customs 
stamps, the Insular Collector is authorized to make requisition upon 
the 1/ollector of Internal Revenue of these Islands for a sufficient 
nuinl)er of internal revenue stamps, which shall first be stamped 
across their face with the word "customs" and then kept for sale by 
customs officers for use in compliance with the provisions of this sec- 
tion. The funds accruing from the sale of the internal revenue 
stamps so used and sold for customs purx)oses, and from the sale of 
all customs stamps, shall Ik'* regularly depositcMl as customs collec- 
tions. These stamps shall be in lieu of the internal revenue stamps 
heretofore use<l on the alx)ve-mentioned cust<mis docunu?nts. 

Sec. 285. The fees lawfully chargeable upon the issue to vessels of 
certificates of protection, or of licenses for the coasting t rade, or other 
papers pertaining thereto, shall be received in cash by collectors 
before the issuance thereof, and the amount received and the date of 
anch receipt and the signature of the officer i*eceiving the same shall 
be entered on such paper. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 
PROTESTS AND APPEALS. 

Sec. 28«). The decision of the Collector of Customs at a sub-port of 
entry as to the rate and amount of duties chargeable \i\Hm ini|X)rted 
merchandise, including all dutiable costs and (*liarges, and as to the 
dutiable value of merchandise, and as to all f<H\H and exactions of 
whatever character shall l)e final and conclusive against all |K'rsons 
int4^reste<l therein, unless the owner, iniiwrter, consignee, or agent of 
such mer<*handise, or the pei'son paying such fees, charg<»s and exac- 
tions other than duties, shall, having first paid all duties, f<H's and 
<*harge8 and exactions, within two days, exclusive of Sundays and 
holidays, after such payment, as well in cases of merchandise enleriHi 
in l)ond as for consumption, if diss^itisfied with such decision, give 
notic*e in writing to the Collector of Customs, setting forth distinctly 
and specifically, and in respect to (»ach entry or payment, the reasons 
for bis objections thereto. 

Upon sach payment and notici^ the Collector of Customs shall 
re-examine and decide the case thus submitted, and if su(*h d<'(Msion

exactions other than duties, the entry shall be re-liquidated accord- 
ingly. But if such decision shall be adverse to the protest of the 
owner, importer, consignee or agent of such merchandise, or to the 
person paying such fees, charges and exactions other than duties, said 
pereon or persons may, within five days, exclusive of Sundays and 
holidays, after notification in writing to them by the Collector of Cus- 
toms of such adverse decision, give notice in writing to the Collector 
of (histoms of his or their dissatisfaction with such adverse decision, 
which notice, together >vith the entry, invoice, and all other papers 
and exhibits connected therewith, shall be forthwith transmitt^ to 
tlie Insular Collector who shall examine and decide the case thus sub- 
nutted, and such decision shall be final and conclusive upon all pe^ 
sons interested therein, and the record shall be transmitted to the 
proper collector of customs or person acting as such, who shall re- 
liquidate the entry accordingly, except in cases where the person 
paying such duties, fees, charges and exactions other than duties, 
shall appeal from the imposition thereof to the Court of Customs 
Appeals in the manner hereinafter provided, and in cases where the 
S(»cretary of Finance and Justice shall certify in writing that, in his 
opinion, such decision ought to be revised by the Court of Customs 
Appeals. For the purposes of this section, it shall be the duty of the 
Insular Collector immediately to give notice in writing to the Secre- 
tary of Finance and Justice of all appeals that have come to him by 
virtue of this section and of his decisions thereon, where such decisions 
shall have reversed the decision of the Collector of Customs or where 
the decisions of the Insular Collector, acting as Collector for the port 
of Manila, shall have been adverse to the Government. 

Sec. l'87. If th(^ decision of the Insular Collector, acting either as 
Collector of Customs for the ])ort of Manila or on app^^al to him fmm 
a collector of customs, shall be adverse to the claim of the owner, 
importer, eousigiUM^ or ag(»nt of the mcM'chandise, or of the person imu'- 
ing to th(^ Collector of Customs fe<»s, charges and t^vactions other than 
duties, the ownei-, importer, consignee or agent, or the person paying 
the fees, charges and exactions may, within five days, exclusive of 
Sundays and holidays, after notification in writing to him by the Col- 
lector of Customs of such adv(M'se decision, appeal then»froni to the 
Court of Customs Apj)eals by giving notices in writing to the C-olhH*t<jr 
of Customs of his or their dissatisfaction with such adverse dcKJisioii,

In case tlu* decision ot the Insular Collector, acting in his capa<Mty 
as Collector of Customs for the port of Manila, or upon ap^ieal to him 
from the ColhM'tor of Customs, shall be atlverse to the (Tovernment on 
\\\o niaiterat issue and the S(»cr(»tary of Finance and Justice shall 
c<»rtifv in writing that, in his oj)inion, such d(»cision ought to l)e revise*! 
by the Conrt of Customs ApiM»als, it shall be thereu]K)n the duty of 
the Insular Collector to c(»rtifv and transmit his decision, togdli 
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with the entry, invoices and exhibits, and all other papers connected 
therewith, to the Clerk of the Court of Customs Appeals, and that 
court shall, upon notice to the Attorney Greneral, and to all parties 
interest-ed, re-examine and determine the case, as last above provided, 
and its decision shall be final. 

Sec. 288. The evidence taken before either the Collector of Cus- 
toms or the Insular Collector may, if competent, be used before said 
Court, and said Court may receive further evidence pertinent to the 
issue. The Court, may make general rules governing proceedings 
lief ore it. Costs may be allowed to the Government or to the adverse 
party, in the discretion of the Court, but such costs shall not exceed 
those allowed to parties in actions jiending in the Supreme Court for 
the Philippine Islands, as established by the Code of Procedure in 
Civil Actions and Special Proceedings. The CouH shall have the 
power to determine all questions arising in the appeal, iu(*liiding the 
question as to whether any duty, exaction, imi)osition or fee can law- 
fully l>e imposed. The remedy by appeal to the Court of Customs 
Appeals is exclusive of all other remedies ui>on all questions arising 
relating to the Customs duties, or the administration thon^of, under this 
Act. No right of action shall exist on the part of the owner, im|)orter, 
exporter, or consignee to recover back any duties, fees, exactions or 
fines by him or them paid, except by means of appeal in acconlance 
with the pnivisions of this Act. No appeal shall lie to any tribunal 
from the judgment of the Court of Customs Appeals, nor shall any 
tribunal have the right to review its decisions or proceedings in any 
form. 

Sec. 289. The Court of Customs Appeals shall consist of three 
judges, the Secretary of Finance an<l Justice to l)e the President of 
such court; one of the Judges of the Supreme Court, to 1m» designated, 
from time to time, by the Civil Governor, shall l)e the second nteml)er, 
and a comi)etent person, to be apiK)inU*d by the Civil Governor, with 
the advice and consent of the United States Philippine Commission, 
shall be the third meml)er. The thinl member of the Court shall act 
as its clerk and shall receive a compensation at the rate of four thou- 
sand, five hundred dollars (♦4,500.00) per year, in nxmey of the United 
States. He shall possess the qualifications re(iuired by law for judges 
of the Supreme Court, and may be i*equire<l to perform the duties of 
a Judge of a Court of First Instance of any province in the Islands, 
when directetl in writing to do so by the Civil Governor, in which case 
his acts, proceedings and judgments shall l)e of equal validity as 
though he were the I'egular Judge of the Court of First Instance in the 
province in which he shall perform such duties. Ju<lg(»s of the Court 
of Customs Appeals shall have power to administer oaths, and, as to 
proceedings ])ending befon* it, the Court shall have all the iM)wer8 of 
the Supreme Court for the Philippine Islands, as defined in Acts No. 
136 and No. 190. It shall Iw a court of reconl and havo a seal. Two 
judges shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. It 
shall 1)0 the duty of the Attorney (Tcneral, or some poison detailed 
from his office for that puriM)se, to r<»prt»sent the Government lx»fore 
the Court in aid of the Insular Collector. The judges shall, In^forc* 
entering uimui the performance of their duties, take the (»ath nniuired 
by law to Im? taken by ju<licial ofticers. The Cl«»rk may employ such 
deputies, clerical assistants, ty|K' writers, stenographers, and mess4*n- 
ipers, and at such salaries, as a nuijority of the judges shall authorize. 
Said Court shall 1m» <l<H>nted to h<« always open. 

SKC. 2*MK Whenever a <*oll(M'tor of rustoms shall a<lniiuisUiUv\vAN; 
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impose any fine or penalty, or decree any forfeiture or confiscation, the 
person against whom such fine, penalty or forfeiture or confiscation has 
been adjudged by the Collector may appeal therefrom to the Collector 
of Customs for the Philippine Archipelago, and his decision, eitheras 
Collector of the port of Manila or on appeal, shall be final, except in 
cases wherein the amount of the fine or penalty, or the value of the 
property forfefted or confiscated, shall exceed five hundred dollars, 
in which case an appeal may be taken therefrom to the Court of Cus- 
toms Appeals in the manner provided in the three preceding sections. 
In <*ase of such appeal, the Court of Customs Appeals shall proceed 
to determine the issue, as is provided in case of other appeals in the 
preceding secitions. 

Sec. 291. Whenever the penalty of imprisonment is imposed by the 
terms of this Act for violation of any of its provisions, it eOiall be the 
duty of the Attorney General to institute, in proper cases before the 
Court of Customs Appeals, proceedings in the ordinary form of crimi- 
nal prosecutions, for the conviction of the person charged, and that 
Court shall have the power to try and determine the question of the 
guilt or innocence of the defendant so charged and to impose such 
sentence as the law warrants in case of conviction, and its decision 
shall be final. The collection of fines imposed by the Court may be 
enforceil by imprisonment, as in case of other crimes or misdemean- 
ors, in a(jcordance with such law as is now, or may be hereafter, 
provided. 

Sec. 292. Protests which fail to point out distinctly and specifically 
the precise objection of the person protesting to the action of the cus- 
toms authorities, will not be entertained; nor will any protest be 
entertained on the action of the Collector as to excessive sea-stores. 

Sec. 21)3. The Insular Collector, collectors of customs at sub-ports 
of (Mitry, and thoir respective deputies duly appointed, or any of 
them, an* hereby authorized to administer oaths, and said Insular 
Collector, collectors of customs at sub-ports of entry, or their respec- 
tive (l(»pu1ies duly appointed, as the case may be, may cite to appear 
before them, and examine upon oath any owner, importer, agent, 
consignee, or other perscm, touching any matter or thing which they, 
or <Mther of them, may deem material respecting any merchandise, in 
ascertaining the dutiable value or classilicati(m thereof; an<l the}' or 
cither of them may requin* such testimony to be reduced to writing, 
and when so taken it shall be filed in the office of the Collector of 
Customs, and ])reserv(Ml for us(^ or reference until the final decision 
of the Insular Collector shall be made respecting the valuation or 
classification of said merchandise, as the case may l)e. 

Sec. 204. If any person so cited to appear shall neglect or refuse to 
attend, or shall decline to answer, or shall refuse to answer in writinjr 
any material interrogatories, and subscribe his name tohisdei>osition. 
or to produce* such papci^s, when so re(|uired by the Insular Collector, 
coll(*ctoi-sof customs at. sub-ports of entry, or their respective deputit*> 
dulyai)j)ointed, or any of them, he shall l)e liable to a penalty of one 
hundred dollars; and if such person be the owner, importer or con- 
signees the appraisenuMit which the Insular Collector may makeof the 
merchandise shall be final and conclusive; and any person who shall 
willfully and corruptly swear falscdy on an examination before the 
Insular Coll(»ct<)r or Collector of Customs at sub-i)ort of entry, or any 
of their deputies duly «i)pointed, sliall l)e deemed guilty of perjury: 
and if lie is the owner, importer or consignee, the merchandise shall 
Ix* forfeit^^d. 
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Sec. 295. A permanent record shall be kept by all collectoi's of all 
protestH at their respective i)ort8, with particulars of the succeasive 
steps taken in each case. 

Sec. 296. Whenever a decision has been made by the Insular Col- 
lector in regard to the classification of any kind of merchandise, and* 
no appeal has been taken within the period as prescribed by this Act, 
snch decision shall govern the liquidation of the particular case which 
was the subject of the decision. In the absence of any appeal and 
of contrary instructions, all similar goods shall be treated in liquida- 
tion in accordance with the classification established by the Insular 
Collector. 

Sbc. 297. Importers filing protests involving questions of fact must, 
if the nature of the merchandise permits, within five days after filing 
the protests, supply the Collector with samples of the merchandise 
covered thereby. Such samples shall be verified by the officer who is 
immediately responsible for the classification against which the pro- 
tests are filed, and shall be transmitted to the Insular (Collector with 
the protests to which they belong. 

Sec. 298. No collector or other officer of the customs shall be in 
any way liable to any owner, importer, consignee or agent of any 
merchandise, or any other person, for or on account of any rulings 
or decisions as to the liability to duty or the classification of said mer- 
chandise, or any other matter or thing as to which s^iid owner, importer, 
consignee, or agent of such merchandise might be entitled to appeal 
from the decision of said collector or other officer, nor shall any col- 
lector or other officer of the Customs Service be liable to an a(*tion 
for the recovery of duties paid, whether under protest, or otherwise, 
the remedy given by this Act by way of appeal being hereby declare<l 
to be exclusive. . 

Sec. 299. All final judgments, when in favor of the importer, shall 
be certified by the Court of Customs Appeals to the Insular Auditor 
and paid pursuant to appropriation by settlement warrant ui)on the 
Insnlar Treasury. 

Sec. 300. The money necessary for the re-payment of duties exacted 
or paid in excess of the amounts found, and on final liqui<iation, or for 
the payment of fines or penalties remitted, shall l>e estimat<Hl and 
included by collectors or other proper officers in their regular esti- 
mates for appropriations, and shall be disburs<Ml only pursuant to 
appropriation upon proper certified statements in such form as the 
Insnlar Collector shall prescribe, but in every case application for 
review, if pending, must be withdrawn l>efore the preparation of any 
SQch statement. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 
FINES, PENALTIES, SEIZURES AND FORFEITURES. 

Sec. 301. The imi)ortation of dutiable merchandise by sea from any 
foreign country in a vessel of less than thirty tons burden shall sub- 
ject both vessel and cargo to seizure and forfeiture. 

Sec. 302. The master of any vessel arriving at a port in the Philip- 
pine Islands having fire-arms, gun-powder, cartridges. <lynamite, or 
any other class of explosives and munitions of war concealed on board 
his vessel, or not contained in the ship's manifest, shall be liable to a 
flue of not exceeding t2(XK).(H\ and all of such articles together with 
such vessel shall be 8eize<l and forfeited. 

Sec. 303. Except as proviileil by the last preceding section^ if a\i^ 
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merchandise l^e found on board an}' vessel from a foreign port which 
is not included in lier manifests, produced as required by this Act, the 
master shall forfeit an amount equal to double the duties fixed then»- 
for, provided always, that if it appears to tlie Collector that sui-h 
omissions occurred with intent to defraud the revenue, the masUT 
shall in addition forfeit an amount equal to the value of the merchan- 
dise not manifested, and all such merchandise lielonging or con8igne<l 
to the officers or crew of the vessel shall be seized and forfeited; but 
if such merchandise belongs to any other person acting in good faitli 
the same shall be released upon payment of the regular duties and 
charges thereon. If any package or ailicle named on the manifest l)e 
missing on the arrival of the vessel, or if the merchandise on board 
does not otherwise agree with the manifest delivered by the master, 
except as above prescribed, the master shall be liable to a penalty of 
not less than two hundred and fifty dollars, and not more than 
two thousand, five hundred dollai's, and in addition an amount equal 
to the value of the said missing merchandise as ascertained by the 
Collector of Customs, unless the Collector shall be satisfied that such 
deficiency or disagreement occurred without fraudulent intent, iu 
which case said penalty shall not be inflicted; provided, nevertheless, 
that if such disagreement or deficiency if found by the Collector to be 
due to the carelessness, negligence or incompetence of the master of 
the vessel, her owners or agents, a penalty of not more than the value 
thereof may be imposed upon the master for each package miasing or 
matei-ially disagreeing in marks, character or otherwise with the 
description thereof in the manifest. 

All penalties inflicted under the provisions of this section shall \^ 
forthwith reported to the Insular Collector with full particulars of 
the ofl!ense committed and of the previous conduct of the master in 
like matters. 

Sec. .'504. Whenever an entry of imported merchandise is permit- 
ted by tlic Collector, which shall not b(^ accompanied by the invoice> 
as recjuired l)y this Act, a penjilty of twenty-five per cent, of the 
amount of duties on such importation may be imposed upon thv 
importer, provided that the value of the goods in such entry shall be 
more than one hundred dollars, and provided further, that the \yen- 
alty shall not be less than fiv(> dollars in any one case. 

Sec. .'305. For failiin* to pay the amount of liquidated duties of a 
liiiuidat ion within live working days after the notice of liquidation 
has been j)ui)licly posted in llu^ (.'ustoms House, a penalty of h\e per 
cent, of the aniouiit found <lue the revenue on liquidation shall be 
added thiTeto an<l collected therewith. 

Sec. .'300. If any seal placed upon any vessel, compartment, ear »»r 
other (*onveyanc(» l)y a customs oflicial is willfully broken or <lestroy*Hl, 
a penalty of not excetKlin^ one thousand dollars nmy be im|>ose«l 
upon the master, conductor or other person in charge thereof for eaeli 
seal so bi'oken or destroy(Ml. 

Sec. .*}()7. A penaltv of not more that one thousand dollars mav !»•• 
inipos(»d upon Wu" master of any vessel that shall disc»harge any earj:«' 
at any other than the(lesi^nate<l time or phice, but the imposition ami 
collection of the penalty in this section prescril)ed shall not exempt 
the owner or consigne(M)f the goods or the owner or master of the 
v<»ssel from any payment of the duties on the g(K)ds so discharged. 
nor from any of tlie iH*nalties imposed by tin* terms of this Act for 
smuggling or other frauds upon the revenue. 

Sec. .*30s. If the gross weight of any artii'le nr package des<'riUMliu 
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the manifest of an importing vessel is found to exceed by more than 
ten per cent, the gross weight as declared in the manifest or bills of 
lading thereof, a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollai*s and an 
amount equal to ten per centum of the value thereof for each such 
package or article shall be imposed upon the master of the importing 
vessel, unless it shall be established to the satisfaction of the Collector 
by the master or consignee that such excess of weight was the result 
of mistake and without fraud. 

Sec. 309. Whenever any article subject to duty is found in the 
baggage of any person arriving within the Philippine Islands, which 
was not at the time for making entry of such baggage mentioned to 
the Collector or other proper customs official before whom such entry 
was made by the person making entry, such article shall be seized, 
and the person in whose baggage it is found shall be liable to a pen- 
alty of treble the value of such article, and to the other penalties 
prescribed for frauds upon the customs revenues, unless it shall be 
established to the satisfaction of the Collector that the failure to men- 
tion or declare was without fraud. 

Sec. 310. Goods found to be fraudulently entered, either as to value, 
quantity or character, and all goods which have been the subject of 
an attempt to import into the Philippine Islands without going through 
the Custom House, or to export from the Philippine Islands without 
proper entry thereof and payment of lawful duties and charges 
thereon, and merchandise of prohibited imi)ortat ion, whether declared 
or not, shall be seized and disposed of as is in this Act provided for 
the disposition of seized property. 

Sec. 311. When imported merchandise shall be so declared and 
entere<l as to the value or classification thereof that the duties, if esti- 
mated on the face of the entry, would be less by U*n per <*ent. than 
by law should lye collected, or when the dutiable weight, measure- 
ment or quantity of imported merchandise is found upon examination 
to exceed by ten jier cent, or more the entered weight, measurement 
or quantity, a penalty may l)e impostnl upon the im{)orter of not less 
than the additional amount required to pay the full duty on such 
merchandise, and not more than five times such additional amount so 
n^quired, and no delivery of any of the merchandise included in such 
entry shall be made until such |)enalty has been paid. 

Sec. 312. If upon examination of goods sought to l)e exported, it is 
found that the actual gross weight of such goods exceinls by nioi-e 
than ten per cent, the gross weight declared in the bills of lading and 
export declaration, a penalty may be imposed ui)on the exi)orter of an 
amount not exceeding ten times the ex{)ort duty on such goods. 

Sec. 313. For the purposes of this Act, whenever any line, penalty, 
seizure, confiscation, or forfeiture is herein prescrilied, in respect to 
any person, beast, merchandise, vehicle, vessel, or article of any 
description, the Collector of Customs shall impose, colle<*t, execute 
and enforce the same in his official capacity without further process 
of law, unless otherwise specifically stated in this act; 

I^rovided, however, that nothing in this section contained shall Ik* 
construed to prevent the arrest or seizure, and teniiM)rary detention, 
of any person, beast, merchandise, vehicle, vessel, or article, for the 
purpose of preventing the escape or removal thereof from customs 
surveillance or custody, and. 

Provided, further, that any beast, merchandise, vehicle, vessel, or 
article, as to which any fine, i)eimlty, seizure, confiscation, or forfeit- 
ure has been decreed as herein provided, either by the Collector of 
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Customs or by the Court of Customs Appeals, shall be sold in the 
manner prescribed by this Act for the sale of seized or confiscated 
merchandise, and in cases of fines or penalties, or both, the amount 
of the fine, or, if so decreed, the equivalent of the penalty, or both, 
as the case may be, together with the expenses of sale and other 
proper charges, shall be deducted from the proceeds of the sale and 
the remainder shall be held subject to the claim of the owner, in the 
same way as in sales for customs duties, and in cases of seizure, con- 
fiscation or forfeiture, the net proceeds of the sale shall be deposited 
in the Insular Treasury as in such case prescribed by this Act. 

Sec. 314. Any oflBeer or employ^ of the customs service in the Phil- 
ippine Islands who willfully makes or grants any false license, or any 
other false document of or for any vessel, or who falsely and cormpt^ 
describes the admeasurement of any vessel, shall, upon conviction, 
be punished by a fine in any sum not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or imprisonment not exceeding ten years, or both, in the discretion of 
the court. 

Sec. 315. Any person who shall give, or offer to give or promise to 
give any money or thing of value, directly or indirectly, to any officer 
or employ^ of the Government of the Philippine Islands in considera- 
tion of or for any act or omission contrary to law, in connection with 
or pertaining to the importation, exportation appraisement, entry, 
examination or inspection of goods, wares or merchandise, including 
herein any baggage, or of the liquidation of the entry thereof, or shall 
by threats or demands, or promises of any character, attempt to 
improperly influence or <*ontrol any such officer or employe of the 
Government of the Philippine Islands as to the performance of his 
official duties, shalU on conviction thereof, be fined not exceeding two 
thousand dollars, or Ix* imprisoned at hard labor not more than live 
years, or both, in t\w discretion of the <*ourt; and evidence of such 
giving, or ()lTeriii<r, or promising to give, satisfactory to the court in 
wliich sucli trial is had, shall br regarded as prima facie evidence 
that such giving or offering or promising was contrary to law, and 
shall put upon the accused the burden of proving that such act was 
innocent, and not done with unlawful intention. 

Skc. 'Mi). Any oflicer or (»niploye in the Customs Service of the Gov- 
ernincMit of the Philippine Islands who shall, excepting for lawful 
duties or fees, solicit, demand, exact or receive from an^* |x*rson, 
directly or indirectly, any money or thing of value, in connection with 
or ])ertaining to the importation, exportation, appraisement, entry, 
examination or inspection of goods, wares or merchandise, including 
herein any baggage, or liquidation of the entry thereof, on conviction 
thereof shall be fined not exceeding five thousand dollai'S, or be impris- 
oned at liard labor not inon' than ten years, or both, in the discretion 
of th(^ court. And evidence of such soliciting, demanding, exacting 
or receiving, satisfact(»ry to the court in which such trial is had, shall 
be n*garded as iprima fncie evidence that such soliciting, demanding, 
exacrting or rec(Mving was contrary to law, and shall put U{K>n the 
a<*cus(*(l th(» l)urd(Mi of proving that such act was innocent and not 
with unlawful intention. The reception of a gift by any officer or 
employe in the Philippine C'Ustoms Service from any importer or 
exporter, either directly or indirectly, shall prima facie be deemed to 
be a violation of the* provisions of this section. 

Sec. 'Ml. If any owner, importer, consign<>e, agent, or other person 
shall make or attempt to make any entry of imi)orted or dutiable 
exported merchantlise by means of any false or fraudulent invoice, 
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affidavit, lett-er, paper, or by means of any false sUitement written or 
verbal or by means of any false or fraudulent practice or appliance 
whatsoever, or shallbe guilty of any willful act or omission by means 
whereof the Government of the Philippine Islands shall be deprived 
of the lawful duties, or any portion thereof, embraced or n»fen'ed to 
in such invoice, affidavit, letter, paper or statement, or affected by 
such act or omission, such merchandise, or the value thereof, to \>e 
recovere<l from the person making the entry, shall be seized and for- 
feited, which forfeiture shall only apply to the whole of the merchan- 
dise or the value thereof, in the case or pivckage containing tlie par- 
ticular article or articles of merchandise to wliich such fraud or false 
paper or statement relates; and such person shall, upon conviction, 
b^ fined for each offense a sum not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or be imprisoned for a time not exceeding two years, or both, in the 
discretion of the court. 

Sbc. 318. All fines, pecuniary penalties and forfeitures, which may 
have l)een administratively imposed by the C^ollector of Customs, or 
the Insular ('ollector, or the Secretary of Finance and Justice, under 
the provisionsof this Act, may likewise l)e enforced by action in court 
in the name of the Government of the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 319. The moneys mentioned in this Act are in the cnrrc»ncy of 
the United States. All fines, charges, or {KMialties prescribe<l by this 
act shall be imposed and collected in money of the United States or 
such equivalents thereof as are by law permitted to be received. 

CHAPTER XXV. 
SEARCHES AND SEIZURES. 

Sec. 320. It shall be lawful for any officer of the Customs, including 
inspectors, or of a revenue cutt^^r, or authorized agent of t lie Insular Col- 
lector, or other person specially appointed for the puriH)sc in writing by 
the Collector, to go aboard any vessel within the limits of any collec- 
tion district of the Philippine Archi[>elago, and to insi)ei't, sfsirchand 
examine the same, and any person, trunk or envelope on boanl, and to 
this end to hail and stop such vessel if under way, to us<* all neces- 
sarj' (owe to compel compliance; and if it shall appear tliat any 
breach or violation of the laws of the Philippine Islands has \H*vn ctmi- 
mitted, whereby or in consequence of which such vessel, or the mer- 
chandise, or any part thereof, on l)oard of or inii)orted by such vessel, 
is liable to forfeiture, to make seizure of the same or any part th<»n»of, 
and to arrest, or in case of escape or any attempt to escajK*, to pursue 
and arreHt any |)erson engaged in such breach or violation. 

Sbc. 321. The original api>ointment in writing of any iK*rs4m s])e- 
cially appointed under the provisions of the previous section shall l>e 
filed in the Custom House where such appointment is nuide. 

SKC. 322. Any of the officers or jwrsons authoriz<Hl to l)oanl or search 
vessels may stop, search and examine, within the limits of any colhn*- 
tiou district of the Philippine Archii)elago any vehich*, bt»ast or i>er- 
son, on which or whom he or they shall susix^ct there is m<»rc)uinclise 
which is subject to duty, or shall have In^en intrcKluced into the Phil- 
ippine Islands in any manner contrary to law, whether by ]K'rsons in 
pOHHes8ion or charge, or by, in or uiN>n su(*h vehicle, In^ast or {K'rson, 
or otherwise, and to search any trunk, env<»loiK* or i>erson, wherever 
found, in which he may have n^asonable causi' to sus|>ei't there is mer- 
chandise whiohwas imported contrary to law; and if any such officft^r 
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or other persou 8o authorizod shall liud any merchandise on or about 
any wueh vehicle, beast or jierson, or in any trunk or envelope, which 
he sliall have reasonable cause to believe is subject to duty, or to have 
been unlawfully introduced into the Philippine Islands, whether by the 
pei'son in possession or cliarge, or by, in or upon such vehicle, beast 
or person, or otherwise, he shall seize and secure the same for trial, 
and in such (*ase the officer shall ari*est the person in whose custody 
such vehicle or beast, trunk or envelope, is found, and cause due pros- 
ecution to be instituted against such person, in case he shall have rea- 
sonable ground to believe tliat such person was knowingly engaged in 
the violation of the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 3:23. Every su<!h vehicle or beast, or either, together with teams 
or other motive power used in conveying, drawing or propelling such 
vehicle or merchandises and all other appurtenances, including trunks, 
envelopes, covers, and all means of concealment, and all the equipage, 
trappings, and other appurtenances of such beast, team or vehicle, 
shall be subject to seizure and forfeiture. If any person who may be 
driving or conducting, or in charge of any such carriage or vehicle or 
beast, or any person traveling, shall willfully refuse to stop and allow 
search and examination to be made as herein provided, when required 
to do so by an authorized person, he shall be punishable by a fine of 
not more than one thousand dollars, nor less than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 324. No railway car or engine, or other vehicle or team useil by 
any person or corporation, as couimon CArriers, shall be subject to fo^ 
feiture by force of the provisions of this Act, unless it shall appear 
that tlie owner, superintendent or agent of the owner in charge thereof 
at the time of such unlawful importation or transportation thereon or 
thereby was a consenting party, or privy to such illegal importation 
or transportation. 

Sec. 32o. The Insular Collector may from time to time prescribe 
regulations for the search of ])orsons and baggage, and for the employ- 
ment of f<Mnal(^ inspectors for the examination and search of iH»rs<ms 
of tlicir own sex; and all persons ccmiing into the Philippine Islands 
from forci^rn countries shall be liable to detenticm and search by 
authorized olliocM-s or agents of the (Government under such regulations. 

Sec. 3lM;. Any [x^rson authorized by this Act to nmke searches and 
seizures, or any j)ers(m assisting him oracling under his directions, 
may, if deemed necessary by him or them, enter into or upon or jiass 
through the lands, enclosures and ])uildings, within th<» Pliilippine 
Archipelago, other than the* dwelling house, of any pei*S4>n whoiustv 
ever, in the night or in the day-time, in order to the mori^ effectual 
discharge of his oHieial duties. 

Sec. o'27. W any e(»lleetor, surveyor, inspector or other person 
siMM'ially api)ointed by the Collector, shall have cause to suspei't a 
concealment of any merchandise, imported in violation of this Act. 
in any particular dwelling house, store building, or other place, within 
the I^hilippine ArchiiM^lago, they, or either of them, U|)on proi>«T 
ap[)lir*ation on oath to any judge of First Instance or to any just iiv 
of the ]M*a<*e, shall !)<» entitl(»d to a warrant to enter such house, stoiv. 
or otlier place, in the day-time only, and there to search for such 
merchan<lis(»; and if any shall be found, to seize and securer the same 
for trial: and all such merchandise on which tlie duties shall not have 
]x»(»n paid, or se<*ui-(Ml to 1m^ paid, shall be stdzed and forfeited. 

Skc. 32S. If any master of a vess(d coming into or having arrived 
at any \h)V\. within the PhiiippiiK' Islands, shall obstruct or hinder, 
or simll intentionally cause any obstruction or hindrance to any officer 
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in lawfully going on board Huch vessel, lor the purpose of carrying 
into effect any of the n?venuo laws of the Philippine Islands, he shall 
for every offense be liable to a penalty of not more than one thousand 
dollars nor less than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 329. If any box, trunk, chest, cask, or other package shall he 
found in the cabin, steei*age or forecastle of a vessel, or in other place 
separate from the residue of the cargo, the officer of the custom shall 
take a particular account of such package, and of the marks or num- 
berH thereof, if any, and a description thereof, and, if he judges 
proper, shall seal every such jmckage; and such account and descrip- 
tion shall l)e by him forwarded without delay to the Collector of the 
district to which the vessel is l)ound. If upon arrival at the port of 
entry, the package or packages so descril)ed, or any of them, are miss- 
ing, or if any sesal put thereon has been broken the master shall be 
liable to a penalty for every package missing, or on which any seal 
Bhall be broken, of two hundred dollars, and shall also be subject to 
all the penalties in this Act prescribed for violation of the provisions 
of this Act by unlawful imi)ortation of m<'rchandise, and the fact that 
such package or packages are missing, or that the seal thereon has 
been broken, shall he prima facie evidence of an unlawful importa- 
tion of the goods contained therein. 

Sec. 330. The Inspector who may l)e put on board of any vessel 
shall secure, after sunset each evening, or previous to his quitting the 
vesst^l, the hatches and other (communications with the hold of such 
veasel, or any part thereof he may judge necessary, with locks or 
other proper fastenings, which lo<*ks or other fastenings shall not l)e 
opene<l, broken or removed until the following morning, or after the 
rising of the sun, and in the presence of the Inspt^ctor l)y whom the 
same were affixed, except by special license from the Collector of the 
port first obtained. If the locks or other fastenings, or any of them, 
are broken or removed contrary to this section, or if any merchandise 
or packages are clandestinely landed, notice thereof shall be imme<li- 
ately given by the Inspector t^» the Collector of the port when> the 
vessel may l)e; and the master of such vessel shall, for em*h offense, 
be liable to a )>enalty of not more than five hundred dollai's,and shall 
also be subject to all the (K'nalties in this Act prescril)ed for violations 
of the provisions of this Act by unlawful importation of merchandise, 
and the fact that su(*h fmckage or packages are missing, or that the 
seal thereon has l)een broken, shall b<» prima facie evidence of an 
unlawful importation of the giNnls contained thercMii. 

Sec. 331. Every officer or other p<»rson authorize<l t^) make searches 
and seizures by this Act shall, at the time of executing any of the 
powers conferred upon him, make known, upon being ([uestioniHl, his 
character as an officer or agent of the Customs or Government, and 
shall have authority to demand of any ))ei's<m within the distance of 
three miles to assist him in making any arrests, search or seizure 
authorized by this Act, where such assistance may l>e neceswir}-; and 
if such person shall, without reasonable excuse, neglect orn»fns*»so to 
assist, upon proper demand, he shall l>e deeme<l guilty of a mis<le- 
meanor, punishable by a fine of not more than two hundrtMl dollars 
nor less than twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 332. It shall be the<luty of the several officers of the Customs 
to seize and secure any vessel or merchandise' which shall iM'conn* lia- 
ble to seizure by virtue of any law resiK»cting the revenue, as well 
without as within their respi'ctive districts. 

Sec. 3ii3. Any iM^rson who asMiults, resists, opiK»w»s, or interl'ivw^vw 
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any manner with any oflBcer of the Customs or person lawfully assist- 
ing him, in the discharge of his duty, or offers them presents or bribes 
to influence or reward their acts, or wlio rescues or attempts to rescue 
any property that has been seized by a customs officer or a jierson so 
authorized, shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than two thousand dollars, or be imprisoned not less 
than six months nor more than two years, or both; and any person 
who assaults an officer of the customs or any person lawfully assisting 
him in the execution of his duty, with an intent to commit a bodily 
injury on liim, shall be imprisoned at hard labor for a term not 
more than ten years nor less than one year. But every officer of the 
customs exercising the powers of his position is required to make 
known his character if questioned. 

Sec. 334. In all cas<'s of seizure of property subject to seizure and 
forfeiture for any of the causes named in any provision of the law 
relating to customs, the Collector shall cause a list and particular 
description of the property seized to be prepared in duplicate, and an 
appraisement of the same to be made by two sworn examining officers 
under the revenue laws, if there are such officers at or near the place 
of seizure, but if there are not, then by two competent and dLsinter- 
ested citizens of the Philippine Islands, to be selected by him for that 
purpose, n^siding at or near the place of seizure; which list and 
appraisement shall be properly attested by such Collector and the per- 
sons making the appraisal. For such services as appraisers they shall 
be allowed out of the revenue three dollars each for every day neces- 
sarily employed in such service. 

Sec. 335. AftcM* such appraisal the Collector or other proiier officer 
shall give notice once a week, for three successive weeks, in .some 
new8pai)er of general circulation in the province or city where surh 
seizun? shall have b(H»u made, and also notices shall be pM)sted iii 
proper publi<» i)laees, which notices shall describe the articles wMZiii. 
and state the time, cause and place of seizure, and shall requin* any 
l>erson claiming such articles to apiM^ar and file with such colUvlor of 
customs or other ofliccr his claim to such articles within twenty days 
from th(» (late of the fii^t publication of such notice. If there l)e iio 
newspaper of general circulation in the province, then notice shall l»e 
given by the posting of noticc^s as in this section provided. 

Sec. 330. Any person claiming tlie property so seized maj', at any 
time witliin twenty days from th(» date of such publication, file with 
the Collector a claim, stating his interest in the articles seized, an<l 
upon depositing with such collector a bond to the Government of th** 
Philippine Islands in the |KMial sum of two hundn^l and fifty dollant, 
with two sureties, to be api)r<)ved by such collector, conditione<i that, 
in case of the condc^mnation of the articles so claimed, the oblig«»rs 
shall pay all i\\o costs and expenses of the proceeilings to obtain such 
comlemnation, and su<*h collector shall thereupon transmit the claim, 
with the duplicate list and description of the articles seize<l anti 
claimed to the [)ro])er prosecuting oflicer of the district in which the 
port is situated, who shall procecMl for a condemnation of the property 
in the ordinary mode prescribed by law. 

8e(\ 337. If no such claim shall be filed or bond given within the 
twenty days abov** siM*cilied, such (H>llector shall give not less than fif- 
teen days notic(* of the* sale of the property so seized, by publication 
in the manner before-mentioned; an<l, at tlietime and place specified 
in such notice, he shall sell at public* auction the property so neized. 
and shall deposit the proceeds, aft<M' deducting lawful storagei if anj'i 
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the actual expenses of sneb seizure, publication and sale, in the 
Treasury of the Philippine Islands. The Collector, liowever, shall 
have power to adjourn such sale from time to time for a period not 
exceeding thirty days in all, unless otherwise directs by the Insular 
Collector. 

Sec. 338. Any person claiming to be interested in the property sold 
under the provisions of the preceding section may, within three months 
after such sale, apply to the Insular Collector for a remission of the 
forfeiture and a restoration of the proceeds of such sale, and the same 
may be grante<i b^^ the Insular Collector upon payment of duties, if 
any, and upon satisfactory proof, to be furnished in such manner as 
he shall direct, that the applicant at the time of the seizure and sale 
of the property in <iuestion did not know of the seizure, and wjis in 
such circumstances as prevented hl::i from knowing the same, and 
that such forfeiture was incurred without willful negligence or any 
intention of fraud on the part of the owner of such prop<*rty, but no 
such remission or restoration shall be effective until approved by the 
Secretary of Finance and Justice. 

Sec. 339. Whenever seizure shall be made of any property which, 
in the opinion of the Collector, is liable to )>erish or waste, or to l)e 
greatly reduced in value by keeping, or which cannot l)e kept without 
great disproportionate expense, whether such property consist of live 
animals or merchandise, and when no claim shall have l>een inter- 
posed therefor as is hereinbefore provide<l, the appraisers, if requested 
by the Collector or principal officer making the wMzure, at the time 
when such appraisal is made, shall certify on oath in their appraisal 
their belief that the property seized is liable to speedy deti^rioration, 
or that the expense of its keeping will largely n»duce th<^ net proctn^ls 
of the sale; and in case the appraisers thus certify, such collector or 
other officers may proceed to advertise and sell the same at auction, 
by giving notice for such time as he may think reasonable of such 
seizure and intended sale, by advertisement as hereinlK»fon» provided; 
and the proceeds of such sale shall l)e dei>osite<l with the Insular 
Treasurer as a siiecial deposit, subject, nevertheless, to the payment 
of such claims as shall be presi^nted within three months from the day 
of sale, and allowed by the Insular Collect4)r. If no claim is ]>resented 
to the Insular Colle<*tor within said three months such dei>osit shall 
be covered into the Treasury as customs receipts. 

Skc. 34<). The collectors of the several districts of the Philippine 
Islands, in all cases of seizure of any merchandise for violation of tlie 
revenue laws, are hereby authorize<l, subject to the previous appn)val 
of the Insular Collector, to release such men*han(lis<» on payment of 
the appraise<l value thereof, including the duties thereon. 

Sbc. 341. If any iK^rson shall fraudulently or knowingly import or 
bring into the Philippine^ Islands, or assist in so doing, any merchan- 
dise, contrary to law, or shall receive, conct»al, buy, S4»ll, or in any 
manner facilitate the transportation, (concealment or sale of such mer- 
chandise after importation, knowing the sjime to have In^en imiN)rt<Hl 
contrary to law, such merc*handise shall Ik' s^m/ciI and forfeited and 
the offender shall be fine<i in a sum not exc(H'ding five thousan<l dol- 
lars nor less than fifty dollars, or l>e imprisone<l for any time not 
exceeding two years, or both. Whenever, on trial for a violation of 
this section, the defendant is shown to have or to have had {K>ss<'ssion 
of such goods, such possession shall Ix' deemed sufficient eviden<*e to 
authorize conviction, unle.ss the defendant shall explain the iM>sses- 
Bion to the satisfaction of the e<»urt. 
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Sec. 34l\ Whenever any seizure shall be made for the purpose of 
enforcing any forfeiture, the Collector or other person causing such 
seizure to be made shall immediately give information thereof to the 
Insular Collector. 

Sec. 343. Whenever a vessel, or th<» owner, master or manager 
thereof, shall be subject to a penalty for the violation of the revenue 
laws, such vessel shall be seized and held for the payment of such 
penalty. 

Sec. 344. All fines, penalties and forfeitures lawfully incurred or 
im])osed not enforceable or collectible by the respective collectors, 
either by reason of the nature of the statutory provision authorizing 
the same or by reason of there being no property under the control of 
the Collector upon which the lien for such liability created by the 
imposition of such fine, penalty or forfeiture can be enforced without 
a suit or (criminal prosecution, shall be reported by the Collector 
within ten days to the proper prosecuting officer of the district in 
which such fines, penalties, or forfeitures are incurred or imposed, 
together with a statement of all the facts and circumstances of the 
case within the Collector's knowledge, or which may come to his 
knowledge from time to time, together with the names of the wit- 
nesses and the provisions of the law believe<l to be violated, on which 
a reliance may be had for condemnation or conviction. 

Sec. 345. The prosecuting officer upon receiving such report of the 
Collector, shall cause suit or prosecution to be commenced and prose- 
cuted without delay for the fines, personal x)ena]ties and other for- 
feitures by law in such cases provided. 

Sec. 346. All merchandise or property of any kind seized under 
the provisions of any law of the Philippine Islands relating to the 
cusloms sluill, unless otherwise provided by law, bo placed and remain 
in the custody of the Collector or principal officer of the customs of 
the district in which the seizure shall bo made, to abide adjudication 
by the pnnH'i- tribiiiiHl, or other disposition according to law. 

Skc. *)47. The Collector within whose district any seizure shall be 
mad(^ or forfeit un? incurred for jiny violation of tlie duty laws, when- 
ever it may become nc^cessary to enforce the same in accordance with 
the provisions of section 344 of this Act, is hereby (*njoin<Hl to cause 
suits for the same to be commenced without delay, and prosecute<l t« 
effe(*t ; and is, nionM)ver, authorized to receive from the court within 
which snch trial is ha<l, or from the proper officer thereof, the sum 
rc^coviTcd, aft(M" <leductinji all proper charges to l)e allowed by the 
court; and on rcc(Mpt tlnM'cof he shall pay and distribute the same 
without delay, according to law. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 
COMPENSATION FOR I)KTE( TORS AND INFORMERS. 

Sec. lUS. \Vh<»nev(M' any officer of the customs, or other person, 
shall <lete(»t and seiz(» ^oods, wares or merchandise in the Jiotof being 
smujr^lcd, he sliall be* entitled to such compi^nsation t.hert»for as the 
Insular Collector shall award, not exceeding in amount one half of 
th<» net proceeds, if any, result in<j: from such seizure aft<^r deducting 
all dnti<'s, costs and charjicos connect c^l therc^with. 

Wlienev(M' any p<»rson not an otliccr of tlic Philippine Islands shall 
furnish to the pi'op<»r prosecuting oHiccr, or to any c^hief officer of the 
customs, original information concci-nin^ any fraud upon the Custonu^ 
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revenue, perpetrated or contemplated, which shall lead to the recov- 
er}' of any duties withheld or of any fine, penalty or forfeiture incurred, 
whether by importers or exporters, or their agents, or by any officer 
or person employed in the Customs service, such compensation as the 
Insular Collector shall certify to be just and reasonable may on such 
recovery be paid to the person so furnishing information, not exceed- 
ing in any case the sum of five thousand dollars, but the comi)ensa- 
tion in this secttion provided, when in excess of the sum of five hun- 
dpe<l dollars, shall be subject to the approval of the Secretary of 
Finance and Justice. 

No claim of either informers or seizing officers for compensation 
shall l>e allow^ed unless a sum not less than $5.00 is available for 
award to the claimant. 

CHAPTER XXVn. 
CUSTOMS SURVEILLANCE. 

Sec. 349. In order to secure the collection of the legal duties, the 
custom houses shall exercise surveillance over the coast, iM'ginning 
with the moment when a vessel enters tlie jurisdictional waters of the 
Philippine Archipelago and concluding when the merchandise im- 
porte<l therein has been legally passini through t lie custom hoiuses, 
except that in cases of justifiable suspicion of fraud said mer(*handise 
may bii followed in it-s transportation by coasting vessels, by railroad, 
or l>y any other means or in any other way by land or water, from 
one ix)int in the islands to another, in whi(*h casi' a new examination 
shall be made and proof required of the payment of the proper duties 
at the custom house of arrival. 

Sec. 350. riK)n the arrival in port of any v<\ssel, no person (»xcept 
the pilot, cust<mi8 and health officers, consuls and agents of the ves- 
sel (with the consent of the customs officers) shall Ik' alloweil to go 
on boanl the vessel, without the iM^mission of the (*ustoms offi<*er in 
charge, until all the passengers and their baggage shall have been 
landed, or, if there are no passengers, until tin* vessel is compU^tely 
moored, or until the. master's {M^rmission is obtained; nor shall any 
person, with the exceptions alwve immed, leave the vessel without the 
permission of the customs officer in charge, until all the passengers and 
their baggage shall have been duly landed, if then» ai'e passengers. 

Upon the arrival in port, of any vessel, it shall Im» unlawful for the 
maater to allow any person except the pilot, customs an<l liralth 
officers, consuls and agents of the vessel (with the consent of the cus- 
toms officers) to go on board the vessel, without the {M^rmission of 
the customs officer in charge, until all the passengers and their bag- 
gage shall have been landed; or if there are no passengers, until the 
ve8Hel is completely moore<l, or until the nmster's ixM*mission is 
ohtaineil. And it shall be unlawful for the master to allow any iH»r- 
wm, with the exceptions above name<l, to leave the v<»ssel without 
the permission of the customs officer in charge, until all the passen- 
gers and their baggage shall have l>een duly landed, if then* aiv 
passengers. 

Upon the arrival in port, of any vessel, it shall Im' unlawful for any 
person, except the pilot, customs and health officers, (*onsuls and 
agenta of the vessel (with the consent of the customs <iffieers) to go 
on boanl the vessel, without the permission of the <*ustoms offi<*er in 
charge, until all the pass<'ngers an<l their baggage shall have Ikhmi 
landed; or, if then^an* no passengei*s, until the vess4»l is <*omvl^*t^»l\ 
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moored, or until the master's x)ermiS8ion is obtained. And it shall 
be unlawful for any person, with the exceptions above named, to 
leave the vessel without the permission of the customs officer in 
charge, until all the passengers and their baggage shall have been 
duly hmded, if tliore are passengers. 

It shall be unlawful for any peraon in charge of a tug-boat, row- 
boat, or other vess(»l, to go alongside and put any person, except hs 
authorized by the provisions of this section, on board any inooniin}; 
vessel as hereinlM»fore described. 

For violation of the provisions of this section, or for permitting or 
neglecting to prevent a violation thereof, the master of the vessel or 
other person as the case may be shall be liablQ to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars. 

CHAPTER XXVm. 

BAOGAGB. 

Sec. 351. Passengers' baggage shall be examined as soon as landed, 
except during the night time. Before desi>atching the ba^^gage the 
inspector shall ask the passenger if he has dutiable merchandise or 
effects to declare. The examination shs^U then be made in the pres- 
ence of the owner or his representative, for the appraisal of such 
goods as may be dutiable within the amount, viz. $500.00, preBcribed 
in the following section. 

The duties shall be made out in a stub book and, after being duly 
liquidated, the amount of the same shall be paid to the cashier and 
the detached slips shall be subject to the same formalities as the 
regular entries. These detached slips shall be known as Baggage 
Declarations. 

The passi^ngers shall be searched only in case of extreme suspicion 
of fraud, and always with due regard to sex and class. 

If upon terminating the examination of the baggage any packag:e» 
remain whose owners do not appear to claim them, the Collector shall 
order them weighed, strapped and sealed, and sent to the warehouse 
for unclaimed goods, where they shall be subject to the same proceed- 
ings preserilxMl for unclaimed merchandise. 

Sfx'. .'^52. In order to land ])assengers' baggage it will be sufficient 
that th(» insjx'ctor in charge of the vessel sign the baggage manifest 
which the captain shall present to him, sending it to the Chief of the 
Pavssenger and Baggage Division, after comparing it with the number 
of packages which an* disembarked. 

Whenever it is deemed necessary, an inspector shall accompany 
the baggag<» to the wharf where it is to 1m* examined, and the officer 
who makes th<* examination thereof shall certify to the same, and to 
its conformity, at the foot of said manifest. 

After the filing of a l)ond guaranteeing their re-eml)arkation, the 
landing of sails, casks, ehr<)nomet(»rs, and other portion of the vessers 
(»quipm<*nt shall he permitted, in order that the same may be repaire^l. 

All dutiable nic^rchandise brought by passengers coming from for- 
eign ports which exce(*<l ^oi )().()() in value shall be duly entered at the 
Custom Il()us(* for its appraisal and ass(*ssment of duties in regular 
form, unless otherwise specially ordered by the Collector of Customs, 
but if the value of such merchandise* be less than said amount, the 
entry of the same can l)e made by Haggage Declaration. 

Cigars brought by passengei"s, evidently for their hofiafide personal 
us<*, can be admitted frcH* of duty in (juantities not exceeding one 
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hundred in the discretion of the Collector of Customs. Any cigars 
in excess of one hundred, and not over one thousand, in possession 
of a passenger, and evidently for his bona fide personal consumption, 
may be delivered to him on payment of a fine equal to the duty. 

The duties on passengers' effects, when not amounting to more than 
one dollar in any one case, may be remitted by the Collector. 

Sec. 353. Trunks, packages, hand baggage, and other parcels con- 
taining dutiable personal effects, not regular merchandise, and 
l>elonging to honajide travelers for curiosity or pleasure, may be left, 
in the discretion of the Collector of Customs, in the custody of the 
Passenger and Baggage Division, or corresponding office of the Cus- 
tom House, for a period not exceeding three months, without payment 
of duty, provided they do not leave the customs jurisdiction, and 
upon the departure of the owner are duly put on board and mani- 
fested as baggage on a vessel bound for a foreign port. 

Sec. 354. Trunks, packages, hand baggage, and other parcels so 
permitted to remain in customs custody, shall be securely locked, 
fastened, tied and sealed, or otherwise well secured, and shall be left 
Hi the sole risk and expense of the owners thereof. They shall be 
subject to the official storage rates prescribed by the Collector of 
Customs for such articles. 

Sec. 355. A receipt in writing shall be given to the owner by the 
designattnl customs officer, and shall fully describe the parcels, and as 
far as practicable their contents. Such receipt, however, shall not be 
delivered to the owner until all the packages are well secured, as 
provide<l for in the preceding section of this Act. 

Sec. 356. All parcels so remaining in customs custody shall be sub- 
ject to at least one week's storage. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 
ENTRANCE OF VESSELS THROUGH STRESS OF WEATHER. 

Sec. 357. Whenever a vessel from a foreign port is compelled by 
stress of weather or other necessity to put into an^' other port than 
that of her destination, the master, together with the person next in 
command, within twenty-four hours after her arrival, shall make 
protest in the usual form, \x\yoi\ oath before a duly authorized person, 
netting forth the causes or circumstances of such necessity. This 
protest, if not made before the Collector, must be produced to him, 
and a copy thereof lodged with him. 

The master of such vessel shall make rej)ort to the Collector within 
forty-eight hours after her arrival; and if it appears to the Collector 
by the certificate of the Surveyor of the jwi-t, or, if there be no such 
officer, by the certificate of two reputable merchants, to l)e named by 
the Collector, that it is necessary to unlade the vessel, the Collector 
shall grant a permit and detail an inspector to sui)ervise the unlading; 
and the merchandise so unladen shall be stored under custody of the 
CoUector. 

At the request of the master of the vessel or of the owner then*of, 
the Collector may grant permission to enter an<l pay the duties on and 
dispose of such part of the cargo as may be of perishable nature or as 
may be necessary to defray the expenses attending the vessel. And 
if the delivery of the cargo do not agree with the master's report, and 
the difference be not satisfactorily explained, the master shall become 
•abject to the penalties provided in the case of ordinary importations.

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The cargo, or the residue thereof, may be reladen on board the ves- 
sel, under the inspection of an officer, and the vessel may proceed 
with the same to her destination, subject only to the charge for stor- 
ing and safe-keeping of the merchandise, and the fees for entrance 
and clearance. 

No port charges shall be collected on vessels entering through stress 
of weather or other causes above described. 

Sec. 358. Tlie voluntary entrance of vessels proceeding from foreign 
ports will not be permitted at any port, beach or anchorage which is 
not qualified as a port of entry. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

INTERIOR CIRCULATION. 

Sec. 359. The circulation of merchandise, that is, its transportation 
from one point in the islands to another point in the islands, without 
putting to sea, shall be free of duty. 

Sec. 360. Customs inspectors, in cases of snspected fraud, are 
authorized to detain merchandise and have it conducted to the nearest 
Custom House, until its legitimate importation has been proved. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 
DERELICT AND WRECKED MERCHANDISE. 

Sec. 361. Merchandise picked up at sea, derelict or taken from a 
wreck, is prima facie dutiable. If claimed to be of Philippine pro- 
duction, and consequently free, proof must be adduce<l as in ordinary 
cases of reimi)orta1iou of merchandise. Foreign merchandise landed 
from a vessel in distress is dutiable if sold or disposed of in the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

Before any merchandise which has been taken from a recent wreck 
shall !)(* adinilled lo entry the same shall l>e appraised, and the owner 
or importer shall have the same right of appeal as in other cases. 

No part of a v(»ssel (Mititled to <»nji:aKe in the coastwise trade of the 
Philip[)ine Ishmds, nor any of her equipments, wrecked either in 
Philip[)in(» or foreign waters, is to be regarded as **goods, wares or 
merchandise." . 

All uKM'chandise picked up at sea, derelict, or recovenxl from aban- 
doned wrecks, shall be tak<»n possession of in the port or district 
where it shall iirst arrive, and l)e retained in the custody of the Col- 
hM»tor as unclaimed. If not claimed and entered by the owner on due 
proof of ownership, by the underwriters in case of abandonment to 
thcMH, or hy the salvoi-s in the absence of adverse claims, it will lie 
subject to sale for the duties in the usual manner. Salvors have an 
uncertain interest in th(» goo<ls saved, dependent ui)on the decree of 
a competent tribunal, and also have a presumptive right t<> merchan- 
dise saved by tluMn from abandoned wix*cks. The collectors will 
thcM'efore permit siilvors to make entry of derelict or wrecked goods 
in either contingency. If the merchandise* Ik» lil)elled for salvage the 
ColhH'tor shall notify the salvors of the claim of the (Tovemment of 
th(» Philippine Archip4»lago for duties, and will int<*rvene for the aame. 
When sucli gocnls are brought into])ort by lighters or other craft each 
such vessel must nuike entry by manifest of her cargo. 

Sec. ^302. When vessi^ls are wreck(»d in the waters of the Philippine 
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Archipelago, application should be made to the Collector of Customs 
l>y the original owners or consignees of the cargo, or by the under- 
wril-ers, case of almndonment to them, for permission to forward the 
goods saved from the wreck to the ports of destination in other con- 
veyances, without entry at the Custom House in the district in which 
such merchandise was cast ashore or unladen. On receipt of such 
permission the merchandise may l)e so forwarded, with particular 
manifests thereof duly certified by the customs officer in charge of 
the gooils. 

8ec. 'M'^'l. Whenever any vessel entitled to engage in the coastwise 
trade of the Philippine Islands, has sustained or caused any accident 
involving loss of life; material loss of property, or serious injury to 
any i)erson, or has received any damage affecting \wr st^a- worthiness 
or her efficiency, the managing owner, agent, or master of such vessel 
shall, within five days, send, by letter, to the Collector of the district 
within whicli such vessel belongs, or of that within which sudi acci- 
dent or damage occurred, a rejwrt thereof, signed by such owner, 
agent or master, stating the name of the vessel, the port to which she 
lielongs and the place where she was, tlie natuiv and probable occa- 
sion of the casualty, the number and names of those lost, and the 
estimated amount of loss or damage to the vessel or cargo; and shall 
furnish such other information as shall be called for; and if he neglects 
to comply with the foregoing rt^quirements after a n»asonabie time, 
he shall incur a penalty of one hundivd dollars. And wh<»nevcr the 
managing owner or agent of any vessel in the Philipi)ine Archipelago 
haa reason to apprehend that such vessel has l)e<»n lost, lu^ shall 
promptly send notice in writing to the Collector of the port to wliieh 
said vessel Ix^longed of such loss and the probable occasion therefor, 
stating the name of th<* vessi^l and the names of all jK^rsonson boanl, 
so far as the same can be asc^ertained, and shall furnish, u[)on I'equest 
of the Collector, such additional information as shall 1)e require<1; 
and if he neglect to comply with the iHmve requinMn<»nts within a 
reasonabh' time lie shall incur a penalty of one hundre<l dollars. 

If there l>e no Custom Hous<» at the point when* the vessel is wreckcnl, 
the coast guanl or customs official nean»st tho scene of the wre<»k shall 
render all possible aid in saving the crew and cargo of the vessel, 
taking charge of the merchandise saved an<l giving immediate notice 
to the nearest <*ustom house. 

In order to prevent any attempt to defraud the revenue, the Col- 
lector shall be representetl at the saving of the (*argo ]>y <Mistoms 
inspectors detailed for that purpose, who shall examine and counter- 
ai|ni the inventory made of such (?argo, n»ceiving an authorize<l copy 
of the same and the keys to the warehouses in which the gooils are 
stored. 

If the merchandise 8ave<l is not /lamaged, and the interest e<l partita 
should make application for its appraisal, they shall send a <leclara- 
tion of the same, in duplicate, to the custom house; and the pro]HM* 
examination and dispatch shall take plaee in the regular form estal>- 
lished by these regulations. 

The same proceedings shall Ix' followed if it should In' <lecide<l to 
enter a part of the merchandise for lM>n<led warc»hous(\ 

Sbc. 3W. If the owner of tht» vessel wishes to export the remains of 
the wreck, he may lie permitted to do so uiN)n proper (examination 
and inspection. 

The remains of a wnK»ked vessel shall ho considenMl to Ik» not only 
the hull and rigging of the Mime, but also all ship's stores and art\^iVvi>^ 
of equipment, such as sails, rojhs, chains, auc\\ot«) ^V^. 
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Sec. 365. If it is desired to refit the vessel for navigation, the fol- 
lowing proceedings shall be had: 

1. The owner of the vessel, if the same has not been sold, or the 
person acquiring it in the event of its sale, shall give official notice in 
writing to the Collector of Customs. 

2. When the vessel is ready to sail, the interested party shall inform 
the Collector of Customs, stating whether he wishes to re-export the 
vessel or have it placed under a certificate of protection. 

3. In the latter case the Collector shall order its appraisal and 
measurement made in the proper legal form. 

CHAPTER XXXn. 
LIENS FOR FREIGHT OR LIGHTERAGE. 

Sec. 366. Whenever the Collector shall be duly notified in ¥nriting 
of a lien for freight or lighterage upon any imported merchandise in 
his custody, he shall refuse the delivery of such merchandise until 
satisfied that the freight or lighterage thereon has been paid or secured. 
The rights of the Government shall not be impaired, nor shaU it be 
liable for any losses incurred by such ref usaL 

Freight or lighterage liens shall be i>aid from the proceeds of any 
sale of seized or unclaimed merchandise made by the Collector, after 
the demands of the Government have been satisfied in the same man- 
ner as other charges and expenses are paid which are authorized by 
law. 

If the amount of freight or lighterage depends upon the quantitv 
or weight of the merchandise imported, and there is a disagreement 
between the parties filini^i^ the lien and the importer as to the sum due, 
the Collector may deliver the merehandis(? upon payment of the freight 
or lighterage due on the quantity or weight actually landed, as shown 
by the return of the proper officer or otherwise to his satisfaction. 

Sec. 367. The Insular Collector shall by regulation provide for 
expediting the entry, examination and delivery of parcel packages 
and special delivery packages imported by a common carrier contain- 
ing articles not regular merchandise and not intended for sale and 
not exceeding one hundred dollars in value in any package intended 
for one person. 

Sec. 3^)8. All articles of foreign manufacture, such as are usually 
or ordinarily marked, stamped, branded or labelled, and all packages 
containing such or other imported articles, must respectively be plainly 
marked, stamped, branded or labelled in legible words in a conspicn- 
ous place, so as to indicate tlie country of their origin and the quan- 
tity of their contents; and until so marked, stamped, branded or 
labelled they shall not be delivered to the importer. Should any 
article of imported merchandise l)e marked, stamped, branded or 
labelled so as to indicate a quantity, number or measurement not 
actimlly contained in such article, no delivery of the same shall be 
made to the importer until the mark, stamp, brand or label, as the 
(»ase may l)e, shall be changi^d so as to con form to the facts of the case. 

Sec. 36i). The Insular Collector shall prescribe regulations respect- 
ing the entrance of merchandise which by law shall be entitled to 
free (Mitry subject to condition, or subject to the ascertainment or 
pro(»f of certain facts respecting the same, or the entry of goods or 
articl(»s imported for the United States or for the Government of the 
Philippine Islands. 
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CHAPTER XXXm. 
IMMIGRATION TAX. 

Sec. 370. Collectors of castoms vrill collect a duty of one dollar 
(•1.<K)) for each and every passenger who shall come by steam or sail 
vessel from any foreign port to any port in the Philippine Islands, 
except citizens of the United States and persons, natives of the Phil- 
ippine Islands or otherwise, owing allegiance to the United States. 

A subject of any foreign power, no matter how long a resident of 
the Philippine Islands, is subject to the above specified immigration 
tax, for each time he may leave the Philippine Islands and return 
thereto from a foreign port. 

Passengers are all persons, including cattlemen, stowaways and 
other prohibited persons, arriving by a vessel, except the oflQcers, 
crew, and others engaged on the vessel. 

The following persons are exempt from this t^x: 

Shipwrecked seamen, guests on private yachts and alien passen- 
gers not intended to be landed in the Philippine Archipelago. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 
INTERIOR REGULATIOXS FOR CUSTOM HOUSES. 

Sec. 371. The Insular Collector shall, from time to time, prescribe 
such interior regulations, not inconsistent with this Act, as may be 
deemed necessary by him for the proper conduct of the customs busi- 
ness throughout the Archipelago. 

Collectors of ' castoms at sub-ports of entry shall prescribe similar 
interior regulations for the government of their resi)ective ports, 
which regulations shall be approved by the Insular Collector. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 
CONSULAR DUTIES OF COLLECTORS. 

Sec. 372. Collectors of customs at ports in the Philippine Archi- 
pelago are hereli^' directed to perform the duties formerly belonging 
to Uniteil States Consuls or consular officers in such territory, con- 
cerning seamen, vessels, clearances, etc. 

Sec. 373. Official fees or dues collectcKl by the Unite<l States Con- 
suls under similar circumstances shall be collected by such collectors 
of customs, and all moneys collected under the pi*ovisions of this 
order shall de deposited and accounted for as prescribed for customs 
ooUections. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 
SPECIAI- AGENTS. 

Sec. 374. There shall be established at the port of Manila a Division 
of Special Agents of the Philippine Customs Service, whose general 
duties and jurisdiction shall be those pn'scrilHHl by law and regulations 
for special agents in the Unite<l States (Revised Statutes 2()49-l»051), 
and particuUtrly to make examinations of the books, i)ai)ei*s and 
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accounts of collectors and other officers of customs, to be employed 
generally under the direction of tlie Insular Collector in prevention 
and detection of frauds in the customs revenue; to assist the proper 
insular authorities in the detection of counterfeit money, and in the 
arrest and 'prosecution of the guilty parties; and in general to per 
form such duties of the United States Secret Service as may be assigned 
by superior authority. 

CHAPTER XXXVn. 
RECEIPTS, DEPOSITS AND DISBURSEMENTS OF PUBLIC HONEYS. 

Sec. 375. All accounts of the receipt and disbursement of moneys 
by customs officers shall be rendered monthly and forwarded to the 
Auditor of the Archipelago within ten days after the expiration of 
each month, as provided by Act 90 of the Philippine Commission. It 
shall be the duty of the collectors of customs and other officers of 
customs to transmit with their accounts to the said Insular Auditor 
all such papers, records, or copies thereof, relating to their transactions 
as officers of customs, as the Insular Auditor may direct and which 
may be necessary for the proper auditing of public accounts. 

Sec. 376. At custom houses where cashiers are authorize<l by Uw 
such cashioi-s shr.ll on l)ehalf of the collectors be the sole recipients 
of all moneys collected. At all other custom houses or stations either 
the Collector personally or an officer specially designated for such 
custom house or station, or inspectors of baggage, when so authorized, 
shall be the re(*ipients of such moneys. 

Sec. 377. CashicM-s of customs have no authority to disburse public 
mon(»ys for any purpose whatever, or to refund moneys received for 
duties paid on entries afterwards cancelled. 

Sec. 37S. Th<^ ^n-oss amount of receipts from customs, from whatever 
source derived, shall, as soon as practicable, be deposit^^d with th^* Insu- 
lar TreasuriM-, and credit taken therefor by the respective collectors 
depositing the same, as shown by the original receipts in their posses- 
sion. In conformity with the provisions of Rules 21, 22, 51 and 52 of 
Act DO of the rnit(Ml States IMiilippinti Commission, pjissed February 
2Sth, 11)01, sueh orijrinal rec(Mpts must be countersigned by the Insu- 
lar Auditor, who shall n^tain the correspondinij duplicate' n^ceipt for- 
wardcMl to him by the Insular Tn^asurer for counter-signature. 

Si:c. 37l>. When deposits of funds not ])ertaining to customs an* made 
by collectors, each treasury receipt obtained shall state the source of 
such nM'oipt and designate th(» particular branch of the public service 
to which it pertains. 

Sec. ^{so. Pu])lic moneys must be deposited in the Insular Treasury 
in the names of the collectors of customs, and not in the names of sub- 
ordinat(*s. Public funds shall not be deposited U} the credit of a pri- 
vat(» account, nor private funds to the credit of a public account. 

Skc. 3S1. Colh'ctors receiving moneys from prosecuting oftici»rs, 
slHM'iiTs, bailiffs ainl clerks of courts must give receipts therefor, for 
transmission to th(^ Insular Auditor as evi<lences of such payments. 

Sp:('. .isj. oiVH'crs of the customs making collections sliall issue a 
receii)t for each an<l (»v<M-y collection, on forms provident for that pur- 
pos<' by th(» Insular Auditor. These* receipts shall be used as nearly 
as possible cons<HMitiv<4y as numlx»red, and the stubs thereof forwarded 
at the end of each month to the Insular Auditor. Receipts must be 
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criven as a matter of right for any payments of money on account of 
eustomA or other duties to the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 383. Payments made into the Coun in crises of compromise, 
authorizcKl by the Secretary of Finance and Justice, or in satisfaction 
of judgments, shall be deposited in the Insular Treasury, in the name 
of the Collector of the district concerned. 

Sec. 384. Payments shall be made only by the disbursing officers, 
duly designated, except in cases of disbursing office i*s who are unavoid- 
ably absent or otherwise disabled, in which case payments may l)e made 
by officers or clerks specially designated for the ])urpose by the Dis- 
bursing Officer, for whose acts such disbursing officer shall be respon- 
sible, such disbursements to be made in the name of the Disbursing 
Officer. 

Sec. 385. Advances of public money are sanctioned only in such 
cascH as may be specially authorized by law. 

Sec. 380. Duplicate checks shall be issued only under such regula- 
tions therefor as mayJw pi'escril)ed by law. 

Sec. 387. Whenever a disbursing officer of the Government of the 
Philippine Islands shall cease to act in that capacity, he shall at once 
inform the Insular Auditor whether he has any public funds to his 
eretlit in any depositor}', and if so, what checks, if any he has dra>vn 
against the same, which are still outstanding and unpaid. 

CHAPTER XXXVin. 

SPECIAL. REGULATIONS FOR THE UNITED STATES ARMY TRANSPORT 

SERVICE. 

Sec. 388. All United States Army TransiK)rts arriving from a i)ort 
outside the Philippine Islands at any port in the Philippine Islands 
shall be subject to the following regulati<»ns in regaitl to their passen- 
gers and cargo: 

First: The personal baggage of all officers and enlisted men i>f the 
Unit«d States Army, 'Snvy or Marine Hospital Service, or of civilians 
carried as passengers on such transports after complian(*e with the 
terms of the Tariff Revision Law of 1901, shall l)e admitt4Hl free of 
duty. 

SECOND: It shall l>e the duty of iho mast<*r or other officer in charge 
of any United States Army Transport to present to th<' Custom House 
at the portof entry within the time allowed by lawa manifest in dupli- 
CHte, containing, specified separately; (1) a list of all men*han<lise on 
iMMinl of said transport, which are supplies import<Ml by the Tnit^Ml 
States Government for the use of the Army, Navy, or Marine Hospi- 
tal Service, or importe<l by the Insular Government for its use or that 
of its subordinate branches; (2) a list of all proiHTty of officers or 
enlisted men of the United States Army, Navy, or Marine Hospital 
Service, or of civilians carried as passengei*s on said transport; ('J) a 
list of all other goods, wares, merchandise or effei*ts carried on said 
t ransport. 

Third: It shall also be the duty of the master or other officer in 
charge of any United States Army Transport to issue to ea<»h of the 
IK'fsons descril)ed in Part Si»cond of this section (except for the Unit«Ml 
Statea Government supplies) a bill of lading covering this prop<»rty. 

FoCRTH: Upon the arrival of any UnitiHl States Army Transport 
from a port outside the Philippine Islands at any port in the Philip- 
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pine Islands it shall be the duty of the master or other officer in charge 
of said transi)ort to deliver to the Collector of Customs of the port the 
above-mentioned manifest, in duplicate, duly certified by himself to 
be correct, and the duplicate of such manifest, if goods on board be 
consigned to several ports of the Philippine Islands, shall be returned 
by the Collector of Customs to the Quartermaster or other officer in 
charge, with a certificate thereon that all goods belonging to that port 
have been unladen in conformity therewith, and the Quartermaster 
or other officer in charge shall deliver such duplicate manifest to the 
Collector of Customs at any subsequent port for which said transport 
carries merchandise. 

Sec. 389. It shall not be necessary for United States Army Trans- 
ports to receive a permit from the Custom House in order to unlade 
supplies for the United States Government, or for the Insular Govern- 
ment, but all other articles or goods aboard such transport shall be 
unladen only in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

CHAPTER XXXIX. 

GOVERNMENT FREE ENTRY. 

Sec. 390. All goods and merchandise for the use of the United 
States Army, Navy, Marine Hospital Service or other department of 
the Government of the United States or for the use of any department 
of the Government of the Philippine Islands, which arrive at any port 
of entry in the Philippine Archipelago in vessels not owned or char^ 
tered by the United States Government, shall be entered free of duty 
upon the filing with the Collector of Customs of an entr>^ in duplicate 
on prescribed form, signed by the officer who is charged with the 
accountability for the goods or merchandise for whicli entry is sought; 
said entry to s[)ccify the numbers and kinds of packages, marks. 
quantity by weight or measure, contents or cbiss of stores, name of 
country from which imported, name of vessel in which goo<ls or mer- 
chandise arrived, and date of arrival: Provided, that if said goods or 
nierchandisi* an» [)urchased from persons in the Philippine Islamls, 
and consigned to such persons, the entry covering the same shall 1)6 
covered ])y an affidavit of the owners, setting forth that all right or 
title to said goods or nieichandise has been sold to the Unit-cil States 
Government or the (xoverinncnt of the Philippine Islands, as the case 
may be, and that no interest, direct or implied, is retained therein, 
and: Provided, further, that no duties paid on goods or merchandise 
which is subse(iuently sold to the United States Government or ihe 
Government of the Philipi)ine Islands shall be refunded on account 
of such sale. 

Sec\ 3t) 1 . Tpon the acceptance of a free entry for Government goods 
or merchandise, the Collector of Customs shall issue a permit for the 
discharge an<l <leliv(M-v of \\w gocxls or merchandise covered by said 
fr(»e entry, the permit to show the numl)ei*s and marks of thepack- 
ages, the contents of the same, and the vessel or vessels in which they 
arrived. 

CHAPTER XL. 

FEES. 

Sec. 302. ("ollectors of customs are authorized to collect the follow- 
ing f<»es not iHMvinbefore specifically provided for: all fees so col- 
lected shall be accounttHl for in the siinu* manner as other customs 
collect ions.

Sec. 393. The Insuhir Collector shall, upon the second day of each 
calendar year, or as soon thereafter as may be practicable, prepare 
and promulgate, with the approval of the Secretary of Finance and 
Justice, at all ports in the Philippine Archipelago, the necessary pilot 
fees, fees for the admeasurement of vessels, and such other fei^s and 
charges as may l)e proper in connection with the duties heretofore 
performed by captains of the ports in these Islands, and such fees 
and charges, as soon as promulgated in pursuance of this Act, shall 
be in lieu of the ones to be collected up to the time of said promulga- 
tion in accordance with the tariffs at present enforced by said cap- 
tains of the ports. All fees and charges collected under the terms of 
this Act except pilot fees shall be deposited and accounted for as 
customs collections. 

CHAPTER XLI. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Sec. 394. Collectors of customs, deput}' collectors, surveyors, and 
other customs officers acting in such capacities, are required to keep 
true, correct and permanent records of their official transactions, to 
submit the same to the inspection of authorized officers at all times, 
and to turn over all records and official i)apers to their successors or 
other authorized officera. 

Sec. 395. Any person not an employe of the Philippine Customs 
Service who shall wear the uniform of t hat service, or any part thereof, 
or shall in any manner imi)ersonate or represent himself to l)e such 
officer or emploj'e, shall be liable to a penalty of five hundrtMl dollars, 
or imprisonment not exceeding six mouths, or both, in the discretion 
of the court. 

Sec. 396. The Insular Collector shall prescribe such regulations as 
may be necessary to prevent smuggling through the medium of the 
foreign mails arri\ing in the Islands, Hn<l to collect the lawful duty 
on dutiable articles imported in such mails, subject to the approval 
of the Secretary' of Finance and Justice. 

Sec. 397. No merchandise of any kind whatsoever can lx» legally 
introduced into the Philippine ArchiiH'lago without passing through 
the Custom House duly establishe<l for this pur^mse, all such mer- 
chandise requiring to be presented at the Custom House for examina- 
tion and payment of customs duties, if to such liable. 

Customs employ^ shall have the right to proceed, not only to open 
all packages and concealed spaces, but also to remove false bottoms 
or partitions, or bulk heads, etc., which provrnt them f roiu aft*.v\V\\\^ 
themaelveB that the hidden empty spaces Cimlam wo v\\\\\«XA^ c\>\^«\. 
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nor shall such proceedings give any right to a claim for damages which 
maj' have been thus caused to merchandise or vessel. 

AH ex[)enses incurred by the customs service for the carriage, stor- 
age, and other necessary operations in connection with the merchan- 
dise shall be charged against the merchandise. 

Sec. 308. Importation by sea begins with the moment the importing 
vessel enters the jurisdictional waters of a port of entry with inten- 
tion to unlade therein, and is not completed until the duties due upon 
the merchandise have been paid or secured to be paid and the l^al 
permit for withdrawal shall have been granted, or, in case said mer- 
chandise is free of duty, until it has legally left the jurisdiction of 
the customs. 

Sec. 390. Where goods and wares consigned to a port in the Philip- 
pine Archipelago, are landed in error at a different port in the Philip- 
pine Archipelago, and the Collector at the original port of landing of 
such merchandise, etc., on investigation is convinced by the manifest 
and other evidence of such error, he may permit the re-shipment of 
sai<l merchandise, etc., to its proper destination nnder transportation 
l)ond and regulations governing same. Said bond may \ye executed by 
designated agent or owner of the merchandise, or agent of the vessel 
landing the merchandise, etc., in error. The merchandise shall be 
transhipped on another vessel of the same line, unless in the judg- 
ment of the Collector this will cause unnecessary delay, in which case 
he may permit the transhipment by a vessel of any regular line. 

The Collector at the final port of destination, on receiving such mer^ 
chandise, etc., will officially notify the Collector at the original port 
of landing when* transportation bond wasexecuted, which official notice 
shall bo t he authority for the cancelling of the "transportation bond." 

Merchandise, etc., thus transported in bond must be examined at 
the original port of landing, in order to establish that the landing wa^ 
in error, and not with intent to defraud. The Collector at the first 
poi't of landing will inform the Collector of the port of destination of 
th<* result of th(^ examination. The Collector at the port of destina- 
tion of such uicrehandise, (»tc., transported in bond, shall require same 
to ho rogulaily entered for consumption, and collect duties on same 
aft<n* appraisal. 

All niorcliandisc, etc., thus transported in bond, shall Ik? corded and 
sealed ])y th<» Collector at the original port of entry at the expense of 
the consignor; and all vessels acting as common carriers for the trans- 
portation of such morchandise in scaled packages in bund shall be 
held responsible for their s^ife delivery at the i)ort of destination, and 
shall have same noted on the vessel's manifest as " merchandise in 
bond." 

SE(\ 4r)0. Articles of easy idc^ntification which it may he desired to 
export from tin? IMiilippine Archipelago for the purpose of being re- 
paircMl, maybe, u\)(m api)lication to the Collector of Customs, identified 
at the Custom House through which exported, and may be 8ub!*e- 
(piently re-imported free of duty on re-identification, under pwper 
restiictions to b(» prescribed by the Collector of Customs for the Phil- 
ippine Archipelago. 

Such art icies are dutiable, however, to the extent of any repairs thut 
nuiy have been made thereon, at the rate of twenty-five per cent, ad 

Sec. 401. Hoats, launches, lighters, vessels, and other water-craft 
ex<M»pt in a knock<Ml down c(mditi(m, measuring more than five hun- 
dred cubic loot, are not dutiable as importations of merchandise. 

Sec. 40l\ SiK'li A«»ssels UK^asurinir more than five hundred cubic 
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feet, duly licenfted for the Philippine Coastwise Trade, may proceiHl 
to a foreign port for repairs, and upon their return to the Philippine 
Islands neither the vessel nor the repairs thereon shall be dutiable. 

Sec. 403. Parts of the machinery or other equipment of such ves- 
sels measuring more than five hundred cubic feet, duly licensed for 
the Philippine Coastwise Trade, may be sent to a foreign port for 
repairs, and upon the return of said parts or eciuipments to the 
Philippine Islands the same shall not be dutiable. 

Sec. 404. Parts of the machinery or other equipments of vessels 
meASuring less than five hundred cubic feet, duly licensed for the 
Philippine Coastwise Trade, may be exported for repairs, and such 
parts or equipments upon their return to the Philippine Islands shall 
be dutiable in accordance with the provisions of section 400 of this 
Act. 

Sec. 405. Articles of prohibited importation, as defined in section 
6 of the Tariff Revision Law of 1901, when seized by the Customs 
authorities, shall be disposed of as follows: 

(a) Dynamite, gunpowder, and similar explosives, and firearms of 
all descriptions and detached parts therefor, shall be held, i)ending 
instructions in each ease from the Civil Governor, as to the disposi- 
tion to be made thereof; 

(//) Books, pamphlets, or other printed matter, paintings or illus- 
trations, figures, or other objects, of an obscene or indecent character, 
shall l)e held by the Customs authorities, and shall be destroyed as 
soon as their status as articles oif prohibite^l importation shall have 
been finally established ; 

(r) Roulette wheels, gambling layouts, dealing boxes and all other 
machines, apparatus or mechanical devices used in gambling, or usihI 
in the distribution of money, cigars or other articles, when su<!h dis- 
tribution is dependent upon lot or chan(*e, shall Ix" held by the Cus- 
toms authorities for a period of thirty days, pending the presi^ntation 
of evidence satisfactory to the Collector that th<»y were sought to be* 
imported bona fidcy and in ignorance of tho law, failing which the 
articles shall be destroyed in accordance with the regulations pre- 
scribed by this Act for the disi)osition of articles dangi^rous to the 
public health. If, however, evidence siitisfactory to the ColhH?tor 
shall be presented, showing that the articles were imported httna Jhley 
and in ignorance of the law, they may l)e iM»rmitt<»<l to lx» entered for 
immediate re-exportation in bond, under the usual formalities for 
aach case prescribed. 

Sec. 406. All existing decrees, laws, regulations or onlers, ivhiting

Chapter Three, 
tonnage duties. 

Sec. 4219. Upon vessels which shall be entered in the United States from any 
foreign port or place there shall be paid duties as follows: On veasele bnilt within 
the United States bnt belonging wholly or in part to snbjects of foreign powen. 
at the rate of thirty cents per ton; on other vessels not of the United States, at tbt 
rate of fifty cents per ton. Upon every vessel not of the United States whkh 
shall be entered in one district from another district, having on boazd goods. 
wares, or merchandise taken in one district to be delivered in anotlier district 
duties shall be paid at the rate of fifty cents per ton. Nothing in this section 
shall be deemed m any wise to impair any rights or privileges which have been or 
may be acquired by any foreign nation under the laws and treaties of the United 
States relative to the duty or tonnage on vessels. On all foreign vessels wlddi 
shall be entered in the United States from any foreign port or place, to and with 
which vessels of the United States are not ordinarily permitte<l to enter and tnde. 
there shall be i)aid a duty at the rate of two dollars ner ton; and none of the 
duties on tonnage above mentioned shall be levied on the vessels of any fomign 
nation if the President of the United States shall be satisfied that the discrimi- 
nating or countervailing duties of such foreign nations, so ftur as they operate to 
the disadvantage of the United States, have been abolished. In addition to the 
tonnage duty above imposed, there shall be paid a tax, at the rate of thirtyosnts 
per ton, on vessels which shall be entered at any custom house within the United 
States from any foreign port or place; and any rights or privileges acqaiied by 
any foreign nation under the laws and treaties of the United States relative to tbie 
duty of tonnage on vessels shall not be impaired: and any vessel any officer of 
which shall not be a citizen of the United States shaU pay a tax of fifty oente 
X)er ton. 

Sec. 4225. A duty of fifty cents per ton. to be denominated ** light money *' shaU 
be levied and collected on all vessels not of the United States, Which may enter 
the i)orts of the Unit^Ml States. Such light-money sliall be levied and collected in 
the same manner and under the same regulations Jis the tonnage duties. 

Skc. 2497. No goods, wares or merchandise, unless in cases provided for by 
treaty, shall be imi>ort<'(l into the United States from any foreign i)ort or place. 
except in vessels of the Unit'd States, or in such foreign vessels as truly and wboUy 
l)eloiig to the citizens or subjects of that i-onntry of which the goods are the 
growth, i)riMluetion or manufacture; or from whirh goods, wan»s. or merchanditfe 
can only l>e. or most usually are, first shipiH'd for transportation. All go^^"*, 
wares, or mercbaudise imported contrary to this stjction. and the vessel wherein 
the same shall be iini)orted, together with her cargo, tackle, apx^irel. and furni- 
ture, shall be forfeited to the United States; and such goods, wares, or merchandise. 
ship or vessel, and cargo shall b<» liable to be seized, prosecuted, and condemned. 
in like manner, and under the same regulations, restrictions and provisions, as hare 
bc^'U heretofore established f(jr the recovery, collection, distribution, and remiasioD 
of forfeitures to the United States by the several revenue laws.

'Ml. Kkuit to AcgriRR Property in Forekin Ships.— The right of citisensof 
the United States to a<(iuire property in foreign shijw has been held to lie a lurt- 
ural right, in(lejK.»ndent of stMutory law, and such proi)erty is as much entitled ti> 
T)rot4'cti(m bv the Unit^Hl StJites as any other i)roi»erty of a citizen of the Unite»i 
States. 

'M2. Treasury Re<»ulations— Sea Letters.— The existing general regulatitw 
<»f tlie Treasury Department under the customs and navigation laws (Ciwtniii^ 
Regulations, 1h9«') recognize the right nf proiM^rty in vessels of this character iukI 
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declare them to be entitled to the protection of the anthorities and to the flaff of 
the United States, although no register, enrollment, license, or other marine doc- 
nment prescribed by the laws of tne United States can lawfally be issued to snch 
vessels whether they are American or foreign bnilt. The former practice of issu- 
ing sea letters in the case of the purchase abroad of American or foreign vessels 
by citizens of the United States is no longer authorized. Nevertheless, though 
the issuing of sea letters to such ships is not now authorized, yet there would seem 
to be no good reason upon the face of our present legislation why the Department 
of State should not resume the practice, in case the united States shotild oe a neu- 
tral in a war between maritime powers, if it should deem such letters more pro- 
tective in their character than consular or customs certificates of sale. 

848. Record of Bill op Salr, Ckrtificatk, etc. — In view of eidsting regu- 
lations, and to enable the owners of a vessel so situated to protect their rights, if 
molested or questioned, a consular officer, though forbidden by law to grant any 
marine document or certificate of ownership, may lawfully make record of the 
biU of sale in his office, authenticate its execution, and deliver to the purchaser a 
certificate to that effect; certifying, also, that the owner is a citizen of the United 
States. Before granting such a certificate the consular officer will require the 
toimaffe of the vessel to be duly ascertained in pursuance of law and insert the 
Hunem the description of the vessel in his certificate. (Form No. 85.) These 
facts thus authenticated, if the transfer is in goo<l faith, entitle the vessel to pro- 
tection as the lawful property of a citizen of the United States: and the authen- 
tication of the bill of sale and of citizenship will be prima facie proof of such 
good faith. 

844. Consul's Responsibility.— The authority of a consular officer to authen- 
ticate the transfer of a foreign vessel is wide in its effeirts and imposes great 
responsibility in making him, in the first instance at least, tho sole judge of the 
good faith of the transaction. The question of the honesty and good faith of 
such a sale rises into the gravest imi)ortance in the event of a war l)etween two 
or more powers in which the Government of the United States is a neutral. In 
snch a war experience justifies the expectation that the citizens or subjects of one 
or more of the belligerents will seek to protect their shipi)ing by a transfer to a 
neutral flag. In some instances this may honestly be done; but the sales of the 
Tessels of belligerents in apprehension of or in time of war are always and prop- 
erly liable to sujBpicion. and they justify the strictest inquiry on the jmrt of the 
belligerent who may thereby have been defraude<l of his right to capture the 
enemy's property. The acceptapce of the pretended ownership of a vessel under 
these circumstances may be verv profitable: and the temptation to abuse his trust 
in such a case to which a consular officer is subjected may be too great for per- 
sons of ordinary inte^ty, disctTument, and firmness to withstand. Instances 
are not wanting in which citizens of the Unite<l States who were wholly incapa- 
ble, from their previous well-known condition and pursuits, of making sucn a 
nvirchase have appeare<l as owners under sales of this character, and have sought 
for them the protection of the Government. 

845. Carkful Invkstigation Enjoinkd.— It is the duty of a consular officer to 
Qse all avttUable means. esx)ecially during the existence of a war to which this 
GN>Temment is not a party, to satisfy himself that the sale of a vessel is made in 
good faith and without a fraudulent intent. A <>(mHiderable discrt>tion and 
responsibility rests upon him in the determination of the gtMNl faith of su(*h 
transactions. It is not to be concluded that all such sales, even in time of peace, 
are honest and free from collusion or fraud. It is the dutv of th(» (^msular officer 
to notice aU circumstances that throw doubt on the ffood faith of the transaction 
or point to its fictitious character, and, if he is satisfied in this r»»Mi)e<'t. to refuse 
to grant his certificate. (.>n the other hand, he is not permitte<l to n^gard the 
mere fact of the sale of a vessel to a citizen of the United State's as aiiv evidence 
of fraud. The presumption must l>e otherwise, and, in the absence of any indi- 
cation of dishonesty, a sale in the regrular way, with the usual business formali- 
ties, is to be regarded as made in good faith. 

84fl. Certificate, When to bk Issukd.— When a consular officer shall have 
satisfied himself, after the investigation with which he is charged, that the sale 
of a vessel is not fictitious and is uuide in good faith, and that the purchaser is a 
citixen of the United States, it is his duty, when requested, to n^cnird the bill of 
sale in the consulate, and to deliver the original to the purchaser, with his (certifi- 
cate annexed thereto, according to Form No. S.'). A copy of the bill of sale, 
together with any other papers l)elonging to the transfer, and of the consular cer- 
tmcate should be sent without delay to the Department of State, with a report of 
the fiacts and circumstances of the tninsaction. 

847, Right to Fly the Flau.— The privilege of carr>'iug the tla% v\l \.W 
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United States is under the regolatioii of Oongiees, and it may haTe been fhe inttt- 
idon of that body that it should be used only by regularly docramented v o M clg . 
No snch intention, however, is fonnd in anv statute. And as a citizen is not pro- 
hibited from purchasing and employing abroad a foreign ship, it is regarded as 
reasonable and proper that he should be permitted to fly the fl^^ of his country as 
an indication of ownership and for the due protection of his property. The mtc- 
tice of carrying the flag by such vessels is now established. Tne right to ao so 
will not be questioned, and it is probable that it would be reejiected by the courti. 

348. Disabilities of Foreion-Built Vessels.— It should be understood that 
foreign-built vessels not registered, enrolled, or licensed under the laws of the 
United States, although wholly owned by citizens thereof, cannot legally import 
goods, wares, or merchandise from foreign ports, and are not allowed in the 
coasting trade. — R. S., sees. 2497, 4811. 

349. Forfeiture and Tonnage Duties.— On arrival from a foreign port 
undocumented foreign-built vessels, if laden with goods, wares, or mer^anoise, 
may, with their cargoes, be subjected to forfeiture. — B. S. , sec. 2497: see Tviif 
act of 1894, sec. 15. If in ballast only, or with passengers witiioat canp, they 
will be subject to a discriminating tonnage duty.— R. §., sec. 4219: 19 Stat. L., 
250. When in foreign ports they are also subject to tonnage and OfUier consolar 
fees from which regularly documented vessels are exempt. For instmctiaiis 
respecting the shipment and discharge and relief of seamen on vessels of this 
character and the collection of extra wages, consular ofBUsers are referred to the 
several articles on these subjects.

Governor, nor shftU he have power to remove them and appoint others 
in their places, as is pi*ovided in Act No. 173; and said provincial and 
municipal officei*8, from and after said date, shall be under the ezda- 
sive executive direction and control of the Civil Governor.

Tlie room, or rooms, shall be in the provincial build- 
ing, if practieabli\ but if there is no suitable room available in the 
l)roviucial building, tlien the Hoard shall provide such a room, or 
rooms, by rental or by (construction, and the expense incurred by 
rt»ason of sii(*h rental or construction, shall be a charge upon the 
funds of the ])rovince. 

Sec:. 2. In each municipality, not a provincial capital, where a first 
or second class station of the Philippine Weather Bureau is provided 
for ])y law, the muni<;ipal council shall provide a room, or rooms, ade 
(luato for the installation of the meteorological instrumentn and office 
equipment, of the station, and to afford sleeping accomnuxlations for 
the o])servers. The room, or rooms, shall be in the municipal build- 
ing, if i)ractical)le, and if there is no suitable room available in the 
municipal building, then the council shall provide such a room, or 
rooms, by n»ntal or by construction, and the expense incurred by 
reason of such rental or construction shall be a charge upon the funds 
of the municipality.

Whereas, the conditions which prevail in the pueblos of the prov- 
ince of Nueva Vizcaya are such that it is not deemed expedient at 
present to organize them under the Municipal Code, the foUowing 
form of municipal government is adopted for them : 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Section 1. The pueblos of the Province of Nueva Vizcaya, namely: 
Bayombong, Bamban, Dupax, Aritao, Solano, and Bagabf^, shall be 
recognized as municipal corporations with the same boundaries as now 
exist de jure or de facto upon organization under the provisions of 
this act. They shall be designated as townships, and shall be known 
respectively by the names heretofore adopted. Under such names 
they may sue and be sued, contract and be contracted with, acquire 
and hold real and personal property for the general interests of the 
township, and exercise all the powers hereinafter conferred upon 
them. All property and property rights vested in any pueblo under 
its former organization shall continue to be vested in the same town- 
ship after its incorporation under this act. 

Sec. 2. Each of these townships shall be divided into barrios. For 
the purposes of the first election, the barrios as established under 
Spanish sovereignty shall ])e recognized; but, when local civil govern- 
ment shall have ])eeii established in any township, this government 
shall readjust the division of the township into barrios, definitely 
fixing the boundaries of these barrios, as hereinafter provided. The 
barrio of the township in which the *' tribunal " was formerly situated 
shall be known as the chief barrio.

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(a) Immediately after the close of the election, the result of the 
voting shall be canvassed by the board of election judges, a certificate 
of the result of the election shall l)e prepared in duplicate, and signed

(/) He shall l)e the pivsiding offic<»r of a court ccmsisting of himsidf 
and two councillors to be chosen as lu^reinafter provided in Sectic»i 38.

The Secretary shall be the recording officer of this oonrt, which shall 
hear and adjudge alleged violations of public ordinances, upon com- 
plaint filed by his direction, or by a police officer, or a private citizen; 
and, after due trial, in which the accused and his witnesses shall be 
heard, shall, upon conviction by a majority vote of the members, 
impose such punishment, either by admonition, or by fine, or imprison- 
ment, or both such fine and imprisonment, in his discretion, as is pro- 
vided in subsection {q) of section 31. In case the {lerson convicted 
is unable or unwilling to pay this fine, he shall satisfy its amount by 
labor upon public works within the township at the rate of twenty 
cents Mexican per day: provided, that females shall not be comjielled 
to perform work unsuitable for their sex. 

(g) This court shall have no jurisdiction in civil cases, except on 
the application of interested parties and upon their making an agree- 
ment in writing to accept the award of the court, when it may hear 
and adjudge any case not involving proi)erty exceeding in valne t^ 
sum of two hundred dollars ($200.^) Mexican. The judgment shidl 
be recorded by the Secretary, and shall be final. 

(h) The members of this court shall receive no compensation for 
their services. 

{i) Whenever it shall come to the knowledge of the President that 
a crime or misdemeanor not within the jurisdiction of the court pro-

(h) He shall countersign an<l certify to the correctness of all war- 
rants ordered by the Council to Iw drawn on the Tn^asury of the 
township. 

(c) He shall keep his office in the building where tho Council nu^ts, 
or at some place convenient thereto, as the Council shall direct. 

(rf) He shall keep a civil register for the township and shall n»cord 
therein all births, marriages, and deaths, with their resp^'ctive dates. 
In case of marriages he sliall further re(*onl the pn^vious residoncvs 
of the contracting parties, the name of the [M^rson solemnizing the 
marriage, and the names .of the witnessc's. In case of tleaths, the 
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cause of death shall be recorded when known. Physicians and mid- 
wives residing within the limits of the township shall iinme^liat'ely 
forward to the Seci'etary notification of every birth or death that 
occurs under his or her professional observation, together with the 
necessary information for making the proper entry in the civil regis- 
ter. Every person resident within the limits of the township who is 
authorized by law to celebrate marriage shall immediately forward to 
the Seci'ctary notification of every marriage which he celebrates, 
together with the necessary data for properly recording said marriage 
in tlie civil register. All entries in the register shall be made by the 
Secretary free of charge. 

(e) lie shall issue upon demand of any person a certified copy of 
any record within his control, and shall be authorized to charge and 
receive a fee which shall not exceed, for both the writing and certifi- 
cate, ten cents per 100 words (Mexican currency). The records shall 
during usual business hours be open to inspection by all residents of 
the township and by all officers of the provincial, dei>artinental, and 
general governments. 

(f) He shall read all communications from the Provincial Grovemor 
to the President and the Council at its next regular meeting aft^r 
they are received, unless the matter treated of be urgent, in which 
case the President shall call a special meeting of the Council, at which 
the comniunication shall be read. 

{(/) Upon request of the President, he shall prepare at his dictation 
and tor his signature any official communications which the President 
may desire to send, or any documents or reports which the President 
is required to furnish. 

(//) During the fii-st week of every month he shall forward to the 
Provincial (Governor true copies of all reeonls made ])y him during: 
the ])iccc(liiig month. 

(/) lie shall ea<*h year pro])are a list of the persons from whom tax*'S 
are due, as j)i'ovi(le(l in section 5i\ 

( /) ( )n oi- before the ;Jlst of December of each year, he .shall prepare 
a list of the inhabitants of the township, grouping them hy barrios ami 
families. This list shall give the name, sex, and approximate age «>f 
each person, the amount of taxes paid by him during the cum*nt year, 
and such other details as th(» Provincial (Governor shall direct The 
fact that a man's nam<' has been entered on this list as an inhabitant 
of a given townshij) shall not restrict his right to transfer hisresiden<v 
to another townshij). 

(A) He shall forward to the Provincial 8ecretary-Trea«un*r on or 
befoi-e the 1 ')lh of .lanuary of each y(»ar, a compl(»te copy of the entrifS 
in the civil register foi* the township during the year <»nding on tin* 
j)i'(MMMliiig .*)lsl of DecemlM'r, and a tru(» C()py of tlie list provi<hMl f.»r 
in sul)-srcl ion ( /) for tin' sanjc year, and shall certify the s^inie as tnif 
copies {t\' the oiigiiial records in his otiice. 

(/) He shall peifoini all such otluM* <luties as tin* Coun<*il mav bv 
ordinance provich', or as may be imposed by gen(»ral h'gislation. 

^Kc. lM. Taxes, imposts, and all other r(»venu<'sof the townshi[)sh:ir> 
not be leased or farmed bv the Council, but shall Ik* c(dlecled bv tin* 
KioN incial Seci-etary-Treasurcr, oi* his authorized deputies, or by t1i«' 
townshij) tieasui'cr, as luM-einafter provid(Ml. 

' St:('. '22. ((/) The Townshi|> Tr(»asurer shall ecdlect all mont»ys diif 
to the township from any soun-e except Ii<'ense Uh^h for the selling. 
gJNingaway, or disposing in any manner of any intoximting, malt, 
vinous, mixed, or f(M'mented liquors at retail in <iuantities of not mi>iv 
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than five gallons; license fees for billiard tables, for the keeping of 
dogs, for public carriages, carts, or hearses kept for hire; and for 
cafes, restaurants, hotels, inns, and lodging houses. 

The tax imposed for the purpose of protecting roads in section 44, 
sub-section (S), and taxes on real estate and personal propt^rty, which 
shall be collected by the Provincial Secretary-Treasurer or his depu- 
ties, and paid to the Township Treasurer as hereinafter provided. 

(h) He shall give to ever}- person paying money to the Township 
Treasury a receipt therefor, specifying the date and amount of the 
payment and upon what account paid. 

(c) He shall keep a detailed account of all mcmoys received, and 
shall pay the same out only under authority of an ordinance or reso- 
lution to the Council, and upon a warrant signed by the President 
and countersigned by the Secretary. 

(rf) lie shall, on or before the third day of each month, make out in 
triplicate a full and complete statement of the receipts and exi)endi- 
tures of the preceding month, together with a stAtemt^iit of the cash 
actually on hand in the Township Treasury. He shall deliver two 
copies t.o the President, who shall verify them and certify upon the 
face of each to the correctness thereof and shall then iiiumKliately 
cause one copy to be posted at the main entran(*e of t he township build- 
ftig and send the other coi)y to the Provincial Secretary-Tivasurer. 

(e) He shall i>ay all lawful warrants in the order in whi(*h they shall 
be presented, and he shall note on the back of each the date of such 
presentation, and, when payment is ma<le, the date of sueh payment : 
Provided^ that he shall not pay any warrant when there is not in the 
treasury a sufficient amount to meet warrants pn»viously i)resented 
and not paid, lor want of funds. 

(/) He shall have his office in the township building and shall keep 
in the township safe or stnmg l>ox, which it shall Ik* the duty of the 
C-ouncil to provide, all moneys belonging to the township. Such 
moneys shall l>e kept seimrate and distinct from his own money, n(n* 
shall he be permitted to make profit out of public money, nor to lend 
or otherwise use it nor Ut us^^ the s^ime in any methiKl not authorized 
by law. A Treasurer violating the foregoing r(\striction shall Ik^ dis- 
missed from oflic(% if such violation shall l>e established at a hearing 
before the Provincial Secretary-Treasui^er. Snch violations sliall l)e 
considered a malversation of funds, to Ik' tried aecorilingly under the 
penal law by a court of comiwtent jurisdi<*tion. The Provincial 
Secretary-Treasurer shall reiM)rt any such violati<m to the Pn>vincial 
Fiscal for prosecution. The Treasurer may, to prevent the accumu- 
lation of too large an amount of money in the strong box of the town- 
ship, when especially authorized by resolution of the Council, dei)osit 
for safe keeping with the Provincial Secri»tary-Trt»asurer sueh sums 
of money as he will not be obliged to use at once, taking a recei[)t fnuii 
the Provincial Secretary-Treasurer. He shall exhibit this n^^eipt to 
the Council at its next meeting, and the Secretary shall n*conl the 
fact of such exhibition and the date and amount of the n^ceipt. 

(g) He shall be the custodian of all township property and shall 
keep a record thereof in a suitable lK)ok. 

Sec. 23. (a) Each Councillor shall inform the i)eople of his barrio 
aa to the acts of the Council and <is to governmental measures whi<*h 
directly concern them. He shall serve in the Council as tho repn^- 
sentative of the people of his Imrrio and shall bring their esiMH*ial 
needs to the attention of that iKKly. 

(b) He shall promptly inform the President of any unusual or unto- 
w»ra event ooourring in his barrio. 
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(c) He shall notify the people of his barrio of the days on which 
they should present themselves to pay taxes, and shall himself be 
present on such occasion to identify them. 

Sec. 24. The President, Secretary and Treasurer shall receive such 
annual salaries as the Council shall fix and the Provincial Board 
approve. 

(a) The salary of the President, during the period when the Vice- 
President shall perform his duties, shall be drawn by the Vice- 
President. 

(6) The Vice-President, except when serving as President, and the 
Councillors shall receive no compensation, their offices being honorary. 

(c) No change of salaries by the Council, after salaries have been 
fixed at the organization of the township, shall affect that of an officer 
then elected or incumbent. 

Sec. 25. (a) A person elected by the people to fill a township office 
shall not be permitted to decline the same, but shall qualify and dis- 
charge the duties thereof, unless before election he shall have pre- 
sent^ to the judges of election, and established to their satisfaction, 
a claim for exemption on the ground : 

(1.) That he has discharged the duties of the same office for two 
previous terms; or 

(2.^ That he is physically disabled; or 

(3.) That he is more than sixty- five years of age. 

(b) Any person violating the foregoing provision of this section, 
and being convicted thereof in a court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall suffer imprisonment for a term not exceeding six months. 

Sec. 26. A second re-election to any township office is prohibited, 
except after two years. 

Sec. 27. Should any elective townshi]) offi(*er become i>ermanently 
incapacitated for the proper discharge of his duties during his term 
of office, through accident or disease, liis office may Ik> declared 
vacant ])y the vote of a majority of all the meiiibei's of the Council, 
and his successor shall ])e promptly chosen, also by a majority vole of 
all the members. 

Sec. 28. Tlie term of office of all appointive officers shall be until 
the end of the term of the President appointing them, and until their 
suecessoi*s are appointed and ([ualified, unless such office is sooner 
aholislHMl ])y the Provincial Board or the officer is remove<l, as pro- 
vided in this act. 

Sec. 2!). Kvery officer- of the township shall, at the expiration of his 
term, deliver to his successor in office, wlio sluiU i*ecelpt for the same 
in duplicate, all property, l)()oks, and elTects of every description in 
his possession Ix^longing to the township or pertaining to his office. 
One copy of the receipt shall be delivered to the retiring officrer and 
tlie other copy shall be filed with the Treasui'^r. Upon the refusal of 
the retiring offi((»r to comply with this provision, he shall be liable for 
all damag(»s caused thereby and to such penalty as may be by law or 
ordinance* pn^scrihed. 

Sec. 30. (a) No township officer shall lxMlin»ctly or indirectly inter- 
ested in any contract, work, or ])usiness of the township, or in the 
purchase of any real estate or any other property belonging to the 
cori)orati()n. 

(//) Any offic<M- violating the provisions of this section shall, upon» 
two-thirds vot(» of all the niembei*s of the Council, be removed from 
office; and, upon trial and conviction in a court of competent juris- 
di(*tion, shall be imprisoned for not less than six months and not more 
than two years.

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THE TOWNSHIP COUNCIL. 

Sec. 31. The Ck)imcil shall, by a majority vote of all its members: 

(a) Fix the salaries of all duly authorized employes, except teachers 
in the polio schools, subject to the limitations expressed in section 24. 

(6) Fill a permanent vacancy in the office of Vice-President or of 
Councillor from among persons having the necessary qualifications. 
A person thus substituted as Vice-President or Councillor shall serve 
only the unexpired portion of the term for which his predecessor was 
elected and until his successor shall have been chosen. The Provin- 
cial Grovemor, with the advice and consent of the Provincial Board, 
shall fill temporary vacancies in the office of Vice-President, Treas- 
urer, or Councillor, and whenever a President,- Vice-President, or 
Councillor is suspended, shall appoint some person to discharsre his 
duties until he is reinstated or until he is removed and the vacancy 
thus occasioned is filled. 

(c\ Make appropriations for lawful and necessary expenditures, 
stibject to the approval of the Provincial Board. 

'a) Manage the property of the township. 

fi^ Erect all needful buildings for the use of the township. 
) Provide regulations for the sanitation of the township, and 
order the removal of nuisances and causes of disease. 

Regulate the running at large of domestic animals. 
Adopt such measures to prevent the introduction and spread 
of disease as may from time to time l)e necessary. 

(t) Prohibit gambling, opium-smoking, or the sale of opium for 
smoking. 

Establish, regulate, and maintain a police department. 
Establish, maintain, and regulate township prisons. 

[I) Establish and maintain primary schools, subject to the approval 
and superN'ision of the Division Superintendent. 

(m) Establish a postoffice and provide for the collection and deliv- 
ery of mails; but such regulations must be in harmony with the postal 
service and rules established by the general government. 

(n) Provide by ordinance for the levy of taxes for township pur- 
poses, within the limitations of law, as hereinafter provided in sec- 
tion 44. 

(o) License, and regulate or prohibit the selling, giving away, or 
disposing in any manner of any intoxicating, malt, vinous, mixed, or 
fermented liquors, at retail in quantities of not nion' than five gallons, 
except the native liquor made from rice and known as '' bubud," and 
determine the amount to be paid for such licenst^s, subject to such 
limitations of general law as may hereafter be enacted. 

(p) Provide for inspection of weights and measures, and enfon*e 
the keeping of proper weights and measures by vendors, but without 
the power to exact fees for such inspection. 

{m Fix penalties for violation of ordinances, but no single penalty 
shall exceed a fine of 200 pesos, or imprisonment for six months, or 
both; imprisonment shall be impose<l in lieu of unpaid fines at the 
rate of one day's imprisonment for each peso of the fine. An appeal 
shall lie to the court of first instance, next to be held within the 
province, in all cases where the judgment shall be for a fine exceed- 
ing 15 pesos, or for imprisonment exceeding 15 days; and it shall be 
the duty of the Provincial Fiscal to appear for and represent the 
prosecution in such appeal cases. Pending the api>eal the defendant 
shall remain in custody unless released upon sufficient bail, in accord- 
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anee with the general provisions of law, to await the judgment of the 
appellate court. 

(r) Make such ordinances and regulations, not repugnant to law, as 
may be necessary to carry into effect and discharge the powers and 
duties conferred by this act, and such as shall seem necessary and 
proper to provide for the health and safety, promote the prosperity, 
improve the morals, peace, good order, comfort, and oonvenienoe of 
the township and the inhabitants thereof, and for the protection of 
property therein; and enforce obedience thereto with such lawful 
fines or penalties as the Council may prescribe under the provisions 
of subsection {q) of this section. 

Sec. 32. (a) The Council shall pi-escribe the time and place of hold- 
ing its meetings, liegular meetings shall be held once in every two 
weeks, and special meetings as often as occasion may demand. * Any 
meeting, regular or special, may, in case the amount of business shall 
require, be adjourned from day to day until the business is completed. 
• (b) The President, or any two members of the Council, may call a 
special meeting by giving written notice of it to each member of the 
Council, which notice shall be served personally or left at his usiuil 
place of abode. 

Sec. 33. The majority of the Council elected shall constitute a 
quorum to do business, but a smaller number may adjourn from time 
to tiiiK^ and may compel the attendance of absent^ees, under such pen- 
alt ies as may be prescribed by ordinance. 

Sf:(\ 34. (a) The regular sessions or meetings of the Council shall 
l)e public and the i)ei*son prcsidlng has the authority to exact from all 
pr(»sent due resi>ect and pix)i)er deportment, to prevent disturbances 
and disorder, and to order the room cleared of any or all present who 
^ive n^ason for such action by imi^roper behavior. 

(h) The Council may hold special sessions with closed doors to con- 
sider and vote upon appointments submitted to it by the President. 

Sp:c. 35. Th(> Council shall determine its own rules of pn>cedure, 
punish its mem])crs for disorderly conduct, and, with the concurrence 
of tAvo-thirds of th(» members, the Council may suspend or expel a 
member for cause, (decting his successor by a majority vole of all the 
meml)ei"s. 

Sec. 30. The Council shall keep a journal of its own proceedings. 
The ayes and nays shall be taken upon t he passage of all ordinances. 
upon all propositions to create any liability against the township, and 
upon any other propositiim, upon the request of any memlier, and 
they shall be entered upon the journal. The afhrmative vot4* of a 
majority of all th(» members of the Council shall be necessary to the 
passage of any ordinance or of any proposition creating indebtedneijts; 
l)ut other measures, except as otherwise specially provided in this 
act, or by due authority, shall prevail ui)on the majority vote* of the 
members present at any meeting duly called and held. 

Sec. 37. Every ordinance shall go into effect on the tenth day after 
its passage, unless the ordinance shall provide that it shall take effet'i 
at an earlier or a later date. The ordinance, on the day after ita pa**- 
sa^ue, shall be posted by th(» Secretary at the main entrance of the 
township building, lie shall certify to the fact of [)osting and shall 
spn»ad his (MTtitlcate upon the minutes of the Council, but failure to 
post an ordinance sliall not invalidate the same. 

SK(\ 3S. At the first regular meeting after tlie election and qualifi- 
cation of a new President, th<^ Council shall pass on his nomination:} 
to non-elective township oftices and shall j^rescribe the duties of all 
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appointed officersand employes, when not determined by the provisions 
of this act. It shall also choose, by a majority vote of all its mem- 
bers, two of the Councillors to serve with the President as members 
of the court provided for in section 18, sub-section (/). 

Sec. 39. The Council shall definitely fix the limits of the barrios of 
the township, prescribing for them such boundaries tfcat the barrios, 
taken collectively, shall include the entire territory of the township. 

Sec. 40. The Council may, by a majority vote of all its members: 

(a) Order the suspension or removal at any time, for cause, of any 
non-elective officer or employ^. 

(6) Make such provisions for the care of the poor, the sick, orphans, 
or those of unsound mind as it may deem necessary. 

(c) Purchase, receive, hold, sell, lease, convey, and dispose of 
property, real and personal, for the benefit of the township: provided, 
that the express authorization of the Provincial Governor shall be 
necessary to alienate or constitute any lien upon any real property of 
the township. 

(d) Employ a lawj'er or lawyers, when necessary, in order to defend 
the interests of the township, but ordinar}^ legal questions shall be 
submitted to the Provincial Fiscal, who shall answer the same in 
writing free of charge. 

{e) l*rovide for the erection of markets, public stables, public bath- 
ing establishments, wharves, and township cemeteries, and for the 
establishment of ferries, and fix reasonable fees for the use of the 
same. 

(/■) Provide for the establishment and maintenance of 8i)ecial and 
profes8ional institutions of learning other than priniar>' schools, and 
charge and collect matriculation and tuition fees. 

(g) Construct an<l maintain waterworks for the purjiose of supply- 
ing the inhabitants of the t^)wnship with water, and control the use 
of said water, and of wat<»r ex>urses within the township. 

(A) Name streets, avenues, and other public places, or change the 
names thereof. 

(t) License, tax, regulate, or prohibit the keeping of dogs and 
authorize the killing of the same when at large contrary to onlinance. 

ij) License, tax, or prohibit cock-fighting and the keeping or train- 
ing of fighting cocks, and license, tax, or clos<» c<K*k-pits: provide<l, 
that c*ock-fighting in such cock-pits shall take place only on legal 
holidays: and provided, further, that no game of chance he permitted 
on the premises. 

(k) License public carriages, carts, and hearses kept for hire; cafes, 
restaurants, hotels, inns, and lodging houses; billiard tables, theat- 
rical performances, horse-races, and circuses. 

Sec. 41. Questions which may aris<* n»lative to the constitution or 
attributes of the township governnu^nt shall Ih» submitte<l to the Pro- 
vincial Fiscal for decision. 

TAXATION AND FINANCE. 

Sec. 42. Taxation shall be just, and in each township uniform. 

Sec. 43. The revenues of the township shall be devoted exclusively 
to local public purposes. 

Sec. 44. The revenues of the township shall be derived from the 
taxes provide<l for in sections 54 an<l 55, and from the following addi- 
tional sources only: 

(a) The granting of the ])rivileg«* of fisheries. 
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(b) Fees for the issuing of certificates of ownership of large cattle 

and of transfer of title in the same. 

(r) Rents and profits from all property belonging to the township, 
tolls from ferries, township stables, markets, slaughter houses, public 
bathhouses, and cemeteries belonging to the township. 

{(i) Rentals for the privilege of establishing and maintaining the 
same. 

{e) Fees for tuition in institutions of instruction other than pri- 
mar^"^ schools founded and maintained solely by the township; but 
nothing herein shall require the charging of such fees. 

(/) Licenses for billiard tables, theatrical performances, horse-races 
aod circuses; for the selling at i*etail, in quantities of not more than 
five gallons, of any intoxicating, malt, vinous, mixed, or fermented 
liquors; for the keeping of dogs; for cock-pits, cock-fighting, or the 
keeping or training of fighting cocks; for public carriages, carts, or 
hearses kept for hire; and for caf^s, restaurants, hotels, inns, and 
lodging houses; in accordance with the provisions of section 31, sub- 
section (o), and section 40, sub-sections (0 and (J), 

(a) Township fines. 

{h) An annual tax, hereby imposed for the purpose of protecting 
the roads of the township and the province from destruction, of three 
dollars (*3.()0), Mexican, upon each draft cart, the wheels of which 
have tires less than two inches and a half in width, and an annual tax 
of two dollars ($2.00), Mexican, upon each cart the wheels of which 
are rigid with the axles to which they are attached, and an annual 
tax of five dollars ($5.00), Mexican, upon each cart having both such 
tires and axles. 

Sec. 45. It shall not l)e in the power of the Council to impose a tax 
in any form whatev(»r upon goods and merchandise carried into the 
township, or out of the same, and any att-<*mpt to impose an inii>ort or 
export tax upon such goods in the guise of an unreasonable charge for 
wliarfage, uso of !)ridges, or othorwiso, shall be void. 

Sec. 4<). All tax<'s, lic<»ns(\s, and foes imposed by the Council shall 
1)(^ fixed by ordinance, and may ho charged from year to year as the 
Counoil may deoni j)roi)or. 

Sec. 47. (//) All liconsc^s and privilege taxes shall l>e paid b<»fon- 
the lioonso<^ ortax-payor shall begin tlu^ business or enjoyment of the 
privilege^ for which tlie license or tax is imposed by the oixlinanc^e of 
tlu* Coun(»il. 

(h) All licenses and privilege* taxes shall terminate on the 31st of 
May of ea(»h year, and anyone Ix'ginning a business or exercising a 
privili^ge upon which a tax is levied by the Council afU^r the 31st of 
May, shall he rciiuirod, before beginning such business or exertn.»<iii^' 
such j)rivilege, to j)ay the license or tax for the part of the year which 
HMnains, to and including tlu» 31st of May following, but all licens4*s 
and j)rivilege taxes may be paid in a<lvanco in four (luarterly install- 
ments at the election of the licensee. 

(r) An addition to the tax or license, in the nature of a penalty 
amounting to twenty (20) per centum of the original tax or lic<»nsi» t<» 
be collected and accounte<l for by th<* Provincial S4»cretary-Tn»jisunT 
in the same manner as the original tax or license, shall be imixteM'ii 
for a failure to i)ay tin* tax or license when due. 

Sec. 4S. It shall Ix' the duty of the Provincial Secretary-TreasunT 
to keej) a r(M*onl, open to public insi)ection, of the names of all Jjcr- 
sons paying licenses or privilege tax(»s, arranged alphalK'tically. 

Sec. 41». Within ten days after the i)assiige of the ordinance* by the 
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Council for the pajrment of licenses or privilege taxes, the l^resident 
and Treasurer shall prepare a list of the names of the persons whose 
business, if continued, would render Ihein liable to the license or tax, 
and they shall transmit such list at once to the Provincial Secretary- 
Treasurer, to enable him more rt^adily to detect persons failing to pay 
the licensesand privilege taxes for which they shall have become liable. 

Sec. 50. The Council shall provide that any person conducting a 
business or enjoying a privilege without paying the tax required by 
its ordinances, shall be punished by fine or imprisonment, or both, 
after trial and conviction before the President, as in other cases, 
under the limitations prescriln^d in sub-section (a) of section 31. 

Sec. 51. Until a time to be hereafter determined by the Insular 
Grovemment, when the Councils of the townships in the Province of 
Nueva Vizcaya shall have gained sufficient knowledge and experience 
properly to exercise, without intervention, the powers herein con- 
ferred, all ordinances and rules passe<l by them shall be subject to 
the approval of the Provincial Governor, and without such approval 
shall be invalid. 

Sec. 52. Ever>' person eighteen or more years of age, who owns 
property in the province, or who has within his contn)l any owner of 
pn)iK»rty in the province who is less than eighteen years of age, shall 
appear before the President of the township in which such property 
lies between the first and fifteenth days of Januar}^ of each year, and 
shall declare the value of his property, and the value of that of any 
property owner less than eighteen years of age who is \^ithin his con- 
trol: provided, that if it shall be inconvenient or imi)Ossible for him 
to appear before the President, he shall make a sworn declaration in 
writing as to the value of such property, and shall cause this state- 
ment to be delivered to the President l)etween the dates al)ove fixed. 
His declaration shall be accepted as true, unless the Provincial Secre- 
tary-Treasurer or some other resident of the Province shall question 
ita correi^tness, and bring the matter to the attention of the Provin- 
cial Governor, in which case the Provincial Governor, the Provincial 
Secretar}'-Treasurer and the President of the township in which the 
property lies shall form a Hoard of Assessors to determine its value. 
lliis Board shall l)e emiK)wen»d to call and examine witnesses, and 
after giving the owner and his witnesses, if any, opportunity to be 
heard, shall fix the value of the proi)erty alleged to be incorrectly 
valued. Its decision shall l)e final. 

Sec. 53. Any property owner who fails to declare the value of his 
property within the period fixed in Jt^iK^tion 52, or that of the property 
of any resident of the i>roviiice less than eight«»en years of age within 
his control, shall immediately l>e warned by the Councillor of his bar- 
rio that, unless he makes his declaration Ix^fore the thirty-first day 
of January, he will l>e subject to a fine of five dollars ($5.00) Mexican; 
and, should he fail to make the declaration within the period speci- 
fied, the fine shall l)e adjudged against him by the Court provided for 
In section 18, sul>-section (/), and shall 1h» colli»cted by the Treasurer; 
or, in lieu of the payment thenM)f, he shall l)e compeliiMl to work it 
out on public works within the township at the rate of twenty c<»nts 
(50), Mexican, jx^r day. In the evi»nt of his not making his declara- 
tion before January thirty-fii'st, tin* value of his pn>pt'»rty shall be 
fixed by the l^)anl of Assessors provide<l for in section 52. 

Sec. 54. Every n^sident of the province who d<K»s not own real or 
personal property to the value of two hundn»<l dollars ($200.(K)), Mexi- 
can, shall be excused from the payment of any pro{)erty tax; but^vl 
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such resident is a male, and eighteen or more years of age, he shall, 
in lieu thereof, pay an annual tax of one dollar ($1.00), Mexican. 

Sec. 55. Every resident of the province who is the owner of real or 
personal property to the value of more than two hundred dollars 
($200.00), Mexican, shall pay as an annual property tax an amount 
equal to one-half of one per cent, of the value of such property. 

Sec. 56. A cedula or certificate shall be issued to each person pay- 
ing the tax prescribed in section 54 or that prescribed in section 55, 
which shall contain an acknowledgment by the Provincial Secretary- 
Treasurer of the amount received, the name of the person paying, his 
age, residence, place of nativity, his status — whether married or sin- 
gle, — and his business or occupation. Upon the delivery to him of the 
cedula or certificate, he shall sign the same with his usual signature, in 
the presence of the collecting ofl&cer, who shall witness the signature. 
In case the tax-paj^er is unable to sign his name, then he shall identify 
himself by his usual mark similarly witnessed. The cedula or certifi- 
cate of registration herein provided for may he used for purposes of 
identification, admitted in evidence, and must be presented by any- 
one liable to pay such tax whenever: 

(1) He appears in any court Of the archipelago either as a suitor or 
as a witness in his own behalf in any civil proceeding; 

2) He transacts any business with any public office or officer; 

3) He pays any tax or receives money from any public funds; 
[4:\ lie acknowledges any document before a notary public; 
'5) He assumes any public office whether by appointment or by 

election ; 

(6) He receives any license, certificate, or permit from any public 
authority. 

No eont ract, deed, or other document acknowledged before a notar>* 
public sliall bo valid or be recognized by any court unless the notar}" 
shall have certified thereon that the thereto parties have pi^esenteil 
their eertifieales of registration, or are exempt from the tax, and shall 
have entered in such certification the number, place of issue, and date 
of each certificate of registration: provided, that in all eases when a 
notary public has not ciMtified as above provided on any deed, <M)n- 
tract, or other document acknowledged before him, any party having: 
an interest thenMii may at any time appear before the Treasurer of 
the proper i)rovince, who shall, upon the payment of the delinquent 
tax and the penalty due, if any, certify on such deed, contract, or 
other doeuuHMit that said tax and penalty have been paid, with thi^ 
date of sueh j)ayinent, and the same shall thereupon lie deemed to l>e 
valid to all intents and purposes and receivable in evidence. 

Sec. T)?. On the basis of the (l<M»larations made aind of the findinpi 
of the r>oard of Assessors, if any, the Secretary shall prepare, on or 
before February fifteenth of each year, a»list of the persons from whom 
a prop<'rty tax is dut*, with the amount of such tax due from each ef 
them. This list shall be k(»pt open to public insiKH»tion in his of!i(»t». 
All persons from whom a i)r()i)erty tax is due shall be notified by tht' 
Councillors of their respective barrios to aj)pear lx»fore the Se<*retar}* 
and learn the amount of such tax, which shall be stilted to them ver- 
ballv bv th(» Secretary, if thev cannot read. 

Sec. r)S. Taxes may be i)ai(l between February fifteenth and July 
thirty-first of each y<Nir, on a day or days during each month to In* 
fixe<l bv the Provin(Mal Secret arv-Treasuivr. 

Skc. '*)!♦. All pei-sons who have not paid their taxes in full on or 
before the thirty-lii'st day of July of each year shall be deemed delin- 
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qnent tax-payers, after such delinquency shall have been adjudged, 
upon due notice to the alleged delinquent, by the Court provided for 
in section 18, sub-section (/). If any tax-payer shall fail to pay the 
delinquent taxes adjudged against him within twenty-four hours 
after judgment, he shall be made to satisfy the amount due by labor 
upon public works within the township at the rate of twenty cents, 
Mexican, per day, either performing such work in person or provid- 
ing a substitute to perform it: provided, that at any time after he or 
his substitute shall have l)egun work he may secure release from obli- 
gation to work by payment of the amount of the tax originally due 
in full.

because of negligence or bad faith on his part or on the part of his 
deputy or deputies. 

(c) The proceedings under (a) and (6) shall not prevent criminal 
prosecution for such default where the Penal Code and the circum- 
stances justify it. 

Sec. 63. It shall be the duty of the Provincial Secretary-Treasurer 
to be present in the township himself. or by deputy on the dates indi- 
cated by him for the payment of property taxes. lie or his deputy 
shall give receipts for the same showing the date of each payment, 
the name of the person paying it, the amount of each |>ayment, and 
on what account collected. lie shall give notice to the President of 
the coming of himself or deputy one week before the visit of himself 
or deputy to the township, and the President shall cause the same to 
be posted at the main entrance of the township building, and to be 
oommnnieated to the people of the several barrios by their respective 
Councillors. 
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Sec. (34. The i^residents of the several town8hii)s of the province 
shall meet on the third Monday in January and the third Monday in 
July of each year to consider matters needed in the province, and for 
the provincial government, and to make recouunendation to the Pro- 
vincial Board. Tlie Convention shall be called together by the 
Provincial Secretary-Treasurer, and shall elect a Chairman for each 
semi-annual session.

When in the opinion of the Provincial Board any settle- 
ment of inemlHM-s of a Non-Christian triln* has advanced Hufficiently 
to niak<» such a course i)racticable, it may be organized under the 
provisions of sections 1 to ^w inclusive of this act, as a townshi]K and 
the geoj::rajihical limits of such township shall be fixed by the Pro-

Botitoc and Amburavan. and 
the territory Isring l)etween Abra, Cagayan and Bontoc not inclndwl within the 
Umits of any province; and providing for jiiHtices of the ])eace in this territor>', 
and in the province of Nneva Vizcaya. 

By autlvority of the President of ttte United States, he it macted hy 
the United States Philippine Commission , ttiat: 

Section 1. The territory hitherto comprise<i in thecomandanciasof 
Lepanto, Bontoc and Amburayan, together with the territory lying 
between the boundaries of Abra, Cagayan and Bontoc, and not hitherto 
included within the limits of any province organized under the I*ro- 
vincial Government Act, is hereby constituted a province, which shall 
lie known as the Province of Lepanto-Bontoc. This province shall Ik* 
divideil into three sub-provinces as follows: 

(ci) The sub- province of Lepant^), which shall c<miprisc the territory 
hitherto included in the C'omandancia of lA'panto. 

(6) The sub-province of Bontoc, which shall comprise the territory 
hitherto included in the Comandancia of Bont(K% and that limited })y 
the boundaries of Abra, Cagayanand Bont<K\and not hitherto includ(Ml 
within the boundaries of any province organized under the Provincial 
Government Act. 
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(c) The sub-province of Amburayan, which shall comprise the ter- 
ritory hitherto included in the Comandancia of Amburayan. 

Sec. 2. Tlie provisions of Act No. 337, entitled "An Act Providing 
for the Organization of a Provincial Government in the Pi'ovince of 
Nueva Vizcaya," and of Act No. 388 amendatorj^ thereof, are hereby 
made applicable to the Province of Lepanto-Bontoc : Provided^ that 
the officers of the provincial government shall be:

There shall be a Lieutenant Governor for the sub-province 
of Bontoc, who shall reside and have his office in the pueblo of Bon- 
toc; and a Lieutenant Governor for the sub-province of Amburayan, 
who shall reside and have his office in the pueblo of Alilem. The 
Lieutenant Governor of Bontoc shall receive compensation at the rate 
of fourteen hundred dollars ($1,400) per year in money of the United 
States and payable monthly. The Lieutenant Governor of Ambu- 
rayan shall receive compensation at the rate of twelve hundred dol- 
lars ($1,200) per year in money of the United States and payable 
monthly. Subject to the supervision of the Provincial Governor, the 
lieutenant goveriioi-s shall exercise in their respective sub-provinces 
tlie i)owers conferred upon tlie l^rovincial (Tovernor by Acts Nos. 337 
and 3.SS.

AN ACT providing for the control and management of the provincial jails and 

of the prisoners therein. 

By autJiority of the President of the United StateSy be U enacted by 
the tinit'ed States Philippine Commission^ that: 

Section 1. There shall be established and kept at the capital of 
every organized province a jail for the safe-keeping of prisoners law- 
fully committed. The expenses of establishing and keeping the said 
jails and of maintaining the prisoners therein shall be borne by the 
provinces, except whei-e otherwise provided. 

Sec. 2. The judge of the Court of First Instance and the Provincial 
Board shall, as often as the judge of the Court of First Instance is 
required to be in the province, make personal inspection of the 
provincial jail as to the sufficiency thereof for the safe-keeping of 
prisoners, their proper accommodation and health, and shall inquire 
into the manner in which the same has been kept since the last 
inspection. 

Sec. 3. The governor of the province, by himself or through a jailor 
to be a])i)ointed by him, shall keep the jail and shall he responsible 
for the iiuiiHier in which the same is kept. He shall keep 8epanit4? 
rooms for tho sexes exeept where they are lawfully married. lie shall, 
under the direction of the Provincial Board and at theexj)ense of the 
province, supply j)roper food and clothing for the prisoners: Proriffed^ 
That the Provincial Board shall allow to the governor not exceeding 
twenty cents Mexican each ])er day for feeding prisoners, or may make 
contracts with third parties at that rate for that purpose. 

Sec. 4. The governor, or the jailor ai)p()inted by him, shall keep a 
tru(* and (»xact calendar of all i)ri8oners committed to the provincial 
jail, which cahMidar shall contain the names of all persons who are 
coniniitted, their ])lace of abode, the time of commitment, the cause 
of their conuiiitnKMit, the authority that committed them, and the 
desciiptioii of tlieir persons; and when any prisoner is liberate<l such 
calendar shall state the time when and the authority by which such 
liberation took place; if any prisoner shall escape, it shall state par- 
ticulai-ly the time and manner of such escape; if any prisoner shall 
die, the date and cause of his dc^atli shall be entered on the calendar. 
In case any prisoner shall die in the i)r()vincial jail it shall l>e the 
duty of the president of the Provincial Board of Health to make an 
examination, and to rei)()rt to the Provincial Board as to the cause of 
such death. 

Sec. 5. At tlu^ op(»ning of each term of the Court of First Instance 
within his])rovince, th(» governor shall return a copy of such calendar 
under his hand to the judge of such court; and if any governor neg- 
h'cts or refuses so to do, he shall l>e punished by fine not exceeding 
hvii hundred pesos. 

Sec. i'f. It shall be the duty of the Provincial Board to make suit- 
able regulations for the conduct of the provincial jail so as to prevent 
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the introduction of intoxicating liquors among the prisoners, to pro- 
hibit gambling in the jail, or disorderly practices of any kind therein. 

Sec. 7. The compensation for the support of a prisoner arrested on 
civil process shall be at the rate of twenty cents, money of the United 
States, per day, to be advanced and taxed as costs in accordance with 
section one of Act Numbered Three hundred and ninety-seven. 

Sec. 8. W hen a prisoner is confined by virtue of any process directed 
to the governor or sheriff and which shall require to be returned to 
the court whence it issued, such governor or sheriff shall keep a copy 
of the same, together with his return made thereon, which copy, duly 
certified by said governor or sheriff, shall be presumptive evidence of 
his right to retain such prisoner in his custody. 

Sec. 0. All instruments of every kind, or attested copies thereof, 
by whicli a prisoner is committ-ed or liberated, shall be regularly 
indorsed, filed, and kept in a suitable box by such governor or by his 
deputy acting as jailor, and 'such box, with its contents, shall be 
delivenMl to the successor of the officer having charge of the prisoner. 

Sec. 10. In case there should l)e no jail in any province, or in case 
a provincial jail of any province* be insecure or insufficient for the 
acH^ommodation of all provincial prisoners, it shall be the duty of the 
Provincial Board to make arrangements for the safe-keeping of the pris- 
oners of the province with the Provincial Board of some neighlK)ring 
province in the jail of such neighboring pmvince, and when such 
arrangement has been made, it shall l>e the duty of the officer having 
custody of the prisoner to commit him to the jail of such neighboring 
province, and he shall be there detaine<l with the same legal effect as 
though confined in the jail of the province where the offense for which 
he was arrested was committed. 

Sec. U. Any provincial jail may Ik* use<l for the safe-keeping of 
any fugitive from justice from any province, and the jailor shall in 
such case be entitled to receive the same compensation for the suj)- 
port and custody of such fugitive from justice as is provided for other 
prisoners, to be i>aid by the officer demanding the custcnly of the pris- 
oner, who shall l>e reimbursed for such outlay as a part of the (»osts 
of the prosecution. 

Sec. 12. The prisoner, shall be treated with humanity and in a man- 
ner ealculat^l to promot(i their reformation. Juvenile prisoners shall 
be kept, if the jail will admit of it, in apartmenti!) separated from those 
containing more experienced and hanlened criminals. The visits of 
parents and friends who desire to exert a moral influence over pris- 
oners shall at all reasonable times be permitted under ri'gulations 
which shall be prescribed by the Provincial Boanl. 

Sec. 13. The Provincial Boanl may, if it deems such a course 
advisable, cause all able-lnxlied male prisoners, except such as are 
held awaiting trial, to work upon any of the public provincial roads 
or highways or other public works in the province where such pris- 
oners are confined. Such work shall be dcme under the din»ction and 
control of the provincial sup(»rvisor, and while so employed the pris- 
oners shall be sufliciently and i)roi)erly guanle<l by the jailor or his 
deputies or by the Philippines C'onstabularj' if available for that 
purpose. 

Sec. 14. All laws, rules, and n*gulations inconsist'tnit with the pro- 
visions of this Act art» hereby reiwaled. 

Sec. 15. The public gmxl re<iuiring the siKH»dy enactment of this 
bill, the iMissage of the same is hereby expe<lite<l in accordance with 
Hectiou two of *'An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the

Section 1. The judge of the Court of the First Instance for the 
Sixth Judicial District is hereby authorized in his discretion to hold 
special sessions of the Court of First Instance for the southern por- 
tion of the Province of Tayabas, as defined in Act Numbered One 
hundred and forty, in the town of Tayabas, instead of Lacena. Any 
action, civil or criminal, properly triable by existing law at Lucenk 
may bo heard and tried at Tayabas, with the same legal effect in all 
respects as though heard and tried at Lucena.

AK ACT extending the provisions of '* the provincial government act '* and its 

amendments to the province of Samar. 

By authority of tlie President of the United States^ he it enaded by 
the Lnited States Philippine Commission, that: 

Section 1. All the provisions of an act entitUnl *'A General Act for 
the organization of provincial governments in the Philippine Islands,'' 
enact^ February sixth, nineteen hundred and oih», shall apply t4) 
and govern the establishment of a provincial governin<Mit in that t(*r- 
ritory in the Island of Samar and adjacent islands not included in any 
other province, to l>e known ais the Pn)vince of Samar, with such 
exceptions, modifications and supplement^iry provisions iis are here- 
inafter contained. 

Sec. 2. The compensation to be paid provincial oflicers of the Prov- 
ince of Samar shall be at the following rate per year, money of the 
United States, or its equivalent in local currency: 

For the Provincial Governor, two thousand five hundre<l dollars, 
and five hundred dollars for expenses; 

For the Provincial Secretary, one thousand two hun<lnMl (lollars; 

For the Provincial Treasurer, one thousand IXvi^^ hundn^l <iollars; 

For the Provincial Supervisor, out? thousand four hundred dollars; 

For the Provincial Fiscal, one thousand two hundnMl dollars. 

The salary of provincial officers shall be payable monthly so that 
one- twelfth of the annual salary shall be paid on the last day of «*ach 
calendar month. 

Each provincial officer shall l>e allowe<l his necessary and actual 
traveling expenses, not exceeding two dollars per day, money of the 
United States, while absent from the capital of the province on offi- 
cial business. The allowance shall be made by the Provincial l^ird 
apon the certificate of the officer that the travel was necessary for the 
public bosiness, and shall not be paid until the account acco*mi)anied 
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by the resolution of the Board approving the same shall be forwarded 
to the Insular Treasurer and b}'^ him approved. 

Sec. 3. The bond of the Provincial Ti'easurer shall be five thonsand 
dollars, until the first day of March, nineteen hundred and three, 
when, in view of the collection of the land tax, the Commission may 
require a new bond or an additional bond to cover the probable 
increase of tlie funds of which the Provincial Treasurer shall have 
custody at any one time. The bond to be given shall be conditioned 
to secure on the part of the Provincial Treasurer that he shall account 
for tlie internal revenue collections coming into his hands as Internal 
Revenue Collector; the taxes collected by him for each municipality, 
for the province, and for the central government. The form of the 
bond shall be prescribed by the Insular Treasurer. If upon the 
request of the Commission the Military Governor shall detail any 
military officer to fill a provincial office, no bond shall be required 
of him.

Section 1. A civil provincial government is hereby established for 
the Province of Paragua. 
Sec. 2. The Province of Paragua shall consist of all that portion 

of th(* Island of Parajrna nortli of the tenth parallel of north latitudt* 
and Ihc small islands adjacent thoret.o, including Dumaran, and of 
th<' islands forinin*^^ the Calamianes group and the Cuyos group. 

Sec. '3. Tin* ofticcM-s of this <^()v<M'nment shall ]>e a provincial gov- 
ernor, at a salary of one thousand six hundred dollars per year; a 
])rovin(Mal s<*en'tary-tn'asunM', at a salary of on<» thousand five hun- 
dred dollars per y(»ar; a ])rovincial supervisor, at a salary of one 
thousand two liundnMl dollars per y(»ar, and a provincial fiscal, at a 
salary of one thousand dollars per y<»ar, all in money of the Unites! 
Stall's, or its authorized (»(inivalent in l(K»al currency. No i>er8on 
shall he <di<::il)l(^ I'oi- <MtlnM' of these oflices who is not either a citizen of 
tin* rnit<Ml Stall's, native of th(» Philippine Islands, or a person who, 
not hcin^ a subject oi- citizen of any other government or power, may 
havi' l>y virtue of the Treaty of Paris, accjuired the {nditical rights of 
a native of the islands, or who having taken the oath of allegiance to 
tlu' rnitiMl States shall violate the same. Nonresidenee in the prov- 
ince shall not lender the pei'son appointed or(»leeted to office ineligible. 

Sec. 4. Thest'olhcers shall be appointed by the Civil Governor, with 
the advii'c and consent of the Tnited St^itc^s Philippine Commission, 
and inav be removed bv him with the like advice and consent. Thev 
shall resiile aihl have tlh'ir oflices in the municipality of Cuyo, in the 
Island of Cuyn. Their successors shall be appointed and removetl in 
the manner in this section j)rovi<hHl. 

Skc. ."). After Manh tirst, niin^teen hundred and three, the provin- 
cial secret ary-tr<*asurer and the provincial supervisor, as vacancie> 
occur, shall be select<'d under the piovisions and n^strictions of the 
Civil Servi<*e Act. The provin<'ial s<'crctary-treasurer shall be able 
to speak and write the Spanish language, and after January first, 
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nineteen handred and six, the English language also. The provincial 
sapervisor shall be a competent civil engineer and surveyor. Hefore 
the secretary-treasurer shall qualify, he shall give a bond to the Insu- 
lar Government, for the benefit of whom it may concern, with suffi- 
cient security in the sum of five thousand dollars, surety or sureties 
to be approved by the Treasurer of the Philippine Archipelago. The

Section 1. Tho Island of Miii<loro and tli(^ small islands adjacoiit 
tlien^to — including tlio Island of Lubang, which is hereby detaeh<*d 
from the Provinc<» of C-aviU^ to which it now l)elon<j:s — are hen*by 
annexed to the Province of Marinduque as (established by Act Num- 
bered One hundred and twenty-five, and the provisions of said Act 
Xumbered On** hundred and twenty-five and of '*The Provincial 
(iovernment Acf and its amendments are herebv extended over the 
Island of Mindoro and said small adjacent islands, with such exeejh 
tions, modifi(*ations, and supplementary provisions as are hereinafter 
contained. 

Skc. 2. The provincial secretary, the provincial tn»jisurer, the pn^ 
vincial sup<M-visor, and the provincial fiscal, ap[>ointed an<l n<iw hold- 
ing ofiice for 1 he <'x ist lug Province of Marinduque, are herebv <leclan»<l 
to b(* n^siHM'tively tin* secretary, treasun^r, supervisor, an<l fiscal of 
tlie said ])rovince as enlar<^ed by this Act, with salaries at the rate 
fixed bv said Act Xumbered ()ne hundred and twent v-five.

Sec. 5. The capital of the consolidated province shall l)e, as for- 
merly, at the town of Boac, until otherwise ordenxl by law; l>ut the 
residence of the governor of the Island of Mindoro pn)vided for by 
this Act shall be at Puerto Galera in the Island of Mindon> and the 
business of the Provincial Board relating to that island shall In^ trans- 
acted there. 

Sec. 6. Until the election of a new governor for the consoliilated 
province created by this Act it shall be the duty of tlu* ])n)vincial 
treasurer to keep the I'evenues accruing from taxation in th(» Island 
of Marinduque and those accruing from taxation in tlio lslan<l of 
Mindoro as separate funds. The salary of tlie provin<*ial governor 
for the existing province of Marinduque sliall 1m» paid out of n*v«»nues 
accruing from the Island of Marinduciue.

AN ACT extending the provisions of '* the Provincial Government Act" and its 

amendments to the Province of La Lagrma. 

B^j autJwrity of the President of the United States^ he it enacted by 
the united States Philippine Commission, that: 

Section 1. All the provisions of an Act entitled '*A General Act 
for the organization of provincial governments in the Philippine 
Islands," enacted February sixth, nineteen hundred and one, and its 
amendments, shall apply to and govern the estabHshment of a pro- 
vincial government in that territory in the Island of Luzon known as 
the Province of La Laguna, with such exceptions, modifications, and 
supplementary provisions as are hereinafter contained. 

Sec. 2. The compensation to be paid provincial officers of the Prov- 
ince of La Laguna shall be at the following rate per year, money of 
the United States, or its equivalent in local currency at the legal rate: 

For the provincial governor, two thousand dollars; 

For the provincial secretary, one thousand four hundred dollars; 

For the provincial treasurer, two thousand two hundred dollars; 

For the provincial supervisor, one thousand eight hundred dollars; 

For the provincial fiscal, one thousand four hundred dollars. 

The salary of provincial officers sliall be payable monthly so that 
one-twelfth of the annual salary shall be paid on the last day of each 
calendar month. 

Each provincial officer shall be allowed his necessary and actual 
traveling expenses, not exceeding two dollars and fifty cents, money 
of the United States, per day, while absent from the e4ii)ital of the 
proviiuM^ oil ofiiciul business. The allowance shall ln» niad«» by th<' 
provincial hoard upon the CMM'tifieate of the officer tliatthi* travel wa> 
neccssjiry fnv {]u> i)ul)lic business, and shall not bo paid until the 
account ac(*oiupani('d by the resoluticm of the board api)rovinjr the 
same shall be forwanhHl to the Insular Treasuivrand by him approvetl.
